FAIL’ TO TAKE UP NOTES 


Akron, O., Oct. 30.—{Special.}—Common 
Pleas Judge Jacob A. Kohler today ap- 
pointed Richard P. Marvif of this city re- 
ceiver of the Werner company. The Wer- 
her company was incorporated in 1892, 
under the laws of Illinois, to publish and 
manufacture books and to do a general 
lithographing and printing business, the 
capital stock being $3,500,000, This incor- 
poration was made at the time of the con- 
solidation of the Werner Printing and Litho- 
graphing company of Akron and the Peale 
Publishing company of Chicago. The gen- 
eral offices were Jocated in the Rand-Mc- 
Nally Building, in Chicago, but most of 
them have recently been removed to Akron, 
where they occupy a palatial new office 
building. The officers of the company are: 
Paul E. Werner, President; D. H. Kochers- 
perger, Vice President; George C. Berry, 
Secretary and Treasurer. 

The application for a receiver was made 
by Mr. Werner and George T. Rowland, 
superintendent of the Akron plant. The 
petitioners allege that the action is brought 
for the benefit of themselves and creditors, 
The latter are so scattered that it was im- 
possible to have them join in the petition. 
The company is incorporated in Illinois, but 
is authorized to do business in Ohio. 

Until recently the company had no trouble 
in meeting all obligations.

Injured Lad, Ruanning with the Ball.

While desperately “‘ bucking the line” of 
an opposing football eleven at Lincoln Park 
yesterday afternoon 16-year-old JohnO’ Brien 
was buried ufder a pile of half a dozen op- 
ponents and received a kick in the right tem- 
ple which may prove fatal.

Young O’Brien’s injuries were the result of

Court Martial to Be Ordered 
in the Lovering Case. 


GENERAL MILES TO ACT. 


Report of the Court of Inquiry 


Has Been Received. 


RECOMMENDATION [S MADE. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 30.—[Special. }— 
Captain Lovering will be compelled to ap- 
pear before a court-martial for brutality to- 
ward Private Hammond at Fort Sheridan 
and the detail for the court may become pub- 
lic by Monday or Tuesday,.of next week. 
General Brooke’s report, embodying the 
findings of the court of inquiry which re- 
cently investigated this case, was received 
at the War department this afternoon. As 
soon as Adjutant General Breck received 
the communication he hastened to army 
headquarters to submit the matter to Gen- 
eral Miles, who is Acting Secretary of War 
during the absence of Secretary Alger. 

In his dual capacity General Miles will pass 
upon the matter early next week, and there 
is no foundation for the story that he tele- 
graphed Secretary Alger at Detroit to know 
what disposition should be made of the re- 
port from General Brooke. 

When the correspondent for Tue TRIBUNE 
called upon General Miles at his residence 
this evening he was informed that it had 
been determined to withhold any announce- 
ment in the Lovering cage until Monday or 


Tuesday of next week. 


“There was no necessity for sending a 
message to the Secretary of War on this

Croker perceived that the amount of dam- 
ages claimed was $100,000; also that the suit 
was based on his reputed interest in the 
Morning Telegraph. Blakely Hall, the edi- 
tor, and Edward H. Haines, one of the pub- 
lishers, were named as codefendants. Mr. 
Croker handed over the papers to the at- 
torneys and did not refer to the matter there- 
after during the day. ' 


Ugly Charges Are Made. 

The publication complained of occupied 
a conspicuous position in the Morning Tele- 
graph on Oct.'20.

The money was to come from 
banks in the East and West. The money was 
to be secured in installments and with the 
profits from the manufacture and sale of 
goods it was expected that $150,000 could be 
paid each month on the outstanding indebt- 
edness of $800,000.

President Werner’s Statement. 


President Werner tonight gave out the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“We have accepted during the last nine 
months an enormous amount of orders, some 
of our contracts being the largest ever un- 
dertaken in our line of business in this or 
any other country. We required an extraor- 
dinary amount of money to conduct our busi- 
ness, much of which had to be borrowed. 
Recently a number of creditors have been 
pressing us for payments and demands were 
made for money faster than we were able to 
procure it. Under these circumstances and 
taking into consideration the large magni- 
tude of our affairs we feared that some 
creditors might endeavor to secure ad- 
vantage over others, and, desiring to treat 
all alike and to protect the property for all 
interested parties, we decided to take this 
precautionary action. Our assets under the 
most unfavorable circumstances are very 
much larger than our Habilities, and not a 
single creditor can possibly lose a dollar. 
Our factory here, and, in fact, our entire 
business, will be continued without inter- 


ruption. We have orders on hand sufficient. 


to run our shop to its utmost capacity for at 
least six months ahead. In Akron we em- 
ploy at present about 1,200 people and the 
daily output of our factory is from three 
to four carloads of books and other products 
in our different departments. The bulk of 
our indebtedness is held in the East. Ad- 
vices which I Wrve already received satisfy 
me that the receivership will be only tem- 
porary and the company’s affairs will be 
adjusted quickly.” 


TALKS FOR WERNER COMPANY. 


Lawyer Levinson Explains That the 
Application Is of a Friend- 
ly Nature. 


Newman, Northrup & Levinson are the at- 
torneys for the Werner company. 8S. O. 
Levinson said last night that Mr. Newman 
had been called to Akron several days ago 
and that it was on his suggestion that an ap- 
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or die. O’Brien nearly fulfilled his determi- 
nation. For the first ten minutes of play in 
the second half neither side could gain.

As the full 
back ran toward him O’Brien hesitated a 
moment undecided which way to dodge. 
That moment’s delay nearly cost him his 
life. Before he could start forward in an- 
Swer to a warning shout from the specta- 
tors the heavy tackles and ends of the scrub 
line were upon him and his companion. 

Two made flying tackles at the lad, as 
with the ball still tightly clutched under his 
arm he stood wavering. He went dow1 be- 
fore their heavy charge instantly and the 
others of the runners, who came up a mo- 
ment too late to reap the glory of having 
saved a “touchdown,” threw themselves 
upon the pile of struggling players. 

When the tangle of players was straight- 
ened out O’Brien was found lying uacon- 
scious at the bottom of the heap. Failing 
to arouse him, his companions carried him 
to the Plaza Hotel, two blocks away. On 
the way he became violent and it was with 
difficulty he could be held while Dr. 
Manierre made an examination of his in- 
juries. On his right temple the physician 
found a long cut, evidently made by a blow 
from a foot. It had stunned him. On 
O’Brien’s body were found numerous 
bruises.

WATER FAMINE ON NORTH SIDE. 


Residents of Séveral Blocks Deprived 
of a Supply for Six Hours 


Last Evening. 


For six hours last night the North Side 
underwent the second water famine within 
a week. At 9 o'clock water was shut off in 
the district bounded by Illinois, Kinzie, 
Wells, and Market streets, and residents of 
that sectéon of the city had to go six and 
eight blocks to secure the necessary water 
for the regular Saturday night bath. Two 
hours later the waterless district wag ex- 
tended to include the territory bounded by 
Ontario, Illinols, Wells, and Clark streets, 
Water, it is expected, will be turned on 
again this morning. Additional stops are 
being put in along Clark street previous to 
paving with asphalt and this is given as the 
reason for uent water famines. Bar- 
bers and restaurant men ware the principal

Court Martial a Certainty. 


It was learned from an authoritative 
source, however, that the court of inquiry 
has carried out the instructions ynder which 
it was organized, and, differing from tribun- 
als of this sort; has made a recommenda- 
tion, in which General Brooke concurred. 
This recommendation suggested a court- 
martial, and it only remains now for the 


detail to be 


made. 
All the evidence taken before the court of. 


inquiry must be submitted anew to the 
court-martial, which will try the case from 
beginning to end, just as though there had 
been no previous examination. 

When the court-martial is ready for busi- 
ness Captain Lovering probably will be 
called upon to plead to charges preferred 
under Section 61 of the articles of war, 
which reads as follows: 

“Any officer who is convicted of conduct 
unbecoming an Officer and a gentleman 
shall be dismissed from the service.’”’ 

There are two sections in Article 1 of the 
army regulations which likely will be ap- 
plied .to Captain Lovering’s case. In the 
first section it is prescribed: 

“Military authority will be exercised with 
firmness, kindness, and justice. : Punish- 
ments must conform to law and follow of- 
fenses as promptly as circumstances will 
permit.”’ t 

Injury Is Forbidden. 


In the other section it is set forth: 

“ Superiors are forbidden to injure those 
under their authority by tyrannical or ca- 
pricious conduct or by abusive language.” 

Inasmuch as the court of inquiry found 
Captain Lovering guilty of all three counts 
in this indictment and he did not make the 
slightest effort to deny them, it should be 
plain sailing for the court-martial when it 
is conv ened. Whether the last tribunal will 
make as strong a recommendation as dis- 
missal from the army remains a matter of 
pure conjecture. 

Under army regtiattons the place of hold- 
ing a court is designated by the authority 
appointing, and in this instance Chicago will 
undoubtedly be named. 

The Army and Navy Register prints a 
staterment from Captain Loyering giving his 
version of the affair to the Secretary of War, 
which is practically the same as the signed 
statement issued by the Captain at the time 
of the court of inquiry.

Colonel Waring’s attorneys, Messrs. Sack- 
ett, Bacon, and McQuaid, wrote a letter de- 
manding a retraction of the charges and 
denying each item of the attack. 

Colonel Waring also asserted that instead 
of having lost $125,000 a year under the new 
garbage system the city had gained $25,000

FIGURES ON THE OHIO CONTEST 


Republicans Are Confident of Victory 
Despite the Eight Tickets and the 
Activity of Opponents. 


Washington, D. C., Oct, 30.—[Special. ]— 
One of the principal officers of the ad- 
ministration has sent here this summary of 
the Ohio situation as the result of some 
weeks’ careful personal observation: 

“People in Washington are apt to look 
upon Ohio as naturally a safe Republican 
State, but the truth is it is what might be 
termed a close State, considering that it 
casts anywhere from 750,000 to 1,000,000 
votes. Even during the war the Democrats 
once carried it. 

“ Although there are eight tickets in the 
field the Republicans are sanguine of carry- 
ing the State. The opposition is active and 
has resorted to every expedient, but seem- 
ingly without avail. 

** The Republicans might lose Hamilton and 
Cuyahoga Counties and still have a major- 
ity, basing the estimate on last year's vote, 
or lose either one and stiil have majorities 
in both branches of the Legislature, basing 
the Republican plurality in the State at 
20,000, 

“ Should the State go Democratic the Leg- 
islature would also be Democratic—but there 
is hardly a Democrat enthusiastic enough 
to think that the Democrats will varry the 
State. Coxey’s strength will all come from 
the vote that was cast for Bryan last year, 
likewise the increase in the Nativnalist and 
Socialist vote. The Prohibitionists, gold 
Democrats, and the negro aggregation will 
hardly draw on an average 1,000 votes each 
from the McKinley strength of Inst year, 
so that all the Republicans have over 25,000 
majority will be due to the votes that Coxey 
draws from the fusion of last year. Possi- 
bly the Republicans who were disappointed 
in getting office might offset this to a con- 
siderable extent. The fight, however, is not 
over yet, as John McLean's greatcst desire 
is to be United States Senator, and Calvin 
S. Briee is not asleep, either. The smaller 
fry—Kilbourne, Lentz, Chapman, Sorg, War- 
ner, and others, ‘ are not in it,’ and will not 
be to any appreciable extent if the Demo- 
crats should carry the Legislature.

Des Moines, Ia., Oct. 30.—[Special. ]—To- 
night practically closes the campaign.

JOLT DUE TO BRYAN. 


Gold Democrats of Cleveland 
Act with Republicans. 


HUNDREDS ARE TURNING. 


Indignation at the Plan of Sil- 
ver Agitation. 


BLAME IS ON J. R. M’LEAN. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 80.—[Special.]—The 
coming of William Jennings Bryan to Cleve- 
land tonight has settled the result in Cuya- 
hoga by driving all the gold Democrats in 
the county over to the Republicans and 
making the Democratic campaign mana- 
gers mad as hornets. The few hours that 
Bryan will spend here are expected to undo 
a large part of the work of the Democrats 
in the county during this campaign. 

Their legislative candidates are wondering 
now if Bryan hasn't been sent here to pun- 
ish them for declaring against John R. Mc- 
Lean for the Senate. The Democrats haven't 
dared to drag silver into the Cleveland 
campaign thus tar. A few orators have 
talked silver outside the city limits, among 
the truck farmers, but it hasn't been an 
issue inside the limits. On that account they 
were banking a good deal on the gold 
Democratic vote. There are 5,000 gold Dem- 
ocrats in the city and all but about 200 of 
them voted the Republican ticket last fall. 
Silver having been kept in the background 
all summer, it was pretty sure a large per- 
centage of them would vote the Democratic 
ticket this fall. This morning came the 
news of Bryan‘s coming. 

It is said that the Democratic campaign 
managers wired McLean to call Bryan off, 
as soon as they heard he was on his way 
here. Bryan didn’t even go.to a hotel, but 
slept and dined in the special car in which 
he has been covering the Btate. 

The gold Democrats have been keeping 
headquarters open here through the cam- 
paign, but they practically abandoned their 
ticket today and went to work for the Re- 
publicans. A large number of German Dem- 
ocrats who would have thrown their votes 
away on the gold Democratic ticket said to- 
night they would vote the straight Repub- 
lican ticket Tuesday on account of Bryan's 
coming here. 


Will Vote the Republican Ticket. 


Virgil P. Kline, the leader of the local 
gold Democrats, who Welped nominate the 
gold Democratic tickét, and has solicited 
funds to carry on the gold Democratic cam- 
paign here, said today: “I am going to 
vote the Republican ticket, and I am ad- 
vising every Democrat I see to db the same. 
There are almost 5,000 Democrats here who 
voted for McKinley last fall. They might 
have voted the McLean Democratic ticket 
if the silver issue had not been brought in.

Mr. Bryan made three speeches in Cleve- 
land tonight, the last one at 10 o’clock. He 
said he had come from Nebraska to bury 
Marcus Hanna. He said Mr. Hanna was 
the exponent of political cowardice. He 
said Mr. Hantia lad fot told the voters how 
he would serve them if elected, what he 
would do about international bimetallism, or 
how he would change the gold standard from 
a calamity to a blessing. He charged that 
Mr. Hanna was at the head of a conspiravy 
to turn the country over to the financial 
control of Burope, and also that Mr. Hanna 
intended to turn the greenbacks over to thé 
national Danks. 

Mr. Hanna, in his speeches tonight, said 
he was amazed at Bryan's audacity in com- 
ing to Ohio, where the people had voted over- 
whelmingly against him last fall. 


Bryan’s Wornout Car. 


Bryan is traveling through Ohio in an an- 
cient and deerepit hunting car, and the sil- 
verite leaders have started a wild story that 
some Chicago railway magnates have de- 
vised a horrible plot to Involve him in a 
wreck and get rid of him before 1900. It 
appears that John R, McLean tried to secure 
a private car in Chicago for Bryan's use, and 
that he could not find a railway man who 
had a private car to loan or rent. The only 
one available was a hunting car which had 
just been returned from the West. In pass- 
ing over a frog yesterday some of the mirrors 
fell off the walls and an inside panel fell 
out. Now Bryan has incorporated that into 
his speeches along with the “crime of '73.” 

The Democrats here are absolutely out of 
funds, and they can scarcely raise money 
for printing. Campaign contributions have 
practically ceased, and what money has been 
received has come from the rank and file of 
the silverites. With the exception of Bryan 
their campaign speakers have not come 
from outside the State, and it is said that 
even those have been sent here grudgingly 
by McLean. 


Candidate Chapman’s Troubles. 


Candidate Chapman’s troubles with union 
labor are so well known in Cleveland that 
his speeches here are supposed to have had 
little influence, and he has been he chief 
campaign speaker forthe Democrats. Chap- 
man’s bicycle works at Columbus, which 
are managed by his son, were involved in 
a strike last winter over the discharge of 
a union man, This discharge was contrary 
to the Ohio law, and the labor unions caused 
the arrest of Chapman Jr. and fought the 
matter in the courts till Chapman finaliy 
pleaded guilty. 

Coxey and his followers are cutting a large 
figure in the campaign in Stark County, 
where Coxey lives. It is thought the great- 
est defection to the Populists there comes 
from the Republican party, and Senator 
Hanna’s speech in Canton Monday night is 
intended to counteract the Coxey agitation. 
The latter lives at Massillon, six miles from 
Canton, and the Massillon Republicans are 
working to combine the two towns in a wel- 
come to President McKinley and a big

REVIEW OF CLOSING CAMPAIGN. 


The Associated Press Sums Up the Situation as It Appears 
Near the Eve of Election .Day in Some of the States 
Which Will Elect Officers Next Tuesday. 


Dispatches to the Associated Press give the following summary of the political] sit- 
uation in some of the States which will hold elections next Tuesday: 
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The. Republican State platform reaffirmed 
the St. Louls platform, and the party has 
made a strong fight for the gold standard 
as well as for the indorsement of the ad- 
ministrations of President McKinley and 
Governor Bushnell. The Democratic State 
platform reaffirmed the Chicago platform, 
and the party has made an aggressive fight 
for free silver. 

Factional fights have added much to the 
intense enmity that has characterized the 
canvass. In the large cities the fighting 
has been between the factions more than 
between the parties. This is specially true 
of the contest in Cincinnati, where neither 
naticnal nor State issues nor any or1ganiza- 
tion could hold party lines together. The 
result in the State will be materially affect- 
ed by these local conditions. 

In Cincinnati a crusade was started last 
spring against George B. Cox, who was rec- 
ognized as the Republican boss, and the 
Cox régime was then completely ousted 
from the ¢ity government. A similar revo- 
lution is now attempted to ous’ the Cox 
régime from county affairs. For this pur- 
pose “the reform Republicars’’ have 
formed a fusion with the Democrats, divid- 
ing the nominations for county offices. On 
the fusion ticket *‘ the reform Republicans ”’ 
have five of the fourteen candidates for 
members of the Legislature. While 
fusion ticket Is pledged to free silver most 
of the “ reform Republicans ’’ who are sup- 
porting it favor the gold standard. The 
fusion in Cincinnati {s in favor of Demo- 
crats, who claim they will carry Hamilton 
County, which includes Cincinnati, and thus 
secure control of the Legislature for the 
election of a United States Senator. The 
Republicans claim that they are sure of the 
election of their State ticket, and that they 
will have a majority in the Legislature 
without Hamilton County, which tney do not 
concede to the Democrats or fusionists. 

Factional fights have also been ua feature 
of the campaign in Cleveland, Toledo, and 
other cities, and there is some factional dis- 
turbance throughout the State, especially 
on the legislative ticket. There has been 
as much of a contest between Marcus A. 
Hanna and John R. McLean for the Senatcr- 
ship as between Bushnell and Chapinan for 
Governor. Leading speakers of both parties 
from other States have participated in the 
Ohio campaign. Bryan canvassed the State 
during the last four days, making three 
speeches every day, and some days four.

The election is confined to the selection of 
District Judges, each of the eight districts 
electing Judges, There is much interest in 
the result as forming a basis of compamson 
with last year, when Bryan carried the 
State by 200 majority and the Populists and 
Democrats by fusion elected the Governor, 
Railroad Commissioners, and Legislature. 
In seven of the eight districts there is fusion 
between the Populistse and the Democrats. 
In one district, the Fourth, the Democrats 
refused to unite with the Populists, and 
Judge H. R. Fellows, the Democratic nomi- 
nee, has urged those who could not vote for 
him to vote for the Republican nominee. 
Chairman Estabrook of the Populist State 
committee says that the Populists will sure- 
ly carry four districts, probably carry two 
more, and concede the First and Sixth to the 
Republicans. Chairman J. D. Elliott of the 
Republican State committee says the He- 
publicans will probably carry five, and possi- 


bly six, of the éight districts. 


Probably never before in the history of this 
commonwealth has a@ campaign been car- 
ried on with more enthusiasm and energy 
than has this one. A more thorough can- 
vases of the State could not possibly have 
been prosecuted than that carried on by the 
various candidates for Clerk of the Court of 
Appeals, the only State ticket in the field. 
The free silver question has been the chief 
topic of @scussion in the State at large, 
while in the towms and cities the issues have 
been purely local, the financial question 
having deen almost wholly relevated to the 
background. The intensity of feeling that 
has characterized the local campaign in 
Louisville is remarkable. In the eyes of tha 
best political judges the contest for the 
Mayoralty has been the hottest on record. 


NEBRASEA. 


The campaign has been the dullest, most 
uneventful for years. Compact fusion has 
been perfected by the silver forces. The 
plurality either way will not exceed 6,000. 
While interest has been lacking, especially 
among the rank and file of the voters, the 
outcome may have a far-reaching effect on 
the future politics of Nebraska. Republican 
leaders insist that by winning this year they 
will have killed fusion for all time to come, 
paved the way for a Republican successor 
to Senator Allen a year hence, and given a 
black eyé@ to the Presidential aspirations of 
Mr. Bryan, whose desire for a fusion 
victory is undenied, 


PENNSYLVANIA. 


This is an off year for Pennsylvania. The 
only State officers to be voted for are State 
Treasurer and Auditor General. The cam- 
paign has been enlivened in a measure by 
the active work of the Independent Repub- 
lican and Prohibition candidates for State 
Treasurer, William R, Thompson and the 
Rev. Dr. 8, C. Swallow, respectively. Not- 
withstanding the. disaffection among the 
Republicans, the helief is general that Penn- 
sylvania will roll up a big Republican ma- 
jority. 


ADVISES CICERO NOT TO PAY. 


Water-Works Proposition and 
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GROKER GIVES A 


Tells His Followers Van 
Wyck Is Sure to Win. 


PLATT MAKES A CLAIM. 


Low’s Managers Are Also Confi- 
dent of Victory. 


BIG FIGHT IS AT AN ‘END. 


New York, Oct. 30.—[Special.]—Richard 
Croker said this afternoon that Van Wyck 
would get more votes than George and Low 
put together. He told his friends they could 
safely wager money on that result. The 
Bookmakers’ association down here de- 
clared yesterday all bets on this election 
were off except those made with an under- 
standing that they went whether or no. 
So the consequence is that men who have 
been betting liberally up to today have 
taken down what was already wagered and 
are betting it over again. Mr. Croker’s ad- 
vice is being followed tonight, and a good 
deal of money is being put up by Tammany 
men that Van Wyck will outrun both Low 
and George. 

The campaign here Is practically at an end. 
It is true there will be a few more campaign 
meetings, but the battle is over except the 
voting. The most intense excitement pre- 
valle here concerning the result. Men who 
have lived in New York all their lives say 
they never saw anything like it before. 
Presidential years are nothing in compari- 
son with it. The Low people are confident 
of success, and the same can be truthfully 
written of Tammany, George, and the Re- 
pyblicans. 

Vithin the last week the Republicans have 
braced up wonderfully. Senator Platt is 
giving the campaign his personal supervis- 
ion. He gave out last Sunday an interview 
in which he said he believed Tracy was going 
to win. He told the reason which led him to 
this conclusion. 

Hiis interview had the immediate effect of 
patching up a number of weak places in the 
Republican line and the stalwart Republic- 
an vote of Greater New York will be given 
for General Tracy. Mr. Platt still thinks 
General Tracy will win, and tells his friends 
so, and the Republicans will poll their 
full vote on election day. The mugwumps, 
the Cleveland Democrats, and the lot of 
men who don't like Mr. Platt will support 
Mr. Low. 


Dividing the George Vote. 


The vote that would have been Henry 
George's had he lived may decide the May- 
oralty contest in New York. Two candidates 
are Claiming the greater part of those who 
will not still cling to young George. The 
Low men say the bulk of it will go to their 
candidate, and have polled several establish- 
ments which were strongly for George be- 
fore his death, and are now for Low, to prove 
it. The Journal, which supports Tammany, 
has made a poll of 9,000 formerly George 
men, and shows that 35 per cent of them will 
vote for Van Wyck. 

If the claims of the Citizens’ union are cor- 
rect as to the percentage of the George vote 
coming to Low their candidate will in all 
probability be elected. If the Tammany 
claim proves accurate, Van Wyck will cer- 
tainly be elected, if ante-election indi- 
cations can be trusted. 

To get the larger part of the falling off in 
the George vote is more necessary to Low’s 
election than Van Wyck’s, for it was pretty 
generally conceded by the unprejudiced that 
Van Wyck before George’s death was in the 
lead. The situation with tolerable certainty 
might be put this way: Van Wyck may win 
without getting the greater part of the de- 
fection from the George ticket. Seth Low 
must get the greater part to win. With the 
cleavage evenly divided the contest would 
be of course in the same state as before Mr.

The Journal canvassed 9,000 men who in 
its previous canvass were for George.

‘Of the 9,800 men canvassed 3,318, or 35.7 
per cent, will ahift from George to Van 
Wyck; 2,343, or 26.2 per cent, will remain 
steadfast to, the platform of the United 
Democracy and vote for Henry George Jr.; 
2,112, or 22.7 per cent, will shift for Seth 


teow: and 1,527, or 16.4 per cent, will vote 


for the Republican candidate, General Ben- 
jamin F. Tracy. 


Journal Figures a Victory. 

‘On this basis, figuring from the result 
of the Journal poll of all the candidates, 
completed two weeks ago, the total vote of 
Judge Van Wyck on election day will run 
over 206,000. This figure is computed upon 
the assumption that there will be 650,000 
votes cast in the Greater New York. 

‘A most significant feature of this poll 
of George supporters is the fact that logic- 
ally figuring from the preferences of voters 
expressed Seth Low will run far ahead of 
Henry George Jr., and will land in second 
place, about 70,000 behind Van Wyck. From 
the indications developed by the trend of the 
George vote Seth Low will poll nearly 138,- 
000 votes. 

‘“‘ According to the figures Mr. George will 
finish close to General Tracy—only about 
8,000 votes ahead of him. General Tracy re- 
mains in the same position he occupied in 
the first Journal poll of all the candidates— 
fourth. The figures show that his estimated 
gain from the George supporters will_net 
him in the neighborhood of 15,000 votes.”’ 

Charles O'Connor Hennessy said tonight: 

‘Instead of the death of Henry George 
weakening the chances of the Jeffersonian 
Democracy ticket, as the friends of Low, 
Van Wyck, and Tracy have tried to make 
appear, it has strengthened it to such an ex- 
tent that I am now more hopeful of the suc- 
cess of the ticket than I have ever been be- 
fore.’’

Senator Platt, for the Republicans, wrote 
a letter to G. T. Corsy of the Commercial 
Men’s Tracy club, in which he declared that 
General Tracy would be the first Mayor of 
Greater New York.

Mr. Walthau- 
sen is an expert in this work, having. made 
many masks for J. Q. A: Ward and Augus- 
tus St. Gaudens, the celebrated American 
sculptors. Richard George, a son of Henry 
George, was present when the plaster was 
applied to Mr. George's face. He expressed 
himself as gratified with the success of the 
work. Mr. Walthausen said the mask was 
perfect.

Bourke Cockran said: ** The death of Mr.

POULTNEY BIGELOW’S TRIBUTE 


Says American History Will Blush for 


the Intole e Shown Hen- 
ry rge.

World.}—Henry George was my friend. 
Though his'couGlusions are difficult for 
me to understand 4s the logic of a bimetal- 
list, yet I honor in the author of “‘ Progress 
and Poverty’ a simplicity and directness 
of mind coupled with such honesty and 
courage as one rarely finds outside of men 
who have died from persecution—and George 
was a persecuted man in spite of our boasts 
that in America afl men have a fair show. 

It was immediately after George's arrival 
in New York from California that I talked 
with him, sitting on a fallen tree trunk in 
the woods about. Fort Washington, on the 
grounds of Gordon Bennett. He told me of 
his life in California, how the great monopo- 
lies in land transportation and telegraphy 
had conspired to ruin him when he com- 
menced to preach against their methods. 

He could not get news for his paper. Col- 
leges closed their doors on him through in- 
fluence brought to bear by millionaire pa- 
trons. Professors and students heard him 
eagerly, but the seats of learning Were en- 
dowed by men to whom George W&s a revo- 
lutionist. 


Knew No Foreign Tongue. 


The time will come when American his- 
tory wil] have to blush for the intolerance 
shown towards the man. Strange to say, he 
knew no French nor any other fore‘gn 
tongue, and my first acquaintance with him 
quickly ripened into warm friendship from 
the accident that I was enabled to quote and 
translate for him many passages from the 
physiocratic school of economists such as 
Turgot, which he incorporated in subse- 
quent editions of his work. 

Henry George never lost faith in human 
goodness, in spite of the malevolent treat- 
ment he received from his colleagues. 

At my bachelor rooms in Nineteenth street 
I gathered periodically young law students 
and others of my acquaintance into a little 
club, in which Henry George was the presid- 
ing spirit. We read and talked together 
night after night, and, while I cannot recall 
that any one of these became subsequently 
his apostle, I am sure that none of them has 
been mean enough to deny the noble qualities 
of George personally. 

In all my talks with him it was almost im- 
possible to surprise him into abuse of his 
enemies. He discussed those who attacked 
him as though it were.a matter of course 
that he should be misunderstood and ma- 
ligned. He attributed no personal malice to 
his enemies, and George could Say, like 
Gladstone, thag "throughout a life of contro- 
versy there was no single man to whom he 
could not give his hand. * 


Looked on Him as a Humbug. 


When George came to England tén years 
ago I was corresponding for a New York 
daily, representing then the largest circula- 
tion in America with the exception of the 
World. George attacked landlordism in its 
very stronghold, and I wrote begging per- 
mission to accompany the land reformer on 
his journey to Ireland, Scotiand, and 
throughout England in order to cable the 
result. The answer was that George was a 
humbug, and that if he made any success he 


should be suppressed, which shows that a 
an be mistaken. 


If He Finds the Case Hopeless He 
Will Say So. 


HIS PURPOSE IN NEW YORK. 


New York, Oct. 30.—[Special.]—Sefior José 
Canalejas y Mendez, a leading Spanish 
statesman, member of the Cortes, and asso- 
clate Cabinet Minister with Sagasta until 
the latter indorsed the program of the Cuban 
home rulers, arrived on La Touraine today. 
He was accompanied by his brother-in-law 
and a secretary. He admits that he has 
come to America and intends to go to Cuba 
for the purpose of studying the situation, 
learning the real feeling in America re- 
garding Cuba, and sizing up the number and 
strength of the friends of Spain still left 
in the island. 

Asked if it were true that he would, after 
proper investigation shows that the situa- 
tion demands the independence of the island, 
recommend -the abandonment of Cuba, he 
replied: 

*“ That is a different question. If I should 
find that the affairs of the island are very 
desperate; that Spain and her great colony 
cannot live together in peace any more; that 
the most of the Cubans are hostile to us; and 
that there is nothing left in the island but 
perpetual fighting for us, then be sure that 
I shall tell my country that which my con- 
science dictates. 

**I do not believe, however, that the situa- 
tion is so bad.”’ 

It has been intimated that the Sefior comes 
here with $2,000,000 to attempt to buy off 
certain leaders of the Cuban revolution and 
thus bring the war to an end. 


SCANT HONORS TO WEYLER. 


Cheered by a Few Drunken Adherents 
as He Leaves the Island 
of Cuba. 


[SPECIAL BY GEORGE C. MUSGRAVE.] 

Havana, Oct. 30.—[{Copyrighted, 1897, by 
W. R. Hearst.]—After three days of uneer- 
tainty public confidence is again restored in 
the city and the fear of an outbreak by the 
volunteers is removed forthe present. Gen- 
eral Weyler realized in the nick of time that 
by inflaming the patriotism of this loyal 
mob he was playing with fire, and he ceased 
petulant ugterances and even begged volun- 
teer officers to restrain their men. 

Sagasta’s cable threatening that if the 
volunteers as a military body took part in 
the political demonstration he would disarm 
them also had its effect. Havana was deco- 
rated profusely, rather in fear of violence 
threatened against undecked houses than 
enthusiasm for Weyler. A large force of 
cavalry was drafted into the city at an early 
hour, and mounted guards patrolled all the 
streets, which were thronged with people. 
Prominent Cubans remained within doors. 

Armed guards surrounded Casa Neuva, 
guarding the United States Consulate. At4 
o’clock the procession filed into the square to 
honor Weyler. There was not a responsible 
or educated man in the mob. If representa- 
tive Spaniards wished to show respect to 
Weyler they honored him only by their ab- 
sefice. When General Weyler appeared on 
the balcony of the palace only tipsy voices 
drawled an unenthusiastic viva. He raised 
his hand for silence and cried: ‘“ Viva 
Espania, viva ejercito, viva Cuba Espanol.”’ 
An incoherent chorus of yells and vivas rose 
in reply and he disappeared. 

At the time of embarkation Weyler, sur- 
rounded by his staff and a company of 
mounted guards, left the palace on foot. 
There was a fierce rush of the rabble fora 
closer view and many were thrown down 
and trampled cn. With drawn swords the 
police charged the crowd, trampling some 
under their horses’ feet, while Wevler 
slipped quickly on board the tender and 
drew off from his rowcy supporters. 

Weyler yesterday issued farewell ad- 
dresses to ermy, navy, volunteers, firemen, 
and the general public. Grouped asa whole, 
they redound with flattery for the royal 
manner they have codperated with their 
commander, and with astounding candor he 
closed by saying: 

“I give place to General Blanco to finally 
arrange disputes which I have ended by the 
codperation of loyal Spaniards in Havana.’’ 

Thus ends the butcher’s career in Cuba, 
though the evil he has done will long I've 
after him. With his ill-gotten gains he 
leaves Cuba with the blood of 200,000 inno- 
cent pacificos on his head and with the 
curses of the thousands his cruelty has 
driven to despair. 


STIRRED BY WEYLER’S TRICK. 


Madrid Officials Denounce His Course 
in Leaving Cuba—Competitor 
Prisoners Safe. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY FRANK M, WHITE. ] 

Madrid, Oct. 30.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearsa.J—A committee of Ministers 
of State, Colonies, and the Navy will meet 
tomorrow to consider the Competitor affair. 
From a conversation with Moret this after- 
noon I obtained the impression of the Span- 
ish Ministers. They consider that some of 
the Competitor's prisoners having been freed 
it is impossible to execute or to deal severely 
with the men who remain in prison. 

The committee of Ministers will examine 
tomorrow the legal and also the political side 
of the affair, taking into consideration its 
international aspect. The solution will 
almost surely be favorable to the prisoners. 

Weyler has telegraphed the government 
saying that his summer residence being ina 
ruinous condition he has been obliged to em- 
bark on the steamer Montserrat before Blan- 
co arrived in order to leave him free the win- 
ter residence of Cuban Captains General. 

Great irritation was produced by this 
trick of Weyler to have demonstrations in 
his honor ‘held before Blanco could check 
them. Irritation is,increased by the speech 
of Weyler attacking the Madrid press and 
saying that only the rebels and the United 
States have asked his recall. Sagasta‘'s 
organ, Correo, says: “* Weyler’'s declarations 
against autonomy are very surprising. He 
accepted the principle of autonomy when 
Canovas asked him to accept it or resign. 
The War Minister held today a long confer- 
ence with the Minister of Colonies. They 
discussed Weyler’s act allowing political 
demonstrations and embarking before 
Bianco arrived, thus disobeying thé orders 
of the government.’”’ 

Irritation of Ministers is great, but I 
hardly believe any severe measyres will be 
taken against Weyler. It is interesting to 
mention that not only Romero Robiede but 
also the Republicans and Carlists are de- 
fending Weyler and trying to recruit him 
for their cause. The Republican ex-Minis- 
ter, Don Fernando Gonzales, the most in- 
fiuential Spanish autonomist, has published 
a letter saying the Havana autonomist junta 
has no authority from its own party. This 
confirms officially the news I cabled some 
time ago about a split in the autonomist 
party. Giberge, an autonomist with consid- 
erable influence with his: party and with 
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their ‘‘sympathetic references to his ap- 
proaching withdrawal,” he said that he fully 
understood that their praise was for his 
policy, and not for himself. 

He declared that he had always done his 
duty in accordance with his sense of patriot- 
ism, and that he would leave Cuba witha 
‘* serene conscience.”” He had never cared, 
he said, for the criticism of the sympathiz- 
ers of the rebellion, because he had always 
felt assured of the “ real kindness and wis- 
dom of his policy.” 

He said that his temporary prohibition in 
connection with the last sugar crop was only 
intended to prevent the rebels from raising 
a loan in the United States. He had always 
been in favor of grinding, as was afterward 
done. 

So far as the order of contentration was 
concerned, an order which had been the 
subject of so much censure by some, it was 
requested by all Spaniards in Cuba from the 
very outset. 

He did not decide to put it in force imme- 
diately, preferring to wait @& more favor- 
able opportunity; but the results of the con- 
centration policy, once put into force, had 
been “ very favorable to the national inter- 
ests.’’ 

‘*My release from my post and responsi- 
bilities,”’ he said, ‘‘ did not surprise me. I 
had expected it from the death of Sefior 
Canovas, not believing that any political 
leader would be strong enough to sustain me 
when the United States and the rebels were 
together constantly demanding that Spain 
should come to a settlement. 

‘*T count it an honor to have been identified 
with the local Spanish party. _ But the policy 
which I have followed was not adopted in 
obedience to any political party, but for, 
what it represented on behalf of my coun- 
try. 

t Before T came ft was well aware of the 
patriotic conduct of the volunteers, and since 
my drrival I have often seen it {llustrated. 

‘“‘T have repeatedly advised the Spanish 
party not to be intimidated, but to make 
known to the home government the outcome 
of the reforms which kave been put into 
force. . 

‘As for the future, T offer myself, and 
shall always hold myself in readiness to 
serve the party aiming to rétain Cuba for 
Spain.”’ ' 

Although General Weyler retains the com- 
mand until the arrival of General Blanco, he 
has delivered the offices of the general gov- 
ernment of the island to Admiral Navarro 
and the military offices to General Jiminez 
Castellanos. 

Lieutenant Colone’ Ardanaz has been ap- 
pointed censor. General Luque and General 
Hernandez Velasco have arrived from Hol- 
quin and Pinar del Rio. 

The President of the Républic of Santo 
Domingo has wired General Weyler a fare- 
well greeting and a wish for the peace and 
prosperity of Spain. 

General Weyler has issued the following 
proclamation to tha imhabitants of the 
island: 

‘More accustomed to the inclemency of 
the camp than to the enervating pleasures 
of the parlor, I am rude and concise. You 
all know the state of the island when I ar- 
rived and you are convinced that shortly 
peace will be reéstablished in the island, ex- 
tending the already excellent influence that 
dominates in the Provinces of Havana, 
Pinar del Rio, Matanzas, and Santa Clara up 
to the Jucaro trocha 

“The sugar estates are preparing for 
grinding. The railroads are in good condition 
for passengers and merchandise: and the 
country can be traveled without ambus- 
cades, while incendiarism has been stopped. 

‘To reach this stage I have been com- 
pelled to resort to rigorous measures; but I 
have always offered pardon in the name of 
generous Spain to her unnatural sons. 

*T leave the rebellion so reduced as tc 
guarantee Spanish sovereignty; and only 
by artful means and by a complicity un- 
worthy of Spaniards will the enemies of 
Spain be able to imperil it.”’ 


UNITED STATES MUSTSETTLEIT 


Hannis Taylor, Ex-Minister to Madrid, 
Says Spain Cannot Solve the 
Cuban Problem. 


New York, Oct. 30.—Hannis Taylor, who 
has just returned from Spain, where for four 
years he has been the American Minister, 
has contributed to the November number of 
the North American Review an elaborate 
review of the present aspects of the Cuban 
question. 

Mr. Taylor expresses the conviction that 
Spanish statesmanship is impotent to solve 
the Cuban problem either promptly or 
wisely. The deplorable state of things ex- 
isting in Cuba he characterises as not only 
shocking to humanity but a special and 
grievous burden to the people of the United 
States. 

He contends that the question must be set- 
tled by the people of the United States.

GENERAL BLANCO IN COMMAND 


He Arrives at Havana and Takes Up 
the Reins of Government in 
Weyler’s Place. 


Madrid, Oct. 30.—An official dispatch from 
Havana, received today, announces that 
Marshal Blanco, the new Captain General of 
Cuba, has arrived there and has taken over 
the command of that island from General 
Weryler, the retiring Captain General. 


INDIAN REBELS ARE MASSING. 


Position Seems to Be a Strong One and 
the English Are Reconnoiter- 
ing in Force.

Simla, Oct. 30.—Special dispatches received 
here from Gundaki today announce that ow- 
ing to the difficulty in getting transport over 
the Sempagha Pass, General Sir William 
Lockhart was unable to attack Arhanga 
Pass, thirteen miles from the Afghan fron- 
tier, at Safed-Koh, today, but he has been 
reconnoitering In force the enemy’s position, 
which seems to be strong, and which is held 
by masses of the insurgent tribesmen. 

The valley around the pass is thickly stud- 
ded with villages, apparently full of grain 
and fodder. The comparatively easy cap- 
ture of Sempagha Pass was due to a maneu- 
ver of General Lockhart, who feigned an 
attack upon the enemy’s right, which. was 
immediately reinforced by the commanders 
of the insurgent tribesmen, But by so do- 
ing the chiefs weakened their center and the 
British commandef, acting with great quick- 
ness, threw the main column of his troops 
against the enemy's center. The tribesmen 
were thus taken by surprise, and their lead- 
ers did not have time to recall the forces 
sent to reinforce their right, and they were 
obliged to abandon their positions, as a hur- 
ricane of shells swept intrenchment after 
intrenchment, which were immediately oc- 
cupied by the British troops. Only four 
British soldiers were killed and twenty 
wounded during the engagement. 


CHANCES FOR WAR WITH SPAIN

Widow and Daughter Keep a 
Vigil Till Help Comes. 


DWYER CASE NOW RECALLED 


Marshal Ed Coen of the Drainage Canal 
is working to clear up the mysterious mur- 
der of John Contourie, the saloonkeeper who 
was shot in the back on Friday night on the 
old Archer road half way between Willow 
Springs and Sag Bridge. 

The murder came to the public through 
two Germans, who early yesterday morning 
found the widow and little daughter of the 
dead man keeping vigil over his dead body 
by the roadside. They had tried in vain to 
drag the corpse to -their house, 200 yards 
distant, so they sat there from midnight till 
help came with the morning. 

The woman and the little girl were seen 
sitting close to the corpse by the farmers, 
who were passing by on their way to Le- 
mont. The bereaved ones were weeping. 
The farmers dismounted to see what caused 
their grief and saw Contourie’s body close 
to the road. It lay on the ground, face up- 
ward, with a shotgun clasped in the hands. 
Both hammers were up. Marshal Coen was 
notified. The body was taken to the house. 
A Coroner’s jury was impaneled and an ad- 
journment of the inquest was taken until 
Wednesday pending developments. 


Sure It Is a Murder. 


Marshal Coén examined Contourie’s gun, 
and became satisfied it had not been fired for 
some time, thus discrediting a suicide theory. 
Dr. Noel's post-mortem proved that the load 
of buckshot which killed the saloonkeéper 
entered his back. After this it became cer- 
tain the case was one of murder; 

The killing recalls the fact that three years 
ago Contourie fired a charge of buckshot into 
the back of Watcher Dwyer, alias Thomas 
Deivergal, who he thought was a burglar 
tryin@ to rob his saloon. Dwyer recovered. 
Contourie never was prosecuted. Police in- 
quiries to learn the whereabouts of Deiver- 
gal have beén fruitless. Soon after the case 
against his assailant was dropped he went 
away, and has not been seen around the 
canal since. 

Saloonkeeper Contourie on Friday night 
saw a fire burning near his house, and went 
out to investigate. Close beside his granary 
there was a fire of brush. He believed an at- 
tempt had been made to burn the building. 
He extinguished the fire, and went back to 
the house to get hisshotgun. Before he Icft 
the house again the fire had been rekindled, 
and the saloonkeeper started out in a rage. 
He walked down the road, 200 feet, to the fire. 


Mrs. Contourie Hears a Shot. 


In a few minutes Mrs. Contourie heard a 
shot. She locked the doors in fright and 
waited half an hour for her husband to 
return. He failed to come back, and the 
woman, leaving her boy to guard the house, 
took her daughter and went in search of 
Contourie. This was at midnight. Guided 
by the glow from the smoldering fire at the 
side of the road they soon reached the place 
where they expected to find Contourie, and 
there in the roadway close by they saw his 
body lying face upward. 

Eleven wounds were in the man’s body, 
and there was a heavy slug in his heart. 


SHOOTS A WOMAN AND HIMSELF 


Fritz Sigren, Through Jealousy, At- 
tempts the Life of Miss Mary 
Schmalz. 


Miss Mary Schmalz, a dressmaker of 255 
Dayton street, was shot four times yester- 
day morning by Fritz Sigren, who after- 
ward put a bullet in his right temple. Both 
may die. 

Sigren is a Swede, 50 years old. He is 
married, but has been separated for years 
from his wife and child, who are in St. Louis. 
For a long time he lived in Miss Schmalz’s 
household, and during that period had 
shown her much attenticn. The fact of his 
being married decided Miss Schmalz to 
frown on his attention, with the result that 
he became enraged and had to be ordered 
from the house five months ago. 

Yesterday Miss Schmalz was in her sew- 
ing-room on the second floor of the house 
when the servant announced that Sigren 
wished to see her, and she went down- 
stairs. She found him greatly excited and 
apparently under the influence of liquor. 
He demanded that he be allowed to return 
and make his home in the household. Miss 
Schmalz announced that under no circum- 
stances would she again allow him to enter 
her house. Sigren then drew a revolver 
from his pocket and fired four shots, all of 
them taking effect. 

When he had exhausted all the chambers 
but one, and just as other occupants of the 
house rushed to the porch, Sigren shot 
himself in the head. 

Both were taken to the German Hospital in 
an unconscious condition. 

It was stated at the hospital last night 
that Sigren’s chance of recovery seemed 
better than Miss Schmalz’s. An effort to 
find the bullets in her body had failed, and 
her condition was regarded as very serious. 


UNHEALTHY MILITARY POSTS. 


General Wade Reports on the Bad Con- 
dition of Fort Custer and Recom- 
mends Its Abandonment. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 30.—Brigadier 
‘General James F. Wade of St. Paul, com- 
manding the Department of Dakota, recom- 
mends the abandonment of Fort Custer, 


Mont., as a military post. 

In his annual report he says it is in the 
worst condftion of any occupied post he has 
seen in the last twenty years. To recon- 
struct it would be impracticable and un- 
necessary. The water supply is contami¢ 
nated from sewage at the Crow Creek 
Agency slaughter house and Indian camps 
on the Little Horn above the post. 

General Wade also suggests the abandon- 
ment of Fort Assiniboine, Mont., the most 
Northern post in the United States. The 
post was necessary when constructed, but 
the necessity has now away and 
on account of the hardships suffered by the 
garrison the troops should, he says, be 
transferred to some other station where the 
climate is less severe and where they can. 
be kept in better condition and be more 
available for service when needed.

the Official Well Founded. 


Henry Ulrich, thief catcher at Dunning, 
appeared before a majority of the members 
of the County board yesterday to answer 
evidence given by employés at Dunning 
pointing suspicion at him as one of the men 
interested in the recent theft of four bodies 
from the poorhouse morgue. 

Ulrich dehied the implication and said the 
witnesses were actuated by a desire for re- 
venge because he had done his duty in re- 
porting irregularities at the Dunning in- 
stitutions. 

In spite of his denial many of the com- 
missioners who attended the session de- 
clared they thought Ulrich had knowledge 
of the body snatching. 

Ulrich has not been charged with connec- 
tion with the body stealing affair, nor has his 
arrest been ordered by the Dunning commit- 
tee. A report will be made to the County 
board on Monday covering the investiga- 
tion. The police are left to do as they deem 
best in the matter of arrests. 


Healy Thinks Ulrich Guilty. 


President Healy said: ‘I am, fully sat- 
ished of Ulrich’s connection with the rob- 
bery of the morgue. We met him at every 
turn and he was not able to satisfactorily 
answer any accusation made. His whole 
story is ridiculous. I am not satisfied with 
the action of Bupervisor Warden. I told 
him so, and told him he was trying to 
shield Ulrich, but I do not know why he 
would be inclined to do so.”’ 

There were present at the investigation: 


Otto Eberling, the gardener, told the com- 
missioners that Ulrich on Sunday morning 
asked him if he could get a horse and buggy. 
Ulrich told the gardener there was $20 in it 
for him if he could get one for use on Sun- 
day night. Eberling thought there was 
something wrong about the proposition, and 
he refused. He did not speak of this con- 
versation until after the robbery. Then he 
told Superintendent Lange. The latter in- 
vestigated to learn where Ulrich was on 
Sunday night, and found he was away and 
dfd not return until Tuesday. 


Ulrich Giyes His Side. 


Ulrich heard all ¢his. He said he was 
standing at the depot on Sunday when the 
11 a. m. train arrived. A man got off whom 
he had never seen before and asked Ulrich 
if he could get a vehicle for him to move 
some. furniture. Ulrich said the man said 
he lived on the South Side and was going to 
move to Fairview, twénty miles from Dun- 
ning. Ulrich thought Eberling would know 
of some one who would like to make $10. He 
told Eberling the man, was waiting for an 
answer at the depot. The gardener said he 
did not know of anybody who wanted to loan 
a wagon and the matter was dropped. He 
denied saying the wagon was wanted for 
Sunday night, and also that he had offered 
$20 for its use. 


Found Ulrich’s Bed Empty. 
Nightwatchman William Summers, first 
suspended for neglect of duty in connection 
with the robbery, and Michael MacMahon, 
another watchman, gave testimony, the for- 
mer that Ulrich was about on Sunday 
night, and the latter that his bed was not 


occupied at 5 a. m, 
When confronted with the testimuny of 
these men Ulrich said they were both wrong.

FOR PROTECTION OF SEALS. 


Hermann Liebes of the North American 
Commercial Company Replies 
to England. | 


London, Oct. 30,—Hermann Liebes of the 
North American Comniercial company has 
made a statement in refutation of the case 
put forward by Mr. Chamberlain, Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, in his recent dis- 
patch to Secretary Sherman. Mr. Liebes 
says in part: 

‘‘ There can be no doubt whatever that the 
Pribyloff Islands are legitimately owned by 
the United Btates, and the United States had 
an undoubted right to grant & lease of the 
seal fisheries upon the islands to thethighest 
bidder. 

“It is equally clear, too, as the result of 
the arbitrage proceedings in Paris, that the 
United States has not any exclusive right 
to kill seals in the ocean, but that the right 
to kill seals there is common to America and 
Canada, and indeed to all other countries. 

“The object of America, however, is to 
preserve and not to exterminate the seal, 
though we may ultimately be driven in self- 
defense to kill off the seals, as under present 
conditions sealing is not profitable. 

‘What is desired by America and the 
lessees of the Pribyloff Islands is that all 
parties interested, both in land and ocean 
sealing, without a moment’s loss of time, 
confer together with a view of considering 
whether or not some arrangement cannot be 
made by which on fair and equitable terms 
to all parties the herd can be protected.”’

Wow Comes the Blackmailer.

‘gents unless bribes were paid them, and the 
property-owners, fearing virtual implica- 
tion, yielded, until now this evil, fattening on 
iteelf, had become a crowning one. From

‘attempt to remedy these evils, until at the 
oes moment Chicago is calling out to the 
wmaking power of the State for aid. 


Single Assessor a Remedy. 


As a remedy Mr. Wilson suggested a single 
Assessor who should make the assessment 
for the entire city. In this manner a uniform 
assessment for Chicago and practically for 
all of Cook County could be had in place of 


the present unequal one growing out of the } 


existence of seven Assessors in the city, 
each one trying to underbid the other in 


- making a low assessment. 


Besides the single Assessor Mr. Wilson 


F ’ would have a board of review, sitting all the 
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year round, which would be empowered to 
correct the errors or faults of the Assessor 
on proper proof being presented to it. 

A new assessment he would have made 


‘only once in four years, it being a manifest 


physical impossibility to complete such a 
job in one. 

Furthermore he would have the greatest 
publicity given to the assessment so that 
property owners could be able to detect in- 
equalitfes and obtain their correction. 

Marvin A. Farr followed in much the same 
liné, speaking for the Real Estate board, and 
Bishop Cheney closed the discussion witha 
few happy remarks.

SPEECH OF GOVERNOR TANNER. 


Executive Lauds Chicago and Illinois 
and Gives the Newspapers 
His Usual Abuse. 


Governor Tanner, after being introduced 
by the toastmaster, started his speech with 
the following eulogy of Chicago and Illinois: 

‘‘Chicago is already great; but she has 
within her the promise of more transcendent 
greatness before the century now so s00n 
to open shall have come. 


“Tt dream of the time when artificial water- 
ways will admit to her capacious harbor the 
fleets and navies of the world, when vessels 
from evey port will be moored at her docks, 
and the flags of all nations will be as famil- 
iar to the sight of: her street gamins as they 
are now to the boys of Liverpool or London. 
She is bound to be as prominent a center of 
manufactures as of domestic and foreign 
commerce, and she will owe her grandeur 
and her glory to those geat capcains of 
commerce and of industry to whom has 
been given the prophetic insight to see her 
as she will yet be—greater than any city of 
the past, greater than any city of the pres- 
ent, sustaining to the new world a prouder 
eminence in all that constitutes the true 
greatness of cities than did Rome in the 
days of the Cesars. 


Slap at the Press. 

“ The greatest city of ancient history per- 
ished through iniquity. I believe thac Chi- 
cago has the requisite amount of civic virtue 
to survive every peril and every disaster 
which may attend its history, although one 
who should derive his impressions of it from 
no other source than the public press might 
think otherwise. 

‘* No greater power has ever been intrust- 
ed to human hands than the power of the 
press. Such power implies correspondingly 
exalted responsibility for its use The 
press partly reflects public opinion; it partly 
molds it. Does the press of Chicago truth- 
fully represent the public opinion of Chi- 
cago? That is the question to which I ask 
leave to direct your thoOghts for a few mo- 
ments this evening. I do not believe it does, 
and on this subject I ask leave to say a few 
words the utterance of which appears to me 
to be a painful public duty which circum- 
stances have forced upon me, and which I 
should be a coward to shirk, whatever may 
be the reception given them, You will ex- 
cuse me, I am sure, for nut speaking directly 
to the questien of the evening, since the 
proprieties of my position as GOvernor seer. 
to me to require that I should listen atten- 
tively to what you have to say about it, but 
reserve my opinion until after the argument, 
not only here but elsewhere, shall have been 
fully closed.”’ ; 


Takes Up the Allen Bill 


Governor Tanner then devoted twenty 
minutes to his usual diatribe against Chi- 
cago papers. Then he said: 

“ This is not the time or place to discuss 
the merits and demerits of the Allen bill. 
It would take too much of your time were 
I to undertake to explain to you all my 
reasons for signing it, nor is it essential that 
I should do so. Representatives of the peo- 
ple elected by them are supposed to repre- 
sent them. When a measure has been dis- 
cussd by the committees and upon the floors 
of both houses for weeks the Executive is 
not justified in vetoing it when passed by 
such a majority as was cast for the AlJen 
bill, without being able to assign the most 
convincing reasons for his course. 


Support Behind the Measure. 


‘This particular bill passed by a majority 
of nearly two-thirds in each of the two 
Houses. Of the Senators and Representa- 
tives from Chicago, more than three-fourths 
voted for it. More than 40,000 taxpayers 
and legal voters of the City of Chicago 
signed and presented a petition for the 
passage of the bill. A majority of the best 
citizens of Chicago favored its passage. 
The effect of the measure has but slight ap- 
plication outside the limits of Chicago. I 
believed then, and have seen no reason since 
to change my mind, that the principles em- 
bodied in the Allen bill are sound, legal, and 
business principles; that this was good legis- 
lation and such as is demanded by the best 
interests of the public. Fhave no doubt that 
time will vindicate the wisdom of its pas- 


sage. 


Whack at the Council. 


“Tf it should be used to the disadvantage 
of the City of Chicago this will be for no 
reason in the world except the venality of the 
Chicago Common Council, Venal or not, the 
citizens of Chicago have themselves only to 
blame for its composition. They elected it. 
Why did they elect it? Having elected it, it 
must. be presumed to represent them; if not, 
more’s the pity. But having elected a Coun- 
cil which they dare not trust, it {s useless for 
the people of this great and magnificent city 
to run down Springfield and appeal to the 
Legislature and the Governor to save them 
from the results of their own indifference 
to their own interests. That is not the busi- 
ness of the Legislature or of the Governor. 
That is not the way of salvation, either for 
individuals or communities. The divine law 
applies to both alike, that they must work 
out their own salvation. Let us have home 
rule, let consequences be what they may. 
This is af'undamental principle of democrat- 
ic institutions and of republican government 


Disdains to Notice It. 


“It has been insijuated that my signa- 
ture to the Allen bill was procured by 
bribery, a charge which I disdained to no- 
tice, If this is true I ought to be impeached 
and can be impeached and removed from the 
high office which it is pretended I have 
disgraced.

JOHN P. WILSON IS HEARD. 


Outlines Present Evils in Taxation and 
Suggests a Number of Rem- 
edies. 


John P. Wilson was then introduced by the 
toastmaster as a “ conservative, wise, clear- 
minded citizen of Chicago.’ Mr. Wilson 
spoke in part as follows: 

“The highest court of our land has said 
that the power to tax involves the power to 
destroy. The truth of that saying, I pre- 
sume, would scarcely be controverted by 
any one who has any experience with the 
subject of taxation in this city during the 
last year. To all practical intents and pur- 
poses the Assessor, so far as the individual 
is concerned, the Assessor, under our exist- 
ing system, possesses this power. The dis- 
tribution or division between property-own- 
ers in this city of annual taxes amounting 
in the aggregate to about $25,000,000 is exer- 
cised, practically without power of review, 
by our Assessors. We have a system of 
assessment which with the ablest and most 
honest efforts of competent Assessors could 
not result in equal and uniform assessments. 
We have had Assessors who, under the best 
system, would have given us unequaled and 
dishonest assessments. The results have 
been disastrous. It has resulted not only tn 
unfair and unjust taxation, but it has pro- 


Colonél Gates and Colonel Ellwood of the. 


is to have established a standard of valua- 
tion for assessment, a recognized standard 
of valuation. We have one today under the 
law. It says that property shall be assessed 
at its fair cash value. That is no longer the 
standard recognized by any Assessor in the 
State of Illinois: The Assessor who would 
undertake to make an assessment on that 
standard th any part of the State of Illinois 
would not be tolerated. It would today des- 
troy, practically, all the limitations of the 
constitution in regard to the issuing of bonds, 
taxation by the county authorities, limita- 
tion of the statute in regard to the taxes by 
the cities, and it has ceased to be the stand- 
ard throughout the State of Illinois. In lieu 
of it there is no standard adopted. 

* Secondly, when any piece of property is 
assessed the citizen has no way of knowing 
whether it is above or below the average 
assessment in the city. There is no stand- 
ard. That places the individual taxpayers 
in great measure within the power of the 
Assessor in an injurious and unfair manner. 
There should be some standard recognized 
in making an assessment which is known 
and recognized not only to the Assessors, but 
to the community, so there is some 
way of making a comparison and deter- 
mining by the man who knows what his 
property is worth, so that he can seek his 
redress and make it apparent that he Is un- 
fairly assessed 

‘*‘ Now, the embarrassment which may pre- 
vent getting relief by statute in that respect 
is this, that you cannot change the stand- 
ard without establishing a standard for the

gressively, from year to year, resulted in 
corrupt assessments, and this corruption 
has been growing from time to time until 
it has come to be a menace, not only to the 
good name of our city and our citizens, buta 
menace to the value of our property and the 
prosperity of our business. 


Names Practicable Changes. 


“IT wish briefly at this time to name the 
changes which it seems to me are practicable 
and are necessary to give us a system under 
which we can live—for we cannot live per- 
manently under the system which we now 
have. These changes which I will mention 
are five in number. And while they may not 
all be essential, there are certain of them 
which I think are absolutely necessary. 

‘“ First, a common taxing authority, hav- 
ing jurisdiction throughout the entire city. 
As we are situated now, we have the assess- 
ments made by township Assessors. There 
are a number of these fownships within the 
City of Chicago.. The bulk of the taxation 
is local texation. If we had a uniform as- 
sessment throughout the City of Chicago it 
would give us uniform taxation with refer- 
ence to all our taxes, except the county tax 
and the State tax, and would be practically 
uniform as to the county tax, leaving the 
State tax, which is less than one-tenth of 
our taxes. — 

“Tf we have a single taxing authority in 
the city, then the assessment made through- 
out the entire city will be made—if honestly 
made—upon the same basis and under the 
same guidance and direction. The evilisa 
common one. Where you have several juris- 
dictions and within the same taxing power 
elect separate Assessors, each acting for the 
district in which he is elected, not onlf the 
inherent difficulty of having different men 
with different views make different assess- 
ments, but each one is careful to be on the 
safe side and see that his particular district 
of the city which elects him is not assessed 
at a higher rate than the balance of the city, 
and, keeping on the safe side, it results in 
diminution in values and inequalities. The 
same ting applies throughout the State. 
Each cvunty tries to keep its assessment in 
such shape that it will not be assessed more 
than its share. The result is, we find di- 
minishing values throughout the State of 
Illinois over a period of twenty years, not- 
withstanding the growth of wealth of the 
State in the meanwhile. 

“There is no difficulty so far as the con- 
stitution is concerned, in having this end 
accomplished. There are certain limitations 
on any legislation which we may hope to 
get. They are (1) the limitations of the con- 
stitution against special legislation; (2) the 
limitation that we must not attempt to get 
legislation that interferes with the local 
bodies, the townships upon which our park 
systems are based; (3) the additional limita- 
tion that we cannot hope to get any addi- 
tional legislation which interferes with the 
systems of the State at large. 

“This system of Township Assessors for 
the State at large has proved satisfactory, 
and has been in operation for nearly fifty 
years—certainly for more than forty years— 
without complaint. It is only in communt!- 
ties substantially the same as our own that 
it does not work satisfactorily. We could 
have legislation, without going into detail 
at all, which would apply only to cities hav- 
ing within their limits more than one town- 
ship, because where there is only one town- 
ship they have Assessors who have juris- 
diction over the entire city. There are 
other methods by which it can be limited not 
to interfere with our township organization, 
on which the parks are based, and yet en- 
able us to have a single taxing authority 
with the proper machinery appropriate to 
making assessments in a great city. That 
is the first and fundamental weakness in our 
present system—having a number of Asses- 
sors, each with limited jurisdiction. 


Office Open All the Time. 


* The second condition or change is to have 
an Assessor, a tax officer, or officers, who 
shall hold office for a term of years, and 
have an office open during the entire time, 
with an organized force, gathering data and 
information which enables them to make 
the assessment intelligently and completely. 
As it is now, an Assessor elected the first 
of April commences his assessment on the 
first of May in the Town of East Chicago, 
North Chicago, or South Chicago, and is 
required -to have it completed on the first 
day of July, in sixty days—without any or- 
ganization, without any arganized force, 
without any appliances jn an office. The 
man does not live who could organize an 
office and make the assessment intelligently, 
It is not attempted in any other large city in 
the land; it is an impossibility. There is no 
obstacle, so far as I am aware, that would 
prevent our getting this change. 

“Phe third change is an independent and 
efficient board of review. As we are sit- 
uated today, we have a Town Board of Re- 
view, which consists of the Supervisor, As- 
sessor, and Town Clerk. They have to sit 
in the latter part of June; they are utterly 
inefficient; the assessments are not com- 
pleted in time to go before them or else to 
go before the County board in. July. Our 
’ County board has confessed itself in the re. 
port of its committee, and by adopting it, as 
, utterly unable to correct the evils in the 
assessment, even so far as they investigated 
them during the present year, and aban- 
doned the attempt to correct the assessment. 
This Reviewing should have full 
jurisdiction t¢ make whatever changes are 
‘necessary to make a just and fair assess- 
ment, and should be entirely independent 
of the original or officers who 


make the assessment. : 
“ The fourth suggestion of an alteration is 


one which is very important, and there 
difficulties in the wav of getting it, and that 


+} City of Chicago or the cities of the State, 


without establishing some standard for the 
whole State. In other words, the legislation 
upon that subject, whatever it may be, is 
to be uniform and applicable to the whole 
State of Lllinois. Secondly, you are liable 
to meet with antagonism if you dertake 
to say which shall be assessed one-fifth, one- 
tenth, or one-eighth, or any other percentage 
of its fair cash value, by disagreement of 
interests coming from different parts of the 
State. But it is very important, if it can be 
secured, that there should be a standard of 
valuation which: shall not only be in the 
statute, but which shall be recognized and 
acted upon by the Assessor. 

“ The last and fifth change, which it seems 
to me is fundamental and important, is that 
an assessment, when made, should be made 
for several years, three, or four, or five, sub- 
ject to change each year—revision and 
change where there have been new build- 
ings put up, or where buildings have been 
destroyed—and there should be an oppor- 
tunity for any one to go in and make com- 
plaint each year that he is assessed too high 
or another is assessed too low, and that the 
assessment itself should be subject to such 
revision as has been complained of, or 
change by reason of new buildings or de- 
struction of old, and then should stand fora 
term of years. This having an assessment 
each year requires a citizen to be continually 
on the watchout about his assessment of 
his real estate and buildings and requires 
diligence and vigilance and effort which the 
citizens will give to secure a fair assess- 
ment, but if an assessment was to last for 
several years, four or five, it seems to me 
that it would be considered worth while 
by the citizen to see that his property is 
not assessed too high and that others are 
not assessed too low. That the result pro- 
duced would be worth the effort and we 
would have an intelligent consideration, ex- 
amination, and review of these assessments, 
and if we had in the first place an assess- 
ment office open the whole year, with an or- 
ganized body and then an opportunity to be 
heard before an. independent board of re- 
view with full jurisdiction, their acts to 
stand for four or five years, thé citizens 
would be encouraged, and I hope that there 
will be some organized effort—for in my 
judgment it would be exceedingly difficult 
to get a fair assessment without an or- 
ganized effort, and we cannot get it by leav- 
ing it entirely to individual effort—but with 
this machinery and the assessment: lasting 
for several years it seems to me that we 
would have at least a fair chance of se- 
curing an assessment which would result in 
equal and uniform taxation.” 


MARVIN A. FARR ON TAXATION. 


Present Inequalities Pointed Out ‘and 
a Raise in Valuation Is Sug- 
gested. 


The chairman then introduced Mr. Marvin 
Farr, who spoke in part as follows: 

‘*‘T would recommend a considerable in- 
crease in our assessed valuation for several 
reasons: 

‘‘ First—For the influence on capital and 
people abroad which. and whom we need 
to cultivate. 

‘**Second—To raise sufficient revenue to 
put our public works in order, to properly 
dispose of the garbage, and to pave and 
clean the streets of our city. We need more 
general and less special assessment here. 
With mor general revenue we could dis- 
pense with much special assessment. Why 
are our streets and alleys filthy and §li- 
kempt as compared with other cities? Be- 
cause with three times the area of New York 
we have but one-sixth of the amount to use 
for cleaning, and only a small fraction as 
compared with a notable foreign city. 

** Third—I would increase the valuation in 
order to be honest with ourselves, The pres- 
ent’ valuation in Chicago of 232 millions 
permits a bonded debt of $11,600,000. We 
owe bonded and floating debts amounting to 
$22,000,000, so that the valuation could be 
increased to 440 millions without tncreasing 
the actual debt. 

“If it were poasible, as some time it wiil 
be necessary, the different township organi- 
zations in Cook County should be abolished. 
The park districts should be consolidated 
wend the drainage district so divided and 
supplemented as to create one drainage dis 
trict, covering all and only the County of 
Cook, which should be made coextensive 
with the city, either by enlarging the one cr 
by curtailing thé’ other. e might then 
hope to have one centralized municipality to 
be run gn a business basis separate and apart 
from quéstions of national politics. Much of 
this is in the distance, but it must come 
eventually.” 
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Canada’s Latest Steps te Save Her 
Forests. 

Ottawa; Ont., Oct. 28.—The government has 
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were “‘Sport’’ Hefferman, another desperate 
St. Louis criminal, and Eugene Cunningham, 
a Chicago crook, who was a sort of ap- 
prentice to these two masters in criminal 
arts. He was not particularly wanted, but 
was arrested on general principieg. 


Escape from St. Louis Jail. 


Rohan and Hefferman broke jail in St 
Louis six weeks ago and came to Chicago. 
In this city they became the leaders of a 
gang which has been perpetrating numerous 
holdups and burgiaries on the West Side. 
Their descriptions were scattered broad- 
cast over the country. Howard knew Ro- 
han from having arrested him two years 
ago, so he kept a sharp watch. A month 
ago word came to him that the men were 
in the city, and he immediately added an 
extra revolver to his armament. Twice 
since that time has he seen them, but he 
dii not dare attack the group alone. 

Yesterday afternoon there came what is 
known in police parlance as “‘a hunch” 
that the men were “ rushing the can ”’ from 
a salcon at the corner of Gurley and Nor- 
ton streets. Howard went there in com- 
pany with Detectives McSwiggen and 
O'Malley, but theic men were not in sight. 
They went into the saloon and sat down 
for awhile. Just as they arose to go How- 
ard saw the men walk past on the outside. 


Howard Starts the Chase. 


He started after them at once, followed 
by his companions, and ran swiftly but 
quietly down the street. Each chose a man, 
and Howard picked out Rohan. Just as he 
was about to lay his hand on the crook his 
foot slipped and he fellinthe street. Rohan 
turned, recognized him, and fired as he 
turned to run. McSwiggen got Hefferman, 
but Cunningham escaped. He was after- 
wards gathered in by Sergeant Cronin. 

Then the chase began with Howard and 
O’ Malley both after the fleeing Rohan, who 
emptied his revolver at them as he dodged 
around corners. No one remembers exactly 
where the chase led, but finally Rohan 
turned north in Throop street from Congress 
with Howard close at his heels. At the 
alley just south of the Metropolitan Elevated 
structure a cyclist grabbed at him and he 
turned sharply into the alley and took refuge 
behind the ash box, where he waited for 
Howard. 

The detective saw his danger and dodged 
the bullet, which the fugitive intended as 
an end to the chase. He dropped on his 
knees behind the box, which a moment 
before had been the grandstand for a boyish 
game of ball. The children scattered, all 
except little Leroy Beals, who found himself 
the center of a scene which he could scarce- 


ly understand. 


Battle Over Baby’s Head. 


Around and over this box the two men 
tried in vain fora chancetokill. Both*%were 
wary and the opportunity for a deciding 
shot came to neither. Howard was becom- 
ing nervous, for his revolver was nearly 
empty and his opponent’s supply of ammu- 
nition seemed inexhaustible. Turning his 
head toward the crowd which was watching 
the strangé ecene Howard asked for another 
revolver or help of some sort, but none came 
to him, and for ten minutes this deadlock 
continued, - 

Then Rohan noticed the door by his side 
which led through a woodshed and into a 
narrow passageway at the side of 870 Con- 
gress street. He kicked the door open and 
ran through, firing two shots into the afr to 
divert attention as he ran. Howard darted 
around by way of the street and turned into 
Congress street just in time to see the fugi- 
tive run up the alley. 

O'Malley joined him there and the two 
ran across the street just in time to meet 
Rohan driving out in the milk wagon. The 
wagon belonged to William Barren, 461 Har- 
rison street, and had just been driven into 
the alley from Harrison street. As Swords 
drove the wagon up to the barn an emrployé 
of the place came running out with the 
word that there was shooting in Congress 
street. He jumped upon the step of the 
wagon and Swords drove on down the alley 
to see what was going on there. 


Captures the Milk Wagon. 

He saw sooner than he intended. At that 
instant Rohan turned into the alley with 
his revolver in his hand. The man on the 
steps of the wagon jumped and ran, but 
Swords thought himself safe. He soon left 
his seat when Rohan jumped into the wagon 
with his revolver in advance of his coming 
and ordered him out. Seizing the reins he 
attempted to urge the horse into a run, but 
to no avail. The animal had objected to 
being driven past his stable in the first 


place, and had no notion of being induced | 


into a runaway speed. So it was on a slow 
trot that Rohan drove past the policemen 
and received his wound. 

Howard took his revolver in his left 
hand and with his right caught the side of 
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wagons, and.on foot.as they 
Aberdeen street they drew alongside. 


Detective Admires Rohan’s Pluck. 

In another minute one of the greatest 
chases for @ criminal police history was 
over, and a& Cronin ed up in the rapidly 
flying buggy which he had pressed into his 
service far down ‘thé street, Rohan had 
fallen fain into Howard’s sympathizing 
although arms. He had captured the 
man who wold have shot him like a dog if 
his alm had been sure enough, and who had 
sent bullets within a foot of his body at least 
half a dogen times; yet the detective, who 
has made a name for his courage, could not 
help admiring the pluck of the criminal 
whom he had fatally wounded, and who had 
given him such a desperate battle for his life. 

In the cellroom of the Desplaines Street 
Station the two men who had fought each 
other for life and death for more than an 
hour shook hands just before the one was 
driven away to the County Hospital, with 


certain death before him, and the other went | 


out to receive the congratulations of his 
friends upon his bravery and upon his nar- 
row escape. 

The three captured criminals are charged 
by the police with three hold-ups and the 
burglary of a store at 214 Leavitt stréet on 
Thursday night, and several other burglaries 
and robberies in that district within the last 
month are supposed to have béen their work. 
Cunningham is said to have been with them 
on these occasions and will probably be held 
to aceount forthem. Hefferman wil! be sent 
to St. Louls, where he is wanted on charges 
of burglary and highway robbery. 


History of the Combatants. 


Rohan was arrested in St. Louis two 
months ago for the murder of a barkeeper, 
who interfered with him while he was rob- 
bing a sa'oon. In the fight which resulted 
in his capture he shot Detective McGrath 
in the leg. He is notorious in St. Louis and 
other cities, but is little known in Chicago. 
Only a few men on the local force ia this city 
know him. 

Sergeant Tom Howard, the hero of the 
present episode, is chiefly remembered in 
connection with a burglary on Buston ave- 
nue several years ago. He clinched with 
the man, who fired at him at that time, and 
held him itn a flerce struggle until a brother 
policeman shot his desperate captive. He 
seems to take the matter coolly, but realizes 
what he has been through. He said last 
night that during the siege at the ashbox 
and several other times during the chase 
he would have given a@ great deal to have 
been at home, and would have been willing 
for some other fellow to have had the fun.

DETAILED STORY OF THE PLAYING.

CHICAGO WINS AT CHAMPAIGN 


One of the Most Exciting Games Ever 


-. Played on a Western Football Field 


Goes to Stagg’s Eleven, 


Champaign, Ill.,. Oct. -20.—{Special. }—A 
more desperate contest in the world of sport 
was never recorded than the struggle be- 
tween the football elevens of the Universi- 
ties of Chicago and Illinois on Illinois Field 
this afternoon, when with darkness settling 
over the field and with a half minute to play 
the maroon warriors by swift plunges of 
their half backs managed to carry the ball 
rolling and tumbling over the Illinois g0al 
line for the winning score. 

It was a fierce struggle, but on the whole a 
friendly one. A partisan crowd struggled 
in vocal discord across the gridiron for su- 
premacy, and Illinois won that contest if it 
eould not the greater one on the gridiron at 
its feet. 

Greater enthusiasm never characterized 
a game in the. West.

Illinois was a hot favorite just at that 
moment. But it was not for long, for Hamill 
ran twenty yards and scored.

The Weekly received tele- 
grams from the game, and even before the game 
was called people had begun to gather, anxiously 
inquiring for news. As faat as telegrams were 
received messengers were sent around to the 
clubs and women’s halis with the news. Over on 
Marshall Field, where the Rush Medical and First 
Regiment teams were struggling for supremacy, 
another bulletin gave tne tatest news and almost 
eclipsed the game itself in interest to the specta- 
‘When word came that Herschberger had won the

| visitors were by far the better. The playing 


was done almost entirely in Minnesota's 
territory, the ball being near Wisconsin's 
goal only during the plays following the 
kickoffs, At rushing, at kicking, at holding, 
the Wisconsin players were far superior.

Minnesota, too, did a great deal of kiek- 
ing, though the efforts of Loomis were not 
so successful as those of O'Dea. The reg- 
ular order of play was an exchange of 
kicks until Wisconsin got the ball some- 
where in Minnesota’s territory. Then the 
Badgers carried the pigskin straight down 
the field by rushes, some short, some long, 
for a touchdown. There was littie ground 
gaining by long runs or end plays. The 
center was hammered and the ball was 
kicked. The Wisconsin line was heavier 
and more skilled than Minnesota's. The 
visitors held splendidly when the order was 
for a kick, a fact that helped O'Dea nota 
little, and they allowed the Minnesota 
rushers to gain little ground-in mass plays. 
Very little difficulty did the Wisconsin rush- 
ers find in going through their opponenis’ 
line at will, and when they once started to 
carry the ball-down the field it wus simply 
pound, pound, pound, for five, ten, or-fifteen 
yards at a time. Few times did the Minne- 
sota eleven rally sufficiently to get the ball 
on four downs, though they did it once at 
the five-yard line. Minnesota’s interference 
was of little value because of the inability 
of the line to hold, while the Wisconsin half 
backs were seldom tackled before they 
struck the line. In the pushing contests 
the teams were about even.

Baltimore Bankers Entertain | the Sec- 
retaty of the Treasury and 
Controller Eckels. 


Baltimore, Md., Oct. 30.—[{Special.]—Four 
hundred bank‘ officers and clerks of Balti- 
more gave Secretary of the Treasury Lyman 
J. Gage an enthusiastic greeting in the 
Casino at Mount Washington, a fashionable 
suburb of this city, this evening. The oc- 
casion was a reception given by ex-Bank 
Examiner Lawrence B, Kemp, President of 
the Commercial and “Farmers’ National 
Bank of Baltimore, in honor of his brother 
bank officials, and also an expression of 
the esteem in which Secretary Gage and 
Controller of the Currency Eckels are held 
by the bankers and financiers of this city. 

The Secretary and the Controller came 

over from Washington in the private car of 
Receiver John K. Cowen of the Baltimore 
and Ohio rafiroad, and were met at the sta- 
tion by a committee of Baltimore bankers, 
headed by Postmaster General Gary, who 
is President of the Citizens’ National Bank. 
A special train on _the Northern Central 
took the party to Mount Washington. 
, The reception and banquet lasted several 
hours. President Charles C. Homer of the 
Raltimore Cléearing-HovlSe presided. Gov- 
ernor Lowndes, who is also President of a 
Cumberland bank, @nd: other officials were 
among the guests. 

Secretary Gage,.in his address, paid a high 
compliment to the soundness of Baltimore’s 
financial institutions and its banking meth- 
ous.

By beautiful, skillful punting Sloane kicked 
eut a victory for Northwestern at Evanston 
yesterday against the husky eleven of the 
Physicians and Surgeons. The score was 6 
4o 0. Sloane had good assistance, however, 
and that assistance was what made his kick- 
ing good. Northwestern's full back had seen 
Herschberger kick and yesterday he went 
out to Sheppard Field to duplicate Hersch- 
berger’s work.

One circumstance that conttbuted to their 
Spell of loose playing was the fact that just 
as Harvard would be approuching the goal 
in the good old way either Mills or Shaw

Harvard cheered him as he 
sullenly meandered from the field. 

The Harvard line sustained its good name. 
Never for any length of time was Corneil 
able to make consistent gains. Seven times 
Young was forced to punt after the backs 
had not made the necessary gains. There 
was absolutely not a place in the Harvard 
line which Cornell could depend upon for a 
hole, and not a gain Was made around either 
Cabot or Moulton. A few of the Ithacans’ 
mass plays were successful for short gaits 
through center, but Doucette was soon on 
to them and they were then given up On 
the other hand, Cornell's line was Himey. 
Lueder at left tackle was good for a hole 
whenever necessary and Billy Garrison was 
not slow in finding it out. Schoch, as long 
as he lasted, and then Tanhgaman, were no 
equals for big Doucette. Of the Harvard 
backs Dibblee was the star. His dodgi:g 
and long runs were the sensation of the 
game. Parker made his reputation. He 
seems to run slow, but by his immense 
succeeds in covering great 
lengths.

He is not as 
good as Haughton—a very serious state of 
affairs.

The men would be 
aimed at one tackle, then go at the cther 
tackle with the ball. This worked for small 
gains and finally gave Mills a touchdowr.

Cornell, 5. The last touchdown of the game, 
coming in ‘the last two minutes of play, was 
a sensation.

New York Tribune.]—So dramatic an exit 
gs that of Henry George from the theater of 
American politics was hardly needed in order 
“to arouse English interest in the New York 
election. The newspapers have been print- 
{ng special dispatches and commenting in- 
telligently on that municipal struggle for 
several weeks, and well written articles on 
ft are in the November magazines. This in- 
terest is natural, for the art of governing 
cities with efficiency and in a progressive 
spirit has been mastered everywhere in Eng- 
jJand outside of London, where the great 
questions connected with the reorganization 
‘ of parochial activities and the unification of 
public services have been neglected until 
they have become well nigh unmanageable. 
Englishmen, having failed so far to impart 
organic unity to the disjected provinces of 


. their own metropolis, are keenly interested 


jn the first election of Greater New York, 
the world’s second city. The sudden death 
of a conspicuous candidate at the eleventh 
hour of an exciting canvass rivets their at- 


tention, because they were already deeply 


concerned in the result of the struggle. 
Henry George was the only candidate who 
‘was a familiar figure in England, where his 
books had been widely read, and his power 
. a8 a persuasive speaker had been generally 
recognized. Journals which sharply dissent 
from his teaching on the single tax and the 
causes of poverty, do not hesitate to speak 
of him with respect as a leader with singular 
power of interesting the masses in complex 
subjects. The moral is pointed, as might be 
expected, that the excitement of American 
elections is overwrought and excessive, and 
oVertaxes the physical endurance of candi- 
dates. .His career is the leading topic of 
every journal today, and many columns are 
devoted to special dispatches and biographi- 
cal reminiscences. The Chronicle contains 
‘a series of sympathetic tributes to him, in- 
cluding one from his intimate friend, Michael 
Davitt. 

The effect of his disappearance at the crisis 
of the struggle upon the chances of the rival 
candidates is discussed with caution and re- 
Serve. No gifts of prophecy are needed to 
forecast the tone of English discussion when 
the result of the election is announced next 


week.

London Afraid of Tammany. 

The triumph of Tammany will be taken as 
evidence of the failure of self-government 
and universal suffrage in America, and as a 
sign that the Greater New York is remanded 
to the corrupt rule of political bosses and 
tricksters. 3 

The election of Seth Low will increase 
American prestige and help to convince Lon- 
doners that it is not impracticable, as Mr. 
Chamberlain and many Conservative lead- 
ers have asserted, to govern a great me- 
tropolis by means of a centralized system of 
administration. It will convert New York 
into a center of world-wide influence in the 
irt of municipal government. It will help 
materially to restore confidence abroad in 
the future of American institutions. 

The Spectator sums up the matter today 
when it says that “ a Tammany victory will 
aid reaction everywhere, while the election 
of Low over the Croker and Platt factions 
will help on a Democratic revival in Europe 
by showing that an immense Cemocracy can 
rise to the needs of the occasion and recog- 
nize and support a strong and honest man.” 

In a similar strain the Economist remarks 
that “the true lesson of New York is that 


’ the sovereign people, like any Emperor, can 


go to the bad or remain upright.”

Mr. Parsons, in reply to inquiries, says: 

I believe I have surmounted the diffi- 
culties attending the application of my tur- 
bine engine to large craft. Marine engineers 
have claimed there would be a tremendous 
waste of steam and fuel, but I have provided 
against that. I hope shortly to engine a 
torpedo destroyer guaranteed to go forty- 
five miles an hour, and she will probably 
achieve fifty. If the torpedo destroyer ful- 
fills my expectations there will be no serious 
obstacle to engining an Atlantic liner to run 
at the same speed.”’

Daly Comes to America. 


John Daly’s candidacy for the Mayoralty 
of Limerick has been abruptly terminated. 
By the decision of the registration authority 
he does not possess the necessary burgess 
qualification. He leaves queenstown for 
New York tomorrow on a lecturing tour in 
the United States until next spring. Ever 
since his release from prison last fall Daly 
has been perpetually shadowed by detec- 
tives, who followed him when he left Lim- 
erick to join his steamer at Queenstown. 
Daly is now quite robust, although a com- 
plete wreck when released from prison. In 
fact, he was released cnly because it was 
thought he could not live.

ehums from Cambridge for which she had 


not been recouped. The Duke frequently 
brought over parties of eight or ten stu- 
dents to Kimbolton and required Mrs. Sav- 
age to have luncheon and dinner for them. 
This was done without the knowledge of his 
mother, who discharged Mrs. Savage when 
she asked for a repayment for her expendi- 
ture. Eventually the prisoner was dis- 
charged by the order of the Judge, her plea

Author of “White Man’s Africa” Discusses Lord Rosmead, the Duchess of Teck, and Emperor 
William’s Attitude Toward Russia—Interest Taken in Great Britain in the Death 


of George and Its Effects Upon the New York Campaign.

World.)—The death of Henry George, Lord 
Rosmead, and the Duchess of Teck, all 
within a few hours, reminds us strikingly 
that the world, at least the English-speak- 
ing section, is one family, and that this fam- 
ily has made gigantic strides in civilization. 

The Queen's cousin was almost the first 
of the royal Princesses to abandon the false 
dignity conferred by court life and to seek 
support of a broader nature among the peo- 
ple. The Duchess of Teck was popular in 
tiie best sense of the term. 

The Duchess of Teck is genuinely regret- 
ted. As she was kindly unaffected in youth 
and very handsome she fell in love with the 
late Duke of Newcastle, but the Queen 
would never consent td her marrying him. 
In her disappointment she desired to re- 
nounce society and the royal privileges by 
becoming a nurse, but this project Queen 
Victoria also vetoed. Seven years later, 
after the Duke of Newcastle married, she 
met and fell in love with the Duke of Teck, 
who was esteemed as the handsomest Prince 
in Europe. Despite occasional slips on the 
part of the Duke, who was always rather 
a slave to female charms, they were on the 
whole a happy couple. About ten years ago 
they got into serious financial difficulties, 
and, as both the Queen and the \Duke of 
Cambridge declined to assist them again, 
their furniture was auctioned in their apart- 
ments at Kensington Palace. The Teck 
family then went abroad to retrench at 
Florence, and it took them some years be- 
fore they could return to England, as they 
had only $25,000 a year income. In former 
days the Duke, according to common report, 
was wont to eke out an insufficient income 
by honoring the dinner parties of the nou- 
veaux riches at a fee of $250. 

Lord Rosmead, better known as Sir Her- 
cules Robinson, only sought the incognito 
of the peerage after heaving achieved by his 
own pluck and brains the highest position 
which the citizen of a self-governing com- 
munity could covet. He would have heen 
as great in a republic as under a mofarchy. 

It was my good fortune to meet him dur- 
ing®the exciting period at the Cape of Good 
Hope when the Jameson raid had inflamed 
party passion to the highest extreme, Sir 
Hercules was the most heartily damned 
man in South Africa because he was too 
honest to condone filibustering, even under 
the specious plea of asserting imperia] Hrit- 
ish interests. It was a magnificent test of 
moral courage, which he successfully passed. 

He told me that in his eye the Boer, the 
Africander, and the English had equal rights 
before the law, and that his business was to 
make these people live peacefully rather 
than achieve an easy jingo notoriety by 
stimulating war. 

No doubt we shall soon have a biography 
worthy of the man, and it will interest Amer- 
icans no less than Englishmen to follow the 
career of cne who commenced life in the 
service of his country, without rank or 


fortune, and remained throughout his long 
life filling such widely differing offices as are 
represented by the mere words Ireland, Aus- 
tralia, and South Africa. 


John Hay’s Clever Speech. 


John Hay has made the best speech of the 
season it the White Friars’ club, in which 
he insisted that the two great English- 
speaking peoples must be friends from 
sheer sanity. He also begged the journal- 
ists to remember that each Was an unofficial 
ambassador bearing the message of one peo- 
ple to another. 

Hitherto correspondents have thought that 
in order to be popular at home they must 
say disagreeable things of foreign countries. 
So much has this become a fashion that 
many newspaper men here honestly believe 
that Americans in general are so narrow- 
minded that they cannot hear a good word 
for any country but their own. 

I don’t bélieve in this. On the contrary, 
when one nation persistently snarls at an- 
other there is apt to be at the bottom either 
ignorance or else a confession of inferiority. 
The German press has gone mad in its de- 
nunciation of all that is English as well as 
American, and if war should result it will 
be one created by the press quite as much as 
by the court and Kaiser. 

We used to be taught that despotic mon- 
archs were the cause of war, yet today we 
have more jingoism in the American Senate 
than in all the Cabinets of Hurope put to- 


gether. 
Praisé for General Woodford. 


My last news from Spain is that General 
Woodford is doing good. That is saying 
very much, for we have unnecessarily 
wounded the feelings of the Spaniards, who 
are, in the main, a courteous and brave race 
of men. There is a strong Republican party 
in that country heartily sympathizing with 
Cuban liberty, as it does with American in- 
fluence in the western hemisphere. Castelar 
is a warm friend of America and fearlessly 
attacks his own government In defense of 
Cuban rights. But Castelar would have no 
social intercourse with our late Minister to 
Madrid, because of that man’s offensive 
language and behavior. 

In my conversation with Castelar and with 
the late Prime Minister Canovas each ex- 
pressed profound regret that the American 
republic, which they both honored so highly, 
should have sent out at such a critical time 
an envoy who not only could speak no 
Spanish or French, but who made himself 
intolerable even to his own colleagues. 

The American Minister tn Madrid during 
the Cuban war was a thing to make Amer- 
icans blush. He should have been recalled 
and impeached for misbehavior in office. 
While drawing a salary from the United 
States Treasury he was daily hurting Amer- 
ican interests. The Spaniards would gladly 
have listened to a messenger of peace and 
good will, but they regarded ‘the late envoy 
as a politician eager to secure applause 
among a jingo constituency at home and 


willing to sacrifice his country’s interests to 
this paltry object. 

The German Emperor is not yet ready to 
quarrel! with Russia or he would have drawn 
his sword upon the Russian Czar when the 
latter snubbed his kinsman of Baden. In- 
deed, there is scarcely any insult Russia can 
offer to Germany that is not condoned by the 
official press of the Kaiser and hig pliant old 
Prime Minister. Six years ago the Russian 
movement on the Polish frontier was so 
ominous that in German mulitary circles war 
was regarded as almost certain. The Rus- 
sian government was persecuting not merely 


,the religion of the Hebrews, the Roman 


Catholic Poles, and the Lutheran Germans, 
but it was vigorously rooting out the Ger- 
man language in all the schools of the Baltic 
provinces. The behavior of the late Czar 
was studiously discourteous to the Kaiser, 
as it had been to his grandfather, and there 
was vastly more provocation to war in 1891 
than in 1870. ra 


Promise to the Old Kaiser. 


In those days the Emperor spoke very 
openly to me on the subject of his treatment 
at the hands of Russia. He felt it keenly 
and was fully prepared for the worst con- 
sequences, but with characteristic courage 
and leyalty he reminded me of the promise 
he had given to his dying grandfather— 
namely: that he would never break the peace 
with Russia. From the political platform 
represented by these words he has never 
swerved, and we must bear them in mind, 
for they explain much. 

Henry George’s dramatic end caused a 
profound sensation here. It has fastened at- 
tention more strongly than ever on the 
progress of New York’s Homeric Mayoralty 
contest. Newspapers of all shades of opin- 
ion publish long memoirs of the apostle of 
the single tax, and while his doctrines are 
denounced as mischievous, general testi- 
mony is borne -to his honest single-minded 
character. 

Michael Davitt says: . 

*“*He was one of my dearest friends. I 
have never met a man more absolutely de- 
voted to principle. He resembled Kossuth 
in his steadfast, unflinching loyalty to one 
great idea.’”’ 

Morrison eit cal a leading Radical pub- 
licist, says: 

“He was one of the best men it was ever 
my good fortune to encounter. He had most 
comprehensive sympathies. He not only 
cared for economics in the widest sense, but 
inherited all the grand democratic instincts 
of Jefferson and Jackson to the fullest ex- 
tent.’’ 

The comments of the majority of the 
English papers on the Mayoralty struggle 
make it plain that they would be deeply 
disappointed should Tammany be beaten. 
They have proceeded all along on the as- 
sumption that the people of New York are 
incapable of shaking themselves free from 
the domination of corrupt bossism, and the 
more cotrupt the boss the better their opin- 
ion of his chance of securing power. 


MOURNING FOR THE DUCHESS. 


Virtues of the Teck Family Are Be- 
ing Discovered Only in the 
Face of Death. 


London, Oct. 30.—Owing to the death at 
Richmond on Wednesday last of the Duchess 
of Teck all the great social arrangements 
have been canceled at court and general 
mourning will be ordered. The newspapers 
are making a great deal of fuss over the 
death of the Duchess, appearing with turned 
rules and printing pages of obituary mat- 
ter. Her royal Highness was undoubtedly 
a good woman; but, certainly she was not 
the idol of the people which the papers make 
her out to be, and her great virtues were 
not recognized until, by the marriage of her 
daughter to the Duke of York, she became 
the mother of a future Queen of England. 


Prior to that the Tecks had for years been 


in great financial difficulties and occupied 
an unenviable position among royalties both 
here and on the continent. 


Sings Before Emperor William. 
London, Oct. 30.—Advices from Berlin say 
that Miss Rose Ettinger, an American, sang 
before Emperor William at a concert early 
this week and that his Majesty conversed 
with her and complimented the singer upon 
her voice. 


PULLMAN’S WILL IS CRITICISED 


British Press Inclined to Think the 
Precedent Set Is Not a De- 
sirable One. 


London, Oct. 80.—Much [nterest is taken 
here in the cabled account of the provizcions 
of the will of the late George M. Pullman, 
and the questicn is raised as to whcther 
such a precedent is desirable.

COTTON STRIKE CAUSES ALARM 


English Press Fears Great Loss and the 
Complete Ruin of the 
Trade. 


London, Oct. 30.—The Pall Mall Gazette 
this afternoon, commenting upon the threat- 
ened strike of the cotton operatives through- 
out the north of England, says the lockout 
will affect 200,000 persons, and adds that the 
strike will last for months, entail a loss of 
£70,000,000, and mean the ruin of the cotton 
industry.

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GERMANY BACKS UP HER DEMAND 
FOR INDEMNITY. 


Complications Growing Out of the Ar- 
rest of Mr. Linders, Whose Sole Of- 
fense Is a Complaint Against the 
Police—He Is imprisoned and Fined 
~Disregard of Germany’s UlIti- 
matum and Diplomatic Relations 
Are Broken Off. 


Port au Prince, Hayti, Oct. 21.—[Corre- 
spondence of the Associated Press. ]—Serious 
trouble has arisen between Hayti and Ger- 
many. The German Minister to this re- 
public, Count Schwerin, has hauled down 
his flag, and, according to current report, 
three German warships are expected here 
to back up the ultimatum of the Minister 
to Hayti, demanding an indemnity for the 
alleged illegal arrest and imprisonment of a 
German citizen. 

The affair has caused considerable excite- 
ment among the native population, and some 
of the people have threatened to kill the 
German Minister and all the Germans in 
this place and vicinity. The affair grew out 
of the arrest here a few weeks ago of a 
young German named Linders. The Ger- 
mans say that a dozen policemen entered 
Linders’ house and arrested - one of his 
servants. Mr. Linders went to the central 
police headquarters to complain against this 
action of the police, but was himself ar- 
rested, charged with assaulting and at- 
tempting to murder police officers in the 
execution of their duty. Linders was 
promptly condemned to pay a fine of $48 
and to undergo one month’s imprisonment 
and was taken to jail. 

Claiming he was innocent, Linders de- 
manded and obtained a second trial. Wit- 
nesses testified that they had not seen Mr. 
Linders strike any of the policemen and 
that even if he had done so under the cir- 
cumstances he would not have broken the 
laws of Hayti. In spite of this Linders was 
condemned to pay a fine of $500 and was 
sentenced to one year’s imprisonment. 

While the affair was purely in the hands 
of the courts the German Minister could do 
nothing to assist Linders in a diplomatic 
way. But when the second judgment was 
rendered the Minister telegraphed to. Ber- 
lin, giving details of the case, and asked for 
instructions on the subject. On Oct. 17 the 
German Ministér went to the President of 
Hayti, Augustin Simon Sam, and demanded 
in the name of the German Emperor that 
Mr. Linders be set at liberty and also de- 
manded for every day he had spent in prison, 
twenty-three in all, an indemnity of $1,000 
in gold, adding that for every day Linders 
was kept a prisoner after that notification 
he (the German Minister) would demand an 
indemnity of $5,000 in gold. 

At first the Haytian President refused to 
grant the German Minister’s demand and 
Mr. Linders remained six days longer in 
prison. This caused the German Minister 
to notify the Haytian government that as 
Mr. Linders had not been freed, he had 
hauled down his flag and had sent the 
archives of the German Legation to the 
Legation of the United States, thus breaking 
off all relations with the Haytian govern- 
ment. 

This caused great excitement here and 
disturbances. would have occurred had they 
not been averted by sending Mr. Linders. 
who was threatened with lynching, on board 
a steamer bound for New York, trom which 
port he was to leave for Germany. It issaid 
that the German Minister, on the arriva} 
of the warships, will insist upon the pay- 
ment of the indemnity demanded as a result 
of the imprisonment of Mr. Linders. 


FOR CAPT. DREYFUSS’ RELEASE 


Seems to Be Some Substance Behind the 
Latest Agitation in His 
Behalf. 


Paris, Oct. 80.—There seems to be some 
substance behind the latest agitation in be- 
half of Captain Alfred Dreyfuss, the French 
artillery officer who in 1895, on conviction 
by court-martial on the charge of selling 
important military plans to agents of a for- 
eign government, was sentenced to impris- 
onment for life in a fortress, and who is ncw 
confined on a small island of the French 
group off the coast of French Guiana. The 
prime mover in the present steps taken in 
behalf of the prisoner is M. Scheurer-Kest- 
ner, one of the Vice Presidents of the French 
Senate and President of the Paris Société 
Chimique, who, like Dreyfuss, is an Alsatian 
Hebrew, and who is related to M. Floquet 
and M. Ferry, the former Ministers, and to 
other families of influence. 

. S8cheurer-Kestner claims to have 
proofs of the innocence of Dreyfuss, and he 
asserts that he knows the real culprit. The 
interest taken in the case by the Vice Presi- 
dent of the Senate is said to have aroused 
the interest of President Faure, and it is 
understood M. Scheurer-Kestner is deter- 
mined to raise the question in Parliament. 
He has already conferred with the Ministers 
of War and Justice on the subject. 

The Patrie of Paris tonight, on the author- 
ity of a member of the court-martial which 
convicted Dreyfuss, declares that the proof 
of the latter’s guilt involves a state secret 
which might become a casus belli.

TROUBLE FEARED IN AFRICA. 


Great Britain Assumes a Firm Attitude 
on the Question of French 
Trespass. 


London, Oct. 30.—The Africam situation 
has been aggravated by the French semi- 
official note, made public on Tuesday last, 
and reading: 

“The news from West Africa foreshadows 
great difficulties at Nikki and in Borgu. 
The Niger company (British) is sending of- 
ficers there to incite rebellion and distribute 
arms to the natives. In view of this situa- 
tion, French troops have been dispatched 


' to the district from Senegal, as @ prevent- 


ive measure. Moreover, the British nego- 
tlators for a settlement of the Niger qucs- 
tion have been in Paris for over a week, 
and everything points to Great Britain seek- 
ing to let matters drag. Seemingly she does 
not intend to discuss the question, but 
means will undoubtedly be found to foil 
me tactics.”’ < 

hen the situation was further aggravated 
by the reply of the British Colonial Office, 
issued the same day, declaring that there 
did not seem to be any reasonable fear of 
complications at Nikki, capital of the Borgu 
territory, provided the French government 
behave reasonably. 

It is added, however, at the Colonial Office 
that Great Britain has taken the determina- 
tion to more effectively police her terri- 
tories, and if the French persist in tres- 
passing complications will naturally arise. 

The wording of these statements, it is 
pointed out, shows that both sides are in- 
clined to lose their tempers. Even the un- 
excitable Times says: 

“If the French are unwise enough to per- 
sist in carrying out the theory of effective 
possession constituting a title, they will find 
that we shall be reluctantly obliged to apply 
it, too.”’ 

It is one of the rare occasions upon which 
the press is unanimous, papers of all shades 
of opinion promising the Marquis of Salis- 
bury the nation’s support in “ bringing the 

‘French fillibusters to their senses.”’ 

It is amusing to hear the world’s most 
notorious land grabbers condemning France 
for following a similar policy. 

France, however, seems equally deter- 
mined not to recede.

The 
Indian government, having overdrawn its 
account and exhausted its balances, will 
ba compelled to raise immediately a new 
aterling loan. Expedients of this kind will 
engross its attention, and the establishment 
of a gold standard will not be seriously con- 
sidered.

West Africa Dispute Drags. 


Negotiations between England and France 
over the west African dispute are dragiing, 
and the press of both countries is urging 
each government to be inflexible and make 
no concession to the other. Frontier ques- 
tions cannot be settled without a conecilia- 
tory spirit, and it ig evident that this one 
will speedily be arranged. It is incredible 
that France and England should ever go to 
war over the Niger Hinterland, especially 
when a conflict in the remotest corner of 
darkest Africa would bring rival fleets un- 
der fire in an epoch-making naval war. Lord 
Salisbury is merely beating theair, after his 
habit, before proposing an effective solution, 
and his torpor and dilatory tactics are irri- 
tating to France. The question will soon be 
settled, and each country will accept the 
adjustment as satisfactory. 

The importance of the Darmstadt episode 
has been magnified until the Kaiser and 
the Czar have been described as quarreling 
outright, and the whole continent is con- 
vulsed with commotion because the Grand 
Duke of Baden was not encouraged to call 
upon the Czarina. The Czar and Czarina, 
being Overwhelmed at home with ceremony 
and etiquet, like to be released from it when 
they are abroad in familiar places like Co- 
penhagen and Hesse-Darmstadt. The Czar- 
ina probably did not wish to receive a cere- 
monious call from the Grand Duke when she 
was visiting her early home.

France Unable to Provoke a 
Quarrel Over West Africa. 


WARNED BY THE PRESS. 


French Jingoes Advised to Drop 
Bluffing Tactics. 


LIBERALS WIN ONCE MORE. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

London, Oct. 80.—[Copyright, 1897, by New 
York Post.]—The French government is 
having trouble with the jingoes, and to pla- 
cate them issued the minatory semi-official 
note of last Tuesday on West African affairs. 
That, at least, is how the situation is ac- 
cepted here. Nobody believes that France 
will be so mad as to force a quarrel on Eng- 
land. If the French colonial party hoped by 
attacking Mr. Chamberlain’s pushfulness in 
foreign affairs and by contrasting it with 
Lord Salisbury's “ gyaceful concession,”’ to 
create a division in English public senti- 
ment, they never made a greater mistake. 

This minatory semi-official note provoked 
a decisive, almost unanimous, reply from 
the English press: ‘‘ We have conceded 
enough in Siam, Madagascar, and Tunis for 
peace and quietness sake, getting precious 
little in return. We concede no more. Talk 
over the matter tn a friendly spirit, by all 
means, but drop bluff; it won’t pay,” they 
say. 

And France is dropping it, for yesterday 
the Niger boundary commission met in 
Paris, and the French press, sobered by the 
unanimous and determined attitude of the 
English press, repeated Lord Dufferin's his- 
toric phrase: ‘It would be an everlasting 
disgrace if France and England should go to 
war for some African rivulet.” As the Spec- 
tator sagely shys today: ‘ So long as Eng- 
land commands the sea, France is bound 
over to keep the peace in Indo-China, Mada- 
gascar, and her African empire."’ 


Liberals Win Again. 


In home politics the government is show- 
ing confidence or recklessness, which would 
be natural enough if, tired of internal dis- 
sensions and outside grumblings, they were 
riding for a fall. Last season they practi- 
cally disfranchised Crewe to avoid a by- 
election. Now they are opening con- 
stituency after constituency by appointing 
political supporters in the House of Cém- 
mons to judgeships. Barnsley was the first 
of four by-elections. The result announced 
yesterday was a genuine surprise. Nobody 
expected a ministerialist to win in such a 
purely mining Yorkshire constituency as 
Barnsley, which has returned Liberals by 
large majorities ever since 1885; but, on the 
other hand, nobody expected that, with an 
independent labor socialist candidate to di- 
vert Liberal votes, a Liberal would be still 
returned by the thumping majority of 3,290, 
as compared with 2,167 at the last election. 
This is the colliery owners’ answer to Cham- 
berlainism, as expressed in the workmen's 
compensation bill, and will confirm Lord 
Londonderry in his revolt. It is also a clear 
indication of the restlessness of public opin- 
ion, in view of the general policy of the gov- 
ernment. 

Next week in the Middleton division of 
Lancashire, English industrialism will pass 
its verdict on the government’s action on 
shipping, and commercial England will fol- 
low in the election in the exchange division 
of Liverpool, while the Deptford election 
will speak for laboring London. Thus the 
next few weeks will fairly test the standing 
of the ministry with the electorate, and 
those who realize how swift is the influence 
of changing public opinion upon ministerial 
policy in England, will understand the in- 
terest and importance of the results. 


Wolcott Not Discouraged. 


A Paris telegram today announces that 
Senator Wolcott's visit there was “ to urge 
the French government to try again to bring 
around England to the silverite scheme.” 
The bimetallists also are suggesting that the 
German Ambassador told Lord Salisbury at 
the foreign conference on Thursday that 
Emperor William was “ particularly disap- 
pointed by England's inability to meet the 
American currency proposals.” Both Sen- 
ator Wolcott and the Kaiser may spare 
themselves further trouble. If one thing is 
certain in English political life just now it 
is that after the rough handling which Lord 
Salisbury and his colleague received from 
their best friends in the press and financial 
circles they will leave bimetallism severely 


alone. 
More Interest in Ireland. 

The Irish Lord Lieutenant aroused much 
conjecture this week by kis declaration: 
‘*We are on the eve of carrying out im- 
portant changes in the social administration 
of Ireland, which will secure to Ireland lib- 


erties similar to those which England has - 


long enjoyed.” If the government really 
means earnestly to set about the long-de- 
layed work of assimilating the machinery of 
local government in Ireland to that of Eng- 
land and Scotland and at the same time 
carry out the pledge to give the Irish Cath- 
olics a teaching university as distinctly 
Catholic in its atmosphere as Trinity Col- 
lege is Protestant they must be prepared for 
rough, up-hill work. Dr. Kane, the Orange 
leader of Belfast, is already sounding the 
alarm and denouncing what he calls the 


- gerrymandering of Ireland in the interests 


of the Catholic hierarchy. He has, more- 
over, made overtures to Lord Londonderry 
for a united campaign against the govern- 
ment. *‘ No popery and no compensation to 
injured workmen ”’ may not, however, seem 
avery promising battle cry. 


English Opinion on Cuba. 

This is how the present position in Cuban 
affairs strikes the Speaker, whose comisent 
fairly reflects such English opinion as exists 
on the subject: ? 

“So far as the true merits of the case are 
concerned, cne’s sympathies are with Wash- 
ington, ratber than Madrid, but the fatal 
trick of putting themselves in the wrong by 
their mode of conducting diplomacy has 
again been played by the American Min- 
isters. Why cannot they allow diplomatic 
intercourse to be conducted by gentlemen? 
Why bring discredit upon themselves and 
the case by offensive vulgarity of their man- 
ner of dealing with nations which have just 
as good a right to assert their independence 
as the Americans themselves?” 

Today’s announcement that the Washing- 
ton sealing conference has agreed that 
pelagic sealing should cease was fully cx- 
pected here.

In 
the meanwhile the German government has 
continued to ignore the announcement made 
by the United States Embassy that the lat- 
ter Is ready to open negotiations on the sub- 
ject of reciprocity and the government has 
not yet replied to the protest of the United 
States against the exclusion from Germany 
of American live cattle and fresh beef. The 
embassy, in fact, expected no direct answer 
to either of these representations, but it be- 
lieves Dr. von Holleben will carry with him 
the answers. 

At the request of the Foreign Office, Consul 
General Goldschmidt has furnished complete 
figures regarding the exports to the United 
States during the last two trimesters. In 
regard to the demand of the German bicycle 
manufacturers for an increase in the duty 
on American wheels, the correspondent of 
the Associated Press here understands that 
a movement is @n foot to comply with it. 
Hitherto American wheels have been admit- 
ted into Germany under the tariff schedule 
governing imports of !ron and steel, whereas 
in the near future they will be, under a re- 
classification, graded as vehicles, on which 
duty may be put as high as 150 marks. 

In connection with the Bavarian diet’s 
motion to terminate the most favored clause 
of the treaty with the United States, it Is 
pointed out that the Bundesrath alone has 
the power to settle the question, and it is 
added that the report credits the Bundesrath 
with favoring the abrogation; but thus far 
Prussia opposes it in spite of the strong 
agrarian pressure, while Saxony and Ba- 
varia and some of the smaller States favor 
the abrogation. The liberal and commercial 
newspapers declare such a step would be 
deplorable and refer to the renewed demands 
of the United States for the withdrawal of 
the prohibition against importation of Amer- 
ican beef as being a piece of impudence. 


Movements of the Emperor. 


The Emperor has started for the Eulen- 
burg estate, at Liebenburg, where he is to 
meet Count Phillip von Eulenburg, the Ger- 
man Ambassador to Austria-Hungary. 

Emperor William holds his great annual 
St. Hubertus chase next Wediesday in the 
Grunewald, near Berlin. The guests will be 
more brilliant and numerous than usual. 

Winter army maneuvers on a large scale 
have been planned by the Emperor. The en- 
tire guard corps, under the personal lead- 
ership of his Majesty, will go out. 

Emperor William, for some time past, has 
been greatly incensed at the unfavorable 
comments made in the American and Brit- 
ish newspapers upon his personal character- 
istics, and he has now instructed the chief 
of his literary bureau not to submit to him 
any clippings of this character. 


Unconstitutional Action.

V. D. David, “ Best-Natured Man on 
Earth,” Comes from India to 
Christianize America. 


Vv. D. David, who proclaims himself the 
“ happiest man in the world,’’ began a series 
of religious meetings at the Trinity Metho- 
dist Church, Indiana avenue and Twenty- 
fourth street, last evening.

BLAST BRINGS DEATH TO TWO. 


Sullivan Killed and Lawrence Fatally 


Injured by a Dynamite Explosion 
in the Land Tunnel. 


Night Superintendent William Sullivan 
and Night Foreman Patrick Lawrence were 
at the bottom of shaft No. 3 of the North- 
west land tunnel yesterday morning, when 
Frank Wright, the ‘“ nipper’’ of the day 
force, not knowing of their presence in the 
interval between the transfer of the work 
from one shaft to another, touched a switch 
button and sent a current of electricity toa 
dynamite cartridge, causing an explosion, 
which instantly killed the superintendent

The accident occurred at 7 o’clock In Weir, 
McKechney & Co.’s contract, Kedzie and 
North avenues. Lawrence was taken to St. 
Elizabeth's Hospital. Ten minutes before 
the blast twenty-five men, constituting the 
night foree, had been sent to the surface. 
Weir, McKechney & Co. attach no blame to 
Wright for connecting the switch, as he had 
no reason to suspect that any of the night 
force was still in the shaft. 

A dogen workmen narrowly escaped in- 
jury in the same tunnel one mile from shore 
under the lake yesterday morning. The 
miners struck a sand pocket while at work 
in the drift shortly after 9 o’clock and in a 
moment the bore was filled with quicksand 
and water, The men were working under 
the direction of Superintendent Ennis at the 
time. They fled toward the shore for safety. 
The sand and water completely filled the 
portion of the tunnel near the break. Noone 
was injured.

KILLED BY ANGRY CREDITOR. 


W. S. Ide of Columbus, 0., Shot by John 
Smith, Who Also Wounds 
a Bystander. 


Columbus, O., Oct. 30.—William 8. Tde was 
shot and killed today by John Smith. Ideis 
a banker and brother of Commander Ide, 
U. 8S. N. Smith was arrested. He followed 
and shot Ideas he ran. Smith is an English 


coachman, 65 years of age, who has worked 
for William A. Neil eleven years, and says 
Ide owed him $1,700. Ide’s extensive prop- 
erty is in the hands of a receiver. 

Smith says he asked Ide for the money and 
Ide said he would pay when he got ready, 
and attempted to pass into the courthouse. 
Smith shot him in the side and then in the 
head, Ide falling dead in the Auditor’s office. 
Smith says he was sane and sober, but ex- 
asperated., 

Mr. Ide was of an old family here, his 
mother being a Sullivan, daughter of one of 
the pioneers. Death came so quickly he did 
not utter a word. 

The affair occurred so quickly that the 
score or more of persons near the scene 
scarcely realized what hdd happened until it 
was all over. ' 

As soon as he saw that his victim had fallen 
to the floor the assailant turned about and 
disappeared through the outside entrance. 
The same instant County Auditor Halliday 
and others in the office, being attracted by 
the shots, hurried to the scene. Mr. Halli- 
day passed the prostrate form of Mr. lde 
and hastened after the murderer. A police- 
man captured Smith, but not until after 
Smith had made a desperate effort to put a 
ball through his own brain. ‘The man gave 
little resistance when he found that his at- 
tempt to add suicide to athe tragedy had 
failed, and was hurriedly taken to the police 
station. 

Scarcely had the incident transpired when 
it was discovered that Michael Ward, who 
resides at 96 West Mound street, had also 
been shot. Ward was standing just inside 
the courthouse when the tragedy occurred, 
and was wounded in the back by one of the 
bullets from the murderer’s pistol. 

Probably no coachman in the city is bet- 
ter known than Smith. For some time he 
was in the employ of Dr. D. N. Kinsman, 
later acted in a similar capacity for the late 
M. M. Green of the Hocking Valley road, and 
in more recent years had charge of the stable 
of Mr. William A. Neil. Since he left the 
employment of the latter Smith has not been 
engaged in any regular employment, being 
accustomed to do whatever odd jobs he 
could find to do. 

Smith says he told Ide if he did not pay him 
he (Smith) would have to go te the poor- 
house. He had been discharged by his last 
employer on account of old age.

Buffalo, N. ¥., Oct. 30.—[Special.]—Not a 
single general officer of the National W. 
C. T. U. is supporting Miss Frances E. Wil- 
lard in her championship of the Woman’s 
Temple, and the Executive committee has 
a strong anti-temple majority, but neither 
these facts nor anything that developed 
today create a doubt that the temple will 
again be indorsed by the W.C. T. U. 

A strong protest against sentiment re- 
placing business sense, as the opposition 
expresses it, and perhaps sharp criticism of 
Miss Willard’s course, are to be expected 
on- Monday, but it is not believed any one 
will offer a motion adverse to the temple 
management. Certainly no one thinks such 
a motion would carry. 

Mrs. Louise S. Rounds, Illinois; Mrs. V. 
H. Campbell, Wisconsin; Mrs. Mary T. Burt, 
Kew York; and Mrs. C. B. Forbes, Connect- 
jcut, are among the State Presidents who 
are expected to take part in the debate— 
a debate whose outcome is already conceded. 


Intensity of Feeling. 


The intensity of feeling over Miss Willard’s 
attitude made itself felt in many ways. “I 
think the convention might go further and 
do worse than to take Miss Willard at her 

*word; to make her honorary President for 
life and elect a business woman to succeed 
her,” was one expression heard. But every 
one knows this is idle talk. 

Mrs. Rounds would not discuss her inten- 
tions. ‘‘ You are right; Miss Willard played 
splendid politics,”” she said. ‘“‘ But was it 
fair politics?’ 

James R. Hobbs said the W. Cc. T. U. 
Temple management reminded him of the 
man who was dead but did not know it. 

“ They are merely deferring the inevitable 
collapse. It would be far wiser to pocket the 
losses already sustained and let Marshall 
Field foreclose his notes. itis not true that 
Mrs. Carse would suffer financially.” 

A temple rally was held at noon in the 
North Church, one of Mrs. Carse’s prayer 
meetings, to use Mr. Hobbs’ phrase. Over 
$1,000 was pledged. A letter was also re- 
ceived from Mrs. Cornelia Moorhead Scovil, 
4041 Walnut street, Philadelphia, dated Oct.

Noth- 
ing unusual was done, the society being con- 
stituted on the same basis as the National 
Women’s council, that being to represent 
different countries equally, and not to allow 
the country in which the convention hap- 
pens to be held to hold the balance of power. 

Miss Willard was not present to open the 
second day’s session of the W. C. T. U., and 
it was called to order by Miss Lillian M. 
Stevens, the Vice President at large. 

Mrs. Helen G. Rice of Massachusetts, Sec- 
retary of the Loyal Temperance league, pre- 
sented the report of that branch. 

It is impossible to obtain exact statistics, 
but the estimated number of enrolled mem- 
bers is 300,000; of pledged members, 170,000;

Coliseum Ready for the Event That 
Will Be an Attraction in Chicago 
All the Week,— Decorations Com-

—Display of Cattle, Too. * 


The tap of Leader Larson of the Marine 
Band at 3 p. m. today will open Chicago's 
horse show, and for all of this week society 
people and those who wish to see society and 
to See the horses will flock to the Coliseum. 

WorRmén were busy all Saturday in the 
amphitheater puttihg the finishing touches 
on the arena and the tiers of seats that sur- 
round it, and last night the big structure 
practically was ready to receive the throngs 
of people expected today and for the rest of 
the week. The decorations were complete 
and the horses were being led into their sta- 
bles. Painters were touching up the railings 
to the arena. Al) around the circle of boxes 
the exotics and potted plants had been ar- 
ranged, and over the entrance hanging 
baskets of blossoms were suspended. 

Horses were unloaded all day from the 
palatial cars on a switch of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad within the yard of the building, 
and tons of feed and bedding were dumped 
and carried into thé building., Owners of 
natty roadsters in the city drove to the 
building, where their grooms were walting to 
receive them. | 


Entries Filling Up Fast. 


The stalls in the north end of the building 
and under the seats at the side were nearly 
all occupied by night, and the arrivals today 
and tonight will complete the list of entries. 
Ample arrangements have been made for 
equine comfort and the grooms were busy 
seeing to the care of their charges. An ex- 
ercising ring is included in the equipment of 
the stables, that the muscles of the prize 
contestants may not become stiff from dis- 
use. Here yesterday the Howland hunters 
were cantered about and others of the thor- 
oughbreds and the big draft horses were 
exercised. 

John A. Logan was the least “ horsey ”’ 
looking man in the building. He had dis- 
guised his connéction with the affair in 4 
golf suit. Arthur J. Caton was there look- 
ing after things generally, spending most 
of his time among the arriving horses of his 
Chicago driends. Others of the manage- 
ment were scattered over all the building 
looking after the various portions of the ar- 
rangements under their care. 


Swarms with the Employes. 

A whole colony of young men in peculiarly 
cut garments has invaded the building and 
given to it a distinctively ‘“‘ coachman’s 
box”’ air. Some of them are dressed better 
than their employers and have nothing to 
do but direct the small arfny of grooms and 
rubbers under their care. 

Others are in more useful attire for work- 
ing and have closer care of the horses. Only 
a discarded waistcoat of the cut affected by 
the head of the stable or a pair of aggres- 
sively English side whiskers distinguish 
them from the common herd of stable at- 
tachés. 

Inside the doors the building has more of 
the appearance of a State fair than a@ horse 
show. There are banks of palms and a dis- 
play of cereals in designs to the left and to 
the right a restaurant. Besides these sev- 
eral manufacturing concerns have arranged 
exhibits of their wares. At the other end 
of the building a stable of cattle is to be 
found. 


Horseshoe in Electric Lights. 


The first glimpse of things ‘“‘ horsey "isa 
horseshoe of electric lights hung over the 
entrance to the seats, and once beyond this 
éverything savors of the horse and the 
horse show. The most conspicuous object 
is the ring, with its magenta-colored footing 
of tan bark, giving it the appearance at a 
distance of being carpeted with moquette. 
The rails about it are festooned with green, 
and the two gates at the north end are dis- 
guised in a banking of leaves. 

High up in the arch of the girders are 
hung banners with pictured horses and 
riders, and at the sides are decorative de- 
signs of horses and the chase. About the 
galleries are streamers of red and white 
bunting and the monogram of the Chicago 
Horse Show. Above these the railings are 
banked with evergreen and branches of au-~ 
tumn leaves. Down below every vacant 
space is banked with flowers. os 

The stables were the center of attraction 

for those who could secure entrance yester- 
day. Here there were several notable 
horses, including Joe Patchen, Star Pointer, 
Elleree, and Cade, besides those which ar- 
rived on Friday. Several giant draft 
horses were surrounded by admiring groups. 
Here the temporary nature of the arrange- 
ments was more in evidence, but yet all is 
comfort, and the stalls were decorated with 
plaited straw borders. The carriage space 
was fast becoming a jam of stylish 
equipages, and the whole end of the building 
was taking on the characteristics of a huge 
stable. 


Two Sunday Band Concerts. 


The instruments of the Marine Band ar- 
rived from Washington in the morning, and 
the men are expected to follow them this 
morning. All will then be ready for the 
opening day, of which the band is the sole 
feature, with programs at 8 p. m. and 8 p. tn.

LET OUT ON HABEAS CORPUS.

The manager defeated this move by calling 
a cab, but the deputies had the last say, and 
they satisfied their sense of their own im- 
portance by insisting that Mr. Davis should 
be locked in a cell in the County Jail. His 
attorney arrived half an hour later with an 
order from the court to release him, but it 
seemed a long thirty minutes for the man- 
ager. 

The judgment on which the arrest was 
made was rendered in Judge Altgeld’s court 
in 1891. Some time before Mr. Davis had 
had a dispute with Joseph Lobell, who has 
since left the city, over a bill board, which 
seems to have been the property of the old 
Standard Theater. The matter dragged aiong 
for several weeks, and at length Lobell be- 
came troublesome. One day in the foyer of 
the Haymarket Theater he became violent, 
Mr. Davis says, and was forcibly put out. 
‘He replied with a suit for $50,000 damages. 
He got $50. This he assigned to Attorney E. 
lL. Barber, who yesterday sent the deputies 
to arrest Mr. Davis.

PASSENGER RATE TROUBLES MAY 
BE DELAYED INDEFINITELY, 


Agreement to Settle Question Tomer- 
row Will Not Be Kept by “ Seo” 
Line, Which Prefers to Continue 
Paying Half Its Income to Scalpers 
~—Chicago Great Western Said to 
Be Trying te Control the Iowa 
Central, 


Although the Union Pacific has joined the 
other Western roads in an agreement to stop 
Paying more than the normal commissions 
om passenger business on and after tomor- 
row, yet it is hardly probable that the agree- 
ment can be made effective on the date 
named. Complications have arisen which 
may delay the adjustment of existing pas- 
senger rate troubles indefinitely... 

All the roads, including the Northern Pa- 
cifle and Great Northern, stood ready to-put 
the agreement in ‘effect tomorrow, but at 
the last moment the “ Soo Line,’’ which is 
controlled by the Canadian Pacific, declined 
to join in theaction, preferring to continue 
paying about half the income from its pas- 
senger traffic to scalpers and ticket.:agents. 
The Great Northern became’ a party to the 
agreement upon condition that the. ** Soo 
Line ’’ would join, and, as the latter refuses 
to do so, the payment of excessive commis- 
sions will continue until the ‘“ Soo Line’”’ 
changes its policy. 

The feeling in Western passenger circles 
in this city against the ‘‘ Soo Line ”’ is ex- 
ceedingly bitter, as it had been generally 
understood that it would gladly join other 
roads in measures of reform as soon as the 
Union Pacific was ready to do so, as Gen- 
eral Manager Underwood had earnestly pro- 
tested on sundry occasions lately against 
holding the **‘ Soo Line ’’ responsible for rate 
demoralization in the West and Northwest. 

As the ‘Soo Line’”’ stands out alone in 
the matter of stopping excessive commis- 
sions on passenger business, there can be 
no doubt as to who is responsible for the 
continuance of demoralization in passenger 
rates in Western territory.

Rumors are current that the Chicago 
Great Western is trying to secure control of 
the Iowa Central railway. This road runs 
from Mason City, Ia., via Marshalltown and 
Oskaloosa to Peoria, Ill, a distance of 355 
miles. It has also a number of branch lines 
in lowa. At present it finds a Chicago outlet 
from Nemo, over the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé, and a St. Paul outlet from Mason 
City, over the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul road. 

This property would prove of special value 
to the Chicago Great Western and would 
give it a direct line from St. Paul to 
Peoria, where it could use the eastbound 
roads from that city for an outlet of export 
business from Iowa and the Northwest to 
the Atlantic seaboard. 

“By constructing a few miles of road from 
Manly Junction to Mason City the Great 
Western would tap the Iowa Central at its 
most northern point and use it to Marsnall-. 
town, where it again connects with the 
Great Western Kansas City line, giving it 
a much more direct line to Kansas City from 
St. Paul than it now has. It-is stated that 
some of the capitalists interested in the 
Chicago Great Western already hold a large 
interest in the Iowa Central, and these , 
parties are quite anxious to bring about an 
amalgamation of the roads.

A novel proposition was made not long ago to 
the receivers of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. 
The Baltimore and Ohio has a branch running from 
what is known as Alexandria Junction, near 
Washington, to Shepherd’s, on the Potomac River, 
where a car ferry is operated in connection with 
the lines leading south from the capital. A pro- 
fessor of an Eastern college desired to lease this 
short stretch of track for the purpose of educat- 
ing young men. in practical railroad work. In his 
letter he explained that he thought there was a 
wide field for bright and energetic boys who 
could be thoroughly well grounded in the prac- 
tical side of railroading, provided they could be 
educated on a regular line of road. He believed 
that by the appointment of veteran railroad men 
as teachers the boys could profitably spend 
two or three years working as trainmen, firemen, 
engineers, switchmen, station agents, and in 
other capacities required in the railroad service. 
As this branch of the Baltimore and Ohio is of 
considerable value, the receivers were compelled 
to decline the offer.

OLD ORDINANCE IS FOUND 


“Arch Fiend” Digs Up a Law to 
Plague Kipley et Al. 


CHIEF AND LEWIS AFFECTED 


It was discovered yesterday that not only 
were the 435 Star league policemen recently 
appointed put back on the force illegally, 
but that Superintendent Kipley. Assistant 
Superintendent Lewis, and the police Cap- 
tains put in'by the present administration 
are disqualified for the places they pow 
hold. 

The discovery was made by a.man whom 
the Star leaguers would doubtless call an 
arch fiend, who, in going through the re- 
vised ordinances of the City of Chicago, 
fresh from the printers, unearthed the fol- 
lowing section: 

Section 1,520—Removal—No reappointment 
—No person who has ever been removed 
from the police force shall be again appoint- 
ed to any position upon such force.” 

Such is the law of the city, and it has 
never been repealed or modified by any sub- 


sequent ordinance. 


Mr. Thornton Says Nothing. 


When the section was shown to Corpora- 
tion Counsei Thornton he answered: 

‘‘l am not prepared (io think anything of 
itnow. Come around on Monday and I may 
have something to say about it." 

It was suggested to Civil Service Commis- 
sioner Winston that perhaps the civil serv- 
ice law might be construed as repealing the 
ordinance. 

“No,” said Mr. Winston, “ just the con- 
trary. The law repeals ‘all statutes and 
ordinances inconsistent. with its provisions, 
but there is nothing in this section incon- 
sistent with the civil service law.’’ 

It is reasonably certain about the first 
thing the City Council will do tomorrow 
evening will be to repeal the section in ques- 
tion, but such a repeal cannot be retroactive 
and affect the appointment of ex-policemen 
already made. Lawyer's see in the situation 
a fine chance for a legal muddle, and Alex. 
Ross and his friends will probably make the 
most of it. A mandamus sult may be 
brought against the Civil Service commis-_ 
sion instructing them not to allow the pay 
of the ex-policemen put back on the force, 


Brought Before the Commission.

| the acting Chief of-Polfce, certifying that 
Schlotfeldt’s name had been dropped from 
the civil service rolis, and that no salary 
would be‘paid him. “i 

Commissioner Winston sent a message to 
the residence of John De Souza, 337 Chestnut 
street, to get a sample of his penmanship. 
The Star Leaguer. sigtied his name to a piece 
of paper, and later Commissioner Winston 
compared the writitig with his signature on 
his examination papers: The comparison 
was “9 entirely satisfactory, and De Souza 
will called before the commission tomor- 
row to submit to another test.

D. Souza.”” Yesterday he wrote his name

In the mean- 
time the association will have been launchea 
on a crusade having in view the bringing 
about of the passage of the two laws at 
the next session of Congress. The mem- 
bers believe that these are unquestionably 
for the interests of the merchants of the 
country. These two measures are an 
amendment to the interstate commerce law, 
by which the commission will be empowered 
to enforce its findings upon the railroads 
offending against the law, and a bill known 
as the anti-scalping bill. 


To Attract Public Attention. 

One of the main purposes of the extra 
session is the bringing of these two measures 
to the attention of the public in a forcible 
manner before Congress convenes. A few 
weeks ago a circular letter was sent out to 
2,000 delegates, scattered in prominent trade 
centers over all the West, in which mer- 
chants were asked to state whether or not 
they favored the calling of such a meeting. 
Several hundred of them replied, all voting 
for an extra session. 

The members of the association argue 
that they should give the railroads every 
possible assistance in doing the right thing. 
They say that present methods of ticket 
scalping have demoralized passenger traf- 
fic; that they lead to fraudulent transac- 
tions, in which poorly informed persons are 
subjected to great loss; and that they pre- 
vent those whe deserve reduced rates from 
securing them. On these grounds, they 
claim, the railroads are entitled to the help 
and encouragement of the merchants of the 
country, who are often the greatest suf- 
ferers. 


Provide More Ample Powers. 


The railroads will be expected to give 
something to the merchants in return. 
Those interested in the present movement to 
have the interstate commerce law amended 
say that notwithstanding all that has been 
done by the commission, discriminations are 
continually made against small dealers in 
favor of large ones, and against small com- 
munities in favor of larger ones. This the 
commission powerless to prevent. It can 
rule against them, it is urged; but it can go 
no further. The commission should be pro- 
vided with more ample powers to this end, 
they say, and this is what the association 
proposes to ask of Congress in petitioning 
for amendments to the existing law. 

To give point to these movements the asso- 
ciation plans to hold a business lunch at the 
Union League club next Friday at 12:30, at 
which the general officers will entertain the 
local sustaining members and a large num- 
ber of invited guests. Among the guests are 
Senator Cullom and Congressman William 
P. Hepburn, chairmen respectively of the 
Senate and House Committees on Interstate 
Commerce; Senator Mason, Vice President 
Paul Morton of the Santa Fé, and President 
Truesdale of the Rock Island. There will 
be responges by most of these, but the prin- 
cipal paper will be one read by A. C. Bart- 
lett, the general chairman of the association, 
on “* Railway and MercanitHe Coéperation.”’ 

At this meeting tt is probable that resolu- 
tions will be adopted strongly indorsing the 
two measures proposed to it, because every- 
body seems to favor them. These resolu- 
tions will then be made the basis for a more 
widely spread campaign in their favor, for 
they will be circulated among all the prom- 
inent mercantile associations in the country 
with the request that similar resolutions 
be adopted by these associations also.

Details of the City’s System 
of Garbage Incineration. 


WRIGHT PLAN IS-:CHOSEN. 


Mayor Aecepts Murphy’s Bid fo 
$1,251,351 for Five Years. 


TO CONSUME 600 TONS A DAY. 


GEN Mayor Harrison returns from 

New York tomorrow Andrew J. 

Murphy is expected to go to the City 

Hall and submit his bond for $200.- 

000 to guarantee the honest fulfill- 
ment of his contract for disposing of Chi- 
‘ago’s garbage for the five years beginning 
Jan. 1, 1898. 

As soon as the city officials pass on the 
sontractor’s bond and the agrement is 
signed, construction will begin on a system 
of incineration plants that will revolution- 
ize the disposal of the city’s domestic waste. 

The total cost to the city of the entire 
work of burning up the garbage and cart- 
ng off the ashes for the five years to come 
will, under the terms of the concract, be 
$1,251,351. 

The successful bidder chose the Wright 
system of incineration and based his fig- 
ures on that. The system is not one with 
which Americans are familiar, but it is in 


Murphy and Mr. Wright at 600 tens. Each 
of the six furnaces to be erected in the city 
is to have a capacity of 100 tons a day. 
Each furnace contains ten of the 

cells pictured tn the accompanying detatled 
diagram. One of these cells holds one ton 
of garbage at a time. A greater quantity 
could be introduced, but it would not be 
spread sufficiently to allow the proper ac- 
tion of the heat. It ts estimated that one 
hour’s time is required for the consumption 
of a ton, which is the amount that will be 
carried on a cart, and from these figures i 
is seen that for the destruction of the city’s 
daily domestic waste the sixty “cells” 
must be working for a total of ten hours ou! 
of each twenty-four. 

The heat is secured from the burning of a 
fiame of crude oil injected from the side of 
the cell as indicated in the drawing. Of 
course these fires wil) be kept burning con- 
stantly, so as to maintain the white heat in 
the fire brick that is necessary for the proper 
burning of the wet garbage. The noxious 
fumes pass off into a lower and centra! 
chamber, where they In turn are chémically 
reduced. The carbonic acid gas which re- 
sults from the combustion passes up the tal) 
chimney of the furnace and out into the ah 
in manner precisely similar to that thrown 
off from the various furnaces in the city 
now operated by oil fires. 

The system which has been chosen for 
Chicago is expécted to net its conductors 
large returns in the ashes resulting from the 
garbage incineration. This ash is said to be 
of equal value with bone phosphate as a 

_ fertilizer. It is to be packed in bags and 
sold. As a “ utilization” plant the system 
has a further value in the byé-product of 
heat which will be used for making steam. 
and for generating electricity. All of this 
was figured in when the bid was made which 
secured the city’s contract. 

Every citizen who has a kitchen wil! find 
it necessary, in the working out of this new 
scheme of garbage disposal, to provide a 
galvanized iron reteptacie for the family’s 
kitchen waste. The saw provides that these 


receptacies shall urt stand within forty

use In the following English cities: London, 
Liverpool, Birmingham, Leeds, Bradford, 
Nottingham, Salford, Oldham, Blackpool, 
and Ealing. Mayor Harrison and his party 
who were in the East six weeks ago on a 
tour of inspection, saw nothing of this sys- 
tem, though they examined four other 
styles of garbage plants in Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg, Bridgeport, and New York. 

And so the Murphy bid was let simply on 
the strength of his low bid, of the clear cut 
conditions that hedge in the contract, and of 
the guarantees made that he was able to 
carry out his proposal. 


Bargaining for Sites. 


Mr. Murphy, who Is a sidewalk contractor, 
living at 519 West Congress street, and hav- 
ing offices with the John Sargent Lumber 
company in the Metropolitan Block, is just 
now bargaining for six building sites tn as 
many convenient points in the city where 
he will build six of the Wright incineration 
plants. The ground area required ts not 
great, the maximum being 100 feet square. 
It was announced yesterday that these 
building plots had been practically secured. 

The intention is to erect a furnace on each 
of these lotse—making a total of six in the 
city. The accompanying sketch of a side 
elevation of one of the proposed furnaces 
indicates its simplicity. It is 50x70 feet in 
sige, and rises from the ground one story, 
with loft above, and smokestack rising high 


feet of the street. This bars the’ * front 
door’ garbage box The receptacles are to 
be placed just outside the rear door. Noth- 
ing but garbage is to be deposited in them. 
Another and distinct box is to contain the 
ashes. 

If this distinction is faithfully preserved 
the householder will have done his part of 
the work. The employés of the garbage con- 
tractor will do the rest. They will drive 
through the alleys and side streets with 
watertight iron dump carts—four wheels and 
one horse—and carry these garbage cans and 
empty them intothe wagons. The ashes are 
to be attended to by another set of men en- 
tirely. When the garbage wagon is filled tt 
ise driven to the nearest incinefation plant, 
where its contents are dumped into the 
white-hot cell, and quickly disintegrated. 

As for the ashes from the homes—the 
other end of the new five year contract—they 
will be carted to sections which need “ fill- 
ing,’’ and disposed of to landholders. Being 
entirely free from garbage the ashes will be 


in demand, the contractor believes, for such 


uses.

3 - Discourages the Development of 
oe: Young Ball Players. 


4 } FAVORS A TWO-YEAR CLAUSE 


A committee of three from the Western 
feague will appear before the National 
league at the annual fal! meeting of the lat- 
ter in Philadelphia week after next to ap- 
peal for a revision of the national agreement, 
especially the drafting clause. The mem- 
bers of the committee are President B. B. 
Johnson, M. R. Killilea of Milwaukee, and 
Marcus Hayne of Minneapolis. 

This committee’s appeal is of much inter- 
est to the minor leagues. Yesterday Presi- 
dent Johnson explained the hardships en- 
tailed upon the Western and other minor 
leagues by the present drafting system, and 
explained the arguments he would advance 
in seeking to get a correction of the same 
by the major league. 

“The present national agreement,” sad 
he, ** has been in force two years, and ample 
opportunity has been given to disclose its 
gnerits and defects. We concede the agree- 
ment has strong and redeeming features, 
yet in some respects it has worked hard- 
ships to the Western league. It has bur- 
dened our league with additional expense 
in the way of salaries, dnd offers no pro- 
tection to the club-owner who is disposed 
to spend a liberal sum on the collection of 
strong material for his ball team. 


Discourages Minor League Enterprise. 
“The present system of drafting play- 
ere should be regulated,’’ continued Mr. John- 
gon, “and the drafting price should be in- 
creased. There are five cities in the West- 
erh league which have supported at one time 
or another a National league or an Ameri- 
can-association club. The patrons of the 
game in those cities have a keen apprecia- 
tion of the very best article of ball. Under 
existing restrictions it is difficult to ele- 
vate the standard of play in the Western 
e. According to the provisions of the 
drafting rule now in force a league club can 
@raft any number of players from a club in 
cur league. Deprive a club of two of its 
best players and you leave a breach that it 
is difficult to fill. Take five men from a 
team and you practically wreck it. That 
has been done under the present drafting 
gyvstem. A year ago the Minneapolis club 
was thoroughly riddled. Players in high 
favor with the public were snatched away 
and because the market offered nothing as 
good the club owners were forced to fill 
tiie vacancies with men of inferior ability. 
What was the result? The club dropped 
from first to sixth place, the patronage 
dwindled to nothing, and the stockholders 
lost thousands of dollars. 

“Two players are alla club can afford to 
lose through a draft. The fierce competi- 
tien which prevails among the clubs of the 
national organization spurs the managers 
on to reckless extravagance. Their nets 
are cast to right and left for desirable 
young timber. Players with but one year’s 
experience in a minor league are picked up 
and given a brief trialin the spring. Two 
thirds of them are farmed or cut adrift. 

.They were not thoroughly equipped for 
league company. Players of this grade are 
returned to the minor league with salaries 
inflated and they are a drag rather thana 
holp to the clubs to which they are allotted. 


Important Change Recommended. 


** Roger Denzer was plucked too soon by 
Chicago. One more year under Captain 
_Comiskey'’s guidance would have made him 
a@ great pitcher. A rule providing a player 
must serve two years in a minor league be- 
fore he is eligible to the draft would be a 
real benefit to the National league club 
- Owner, and would not serve as a detriment 
_to the player. Two years of training and 
experience in the Western league would 
amply test a player's ability to take a posi- 
tion in National league company. Experi- 
enced managers will tell you how great a 
hardship it is to have a clugbroken up every 
fall by the draft. It means the replacing of 
your old and best players with new and un- 
tried men. The experiment is costly. It is 
throvgh that channel Western league clubs 
have lost thousands of dollars. 

“* The drafting price for clubs in class A 
fs much too small. The very fact that play- 
ers can be had for such a small sum is apt 

encourage sharp practice, and I regret 
say the spirit and purpose of the draft 
have been on several! occasions abused. 

“Western league clubs have not stopped 
at paying $500 and more for desirable play- 

s. In eight cases out of ten a club draft- 
a player can sell him back to the West- 
ern at the price paid for his release.’’ 

‘Mr. Johnson then proceeded to cite some 
of the instances in which his league had 

’ guffered financially as a result of the draft- 
ing system: . 
~ *“* Mertes, when he was a member of the 
St, Paul chub, drew a salary of $165 a month. 
He was bought by the Philadelphia ciub, 
and das he was unable to hold his 8wn in 
National league company ‘was returned to 
the Western organization the last season. 
Mr. Loftus was forced to accept him on the 
terms of his Philadelphia contract, which 
Was $250 a month. 


Case of First Baseman Cary. 


** Hulen furnishes a similar example. With 
the Minneapolis club he drew $175 a month. 
Qne year’s experience in the National league 
inflated his salary to $250 a month. In al- 
most every instance where a Western league

up, there is not sufficient inducement to en- 
courage the Western league managers in 
developing young players. Every time a 
youngster shows any promise at all he is 
snatched up by a major league club, and 
the tendency among Western league owners 
is to pick up the discarded material from the 
older organization, knowing that they will 
have a fair chance of retaining them from 
year to year. With some plan that would 
provide for the drafting of players every sec- 
ond year the managers of the Western 
league would feel more disposed to branch 
out and develop young timber.”’ 


ANOTHER SYNDICATE TO RULE. 


English Capitalists Secure Control of 
the Revenues of the San Do- 
mingo Government. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 30.—According to 
@ message just received at the Department 
of State from Consul Powell, dated at Port 
au Prince, Oct. 11, an English syndicate has 
secured charge of the customs revenue of the 
Republic of Santa Domingo for a period of 
100 years, by making a loan of $7,500,000 to 
the local government. 

According to the terms of the loan the 
syndicate takes charge of the custom- 
houses of the republic, receives and collects 
all duties on imports and exports, and pays 
over to the government a certain percentage 
of the revenue thus derived for the current 
expenses ofthe government. This syndicate 
agrees to pay all the outstanding obliga- 
tions of the government, to pay the amount 
of the debt owed to the American syndicate 
that at present holds control of the customs 
revenue. They are also given control of the 
railroad running to Puerto Plata, and au- 
thority to build such other railroads to the 
interior or to such other places as they niay 
desire. The government concedes to them 
the right to make improvements as the ex- 
igency of the case may warrant. It is also 
stipulated that the government shall not 
seek to require another loan from any source 
under five vears. The bonds of this syndicate 


are for £100 at £60, interest 6 per cent per an- 


num. 
Mr. Powell adds that the English Consul 
left on the morning of the date of his letter 
on the steamer to sign the protocol of agree- 
ment on the part of the syndicate. Mr. 
Powell also expresses the fear that some 
concessions have been made on the part of 
President Henreaux that the English gov- 
ernment shall secure quasi possession of 
Samana Bay. 


TAKES A PICTURE OF A METEOR. 


Harvard Observatory Succeeds After 
Long Effort in Photographing a 
Meteoric Spectrum. 


Cambridge, Mass., Oct. 30.—[Special.]—For 
several years the Harvard observatory has 
been engaged in photographing, both in 
Cambridge and Peru, the spectra of all stars 
above the eighth magnitude. Professor 
Pickering hoped when this work was under- 
taken that a meteor would some time cross 
the field of one of the photographic prisms 
while taking the spectra, but this did not 
occur until recently. 

The observatory now possesses an excel- 
lent photograph of a meteoric spectrum, the 
first that is known to have been obtained. 


The photograph is of considerable impor- 


tance, for although the composition of the 
meteorites that have fallen to the earth is 
well known, this spectrum will determine 
the condition of shooting stars and meteor- 
ites before the great heat engendered in 
passing through the atmosphere has had 
time to consume the more fusible compon- 
ents. 

The deductions from this meteoric spec- 
trum will be announced in full in the next 
bulletin of the observatory. 


TO SOFTEN WATER. 


Women who have only very hard water 
in which to wash their faces and hands will 
find that such water is much improved for 
toilet use if it is boiled and stood in the 
sun for three or four days. The water is 
softened by the action of the air and sun. 
A large pitcherful or a larger quantity may 
be made ready at one time. 


YET ANEW VICTORY. 


Edison Can Recover the Iron 
‘in Low-Grade Ores. 


SECRET OF THE PROCESS. 


Collects the Powdered Metal by 
Electro-Magnets. 


RESULT OF YEARS OF LABOR. 


EW YORK, Oct. 30.—Thomas A. Edi- 
son has discovered a process of 
recovering by means of electricity 
the iron contained in low-grade ores, 
according to the Electrical Review, 

which expresses the opinion that it will have 
a far-reaching effect upon the iron industry 
throughout the world. 

_ For the last six years, according to an 
announcement which the Review now 
makes, Mr. Ed fson has been working quietly 
and steadily to solve the problem. His ex- 
periments have been carried on at the old 
Ogden iron mines, a few miles from Dover, 
N. J., and he has spent about $3,000,000 of 
his own money to achieve success. The 
plant where the new process was first tried 
and then brought to perfection covers sev- 
eral acres of ground, and is part of a tract 
of 3,000 acres of mountain land, which, Mr. 
Edison says, contains 200,000,000 tons of 
low-grade ore, and from which, he declares, 
by this new process, 50,000,000 tons of iron 
can be produced. His plant, though more 
of an experiment station than a commercial 
enterprise, is today capable of producing 
daily from 1,000 to 1,500 tons of almost chem- 
ically pure iron. 


Controls All Known Magnetite. 

The extent of Mr. Edison’s operations, it 
is said, may be judged from the fact that 
he now controls all the known tracts of 
magnetite in the United States. He pur- 
chased large blocks of land, until he has 
now accumulated 16,000 acres in New York, 
New Jersey, and Pennsylvania. 

Like the majority of his inventions, this 
latest achievement of Mr. Edison, accord- 
ing to the newspaper's description of it, is 
comparatively simple. It consists in apply- 
ing the principle of the magnet, but on a 
tremendous scale. By this means he draws 
the little black particles‘of ore from the pul- 
verized rock. In brief, his process consists 
in blasting the ore from the mountain sides, 
and then by means of steam shovels and 
miniature railroad cars conveying it to 
massive crushers, where it is broken up and 
passed on to other mills, and there is pul- 
verized. The powder is then allowed to fall 
in proximity te electro-magnets, which de- 
flect the iron to one side, while the non- 
metallic matter falls by gravity to the other 
side. From the time the ore is blasted until 
it is resolved into this metallic form and 
compressed into briquettes for shipment the 
process is entirely automatic. 

Of his success Mr. Edison says: “ I believe 
that this piece of work is thoroughly de- 
veloped. Every operation and every process 
is now on a practical basis, and I think my 
work is done.’’ 


Compliments Mr. Edison. 

In congratulating Mr. Edison on his 
achievement the Electrical Review says: 
‘This new great triumph gives new ideas 
of the dogged determination and constant 
courage of this man of mental equipment 
and physical vigor, who seems unable to 
cease from an undertaking until success 
comes.”’ 

Charles W. Price, editor of the journal 
quoted, which tells of the discovery in detail, 
was asked recently about the statement 
that the inventor had expended nearly 
$3,000,000 before receiving any return. He 
said: ‘‘ I believe these figures to be approx- 


| imately 


correct. Edison, from his own 
means, put in $2,500,000, and about $500,000 
came from others. Although he is a rich 
man, with a large income independent of 
investments, from royalties, etc., there was 
a time some eighteen months ago when it 
looked as if his entire fortune would be 
required to carry the work through. With 
wise forethought, I understand, he secured 
his family with stocks and property, and 
then redoubled his energies. He never in all 
my interviews with him seemed to have a 
thovght of failure, but, of course, desired 
to provide against accident to himself. 

“It is said that shortly after the work 
was well begun Edison took $1,000,000 that he 
had laid away in government bonds and in- 
vested it in experiments as a preliminary. 
It would seem now that he knéw what he 
was doing. His faith was really sublime, 
with the experts all against him.” 


FOUND DEAD AT HIS DOORWAY. 


John Bauch of Freeport Killed by Un- 
known Parties at the Door 
of His Home. 


Freeport, Ill., Oct. 30.—[Special.]—The 
dead, but still warm, body of John Bauch, a 
young man 24 years old, was found in his 
father’s lawn, in the southeast edge of town, 
at 6:15 o’clock this morning. A bullet hole 
in his abdomen told the manner of his death. 

The discovery was made by his sister 
Mary, who, as ugual, went to his room to call 
him. The room was empty and the bed had 
not been occupied. Shortly after she looked 
out of the window and saw his body on the 
grass. No weapon was found, neither were 
there any powder marks upon his clothes or 
person, which precludes the idea of suicide. 

There is little doubt that it is a case of 
murder, perhaps with robbery as a motive. 
Bauch spent the evening down-town until 
11:30 o’clock, playing pool and card; and 
drinking a few glasses of beer. At 10 
o’clock he was seen to have a $10 bill, but 
when the body was found there was only 20 
cents upon his person. 


WINDFALL FOR A POOR MAN. 


Carl Herbig: of Freeport Receives 
Money Lost by His Wife Twen- 
ty-five Years Ago. 


Freeport, Ill, Oct. 30.—[Special.]—Carl 
Herbig, city scavenger, was agreeably sur- 
prised last evening. At 7 o’clock he an- 
swered a rap at his door and found two 
strangers there, one of whom slunk back 
into the darkness. The other inquired 
whether Mrs. Herbig had not lost a pocket- 
book containing $88 at Elery, this county, 
twenty-five years ago. Herbig answered 
that she had, whereupon the stranger hand- 
ed him $150, telling him that he had found 
the money and that $62 was for interest. 
The men then walked off without further ex- 
planation. The Herbig family are poor, and 
the windfall was very welcome. 


HAS TOO MUCH SILVER IN IT. 


St. Louis Counterfeit Dollar Proves 
Better than Those Made by 
Uncle Sam. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 30.—Counterfeit silver 
dollars of greater weight and fineness than 
those turned out from Uncle Sam’s minis 
are the latest in the coinmakers’ art, and 
St. Louis is the first city to suffer from 
them. For the last week St. Louis bank 
tellers have been accepting the counterfeits 
in question without hesitation. It was only 
when they reached the St. Louis Subtreasury 
that the spurious character was detected, 

According to United States Treasurer 
Small, the coins weigh 13% grains more than 
the genuine, which weighs 412% grains. Its 
fineness is per cent, while that of the 
genuine is but 90 per cent.

N the public schools of Chicago there is 
being developed an organization unique 
in the city.

Such 
pupils of the school as wished to were in- 
vited to become members of a Clean City 
league, membership in which entailed the 
duty of doing what was possible to better 
the condition of the streets, and conferred 
the privilege of wearing a white button with 
the name of the league and the initial of 
the schoo)? lettered upon it in blue. Instruc- 
tion, disguised as merely “talks,"" was 
given in the duties of citizenship and what 
the citizen should expect as return for taxes 
paid, and to further the interests of the 
league, after hearing of the similar organi- 
gation in New York, which had received the 
support of Colofiel Waring, the head of the 
New York street cleaning bureau, the school 
sent Mrs. Paul East ‘to gather such informa- 
tion of methods as she could. 


The success of the league in the vacation 
school was greater by far than had been 
expected. The locality in which the Seward 
School is located, likesmany other localities 
of the city, at the time was sadly in need 
of the efforts of the street cleaners. Whe 
the children found ‘that they could repor 
dirty streets and neglected alleys in such 
a way as to have them cleaned they were 
impressed first by a sense of their individual 
importance, next by a feeling of personal 
responsibility; which led them to keep up 
the work. 

“In the six weeks,” said Mrs. Paul, “ the 
whole appearance of the district was 
changed. “Streets and alléys were cleaned 
and kept clean, sidewalks were built, fences 
put in order, and many improvements out- 
side the province of the league were brought 
about through its mnfluence. All that Is 
needed in such matters is example, any- 
way. I have seen the cleaning of a whole 
house brought about by the cleaning of 
the ash box in front of it-—window wash- 
ing, stair washing, and all the rest followed, 
a little at a time, through the influence of 
the standard by the clean box.

of the school will occupy a position similar 
to that of the City Superintendent of Street 
and Alley Cleaning. The members of the 
league in each school will stand in the place 
of citizens. From among them an inspector 
will be chosen. The “ citizens,”’ living in all 
parts of the school district, will have all 
parts of it under their watch without depart- 
ing from their ordinary paths to and from 
school. When any one of them notices a 
street or alley in need of cleaning or repair 
he will be expected to report the fact to the 
*‘ inspector.’ The “ inspector "’ will investi- 
gate the matter, and, if the report is cor- 
rect, inform .the principal of the school. 
The principal will forward the reports of the 
“ citizen ’’ and “‘ inspector’’ to the Bureau 
of Street and Alley Cleaning in the City 
Hall and the *“ complaint ’’ so made will re- 
ceive attention from the authorities. In 
this way it is believed that the city will be 
completely covered by an organization of 
youthful but competent critics of the work 
of the Street and Alley Cleaning department. 

But the hope of those to whom the pro- 
posal of the “Clean City league” is due 
goes even beyond this. It is thought that the 
league may ‘Influence, not only the children 
both for their present good and their future 
value as citizens, but through the children 
may reach the parents. There are many 
people in Chicago who speak no English. 
They are foreign-born and in the city live in 
districts where their native language is 
amply sufficient to cover their needs. Their 
children, however, speak English as well as 
the language of their parents, and an in- 
fluence for good, it is thought, may be ex- 
erted on the parents, whose lingual short- 
comings prevent a ready understanding of 
civic needs and municipal questions through 
the children. 

The organization of the “Clean City 
league’ in the city schools upon this line 
was proposed a week ago by Mrs. Paul and 
Miss McDowell before the Institute of Edu- 
cation, an organization of school principals. 
It met a ready approval. By a unanimous 
vote it was decided to appoint a committee 
of five to confer with Superintendent Lane 
and determine the best method of ing 
out the plan. Mayor Harrison's trip td New 
York prevented a cotiference with him on 
the subject, which had been planned for 
last week, but he is aware of the main feat- 
ures of the scheme and has promised his 
hearty support. Commissioner McGann has 
also said he will do anything in his power to 
forward the organization.

NEW STORIES OF BISMARCK. 


His Affection for His Dog—A Threat 
Carried Out—Begging 
Letters. 


Henry von Poschinger, who has published 
ten or twelve volumes regarding Prince 
Bismarck’s political career, has written a 
magazine article containing several new 
Bismarck stories. As new Bismarck stories 
are rare pieces of literature nowadays, it 
may be worth while to relate two or three 
of them. Told in Poschinger’s language 
they are: : 

“In 1877, when Bismarck’s favorite dog, 
Sultan, was dying, the Chancellor watched 
over the poor creature with such keen dis- 
tress that Count Herbert at last interfered 
and sought to lead his father away. The 
Prince took a few steps toward the door. 
Then, as he turned, he met the eyes of his 
old friend. - 

*** No, no; leave me alone,’ he exclaimed, 
as he went Wack to Sultan. When the dog 
was dead he looked up at a friend near by 
and said: 

*“** Our old German ancestors had a beau- 
tiful religious belief. They believed that 
after death they would meet in the heaven- 
ly hunting grounds all the good dogs which 
were their companions in life. I only wish 
I could believe the same.’ 

“In 1851—a year still in the shadow of the 
revolution—when the tide of political passion 
was still running very high, Bismarck en- 
tered a restaurant one day to get a glass of 
beer. A man who sat near him, and evi- 
dently was inspired by the admiration of 
several friends, began to abuse a member of 
the royal family. Bismarck looked at him 
coldly and then said: 

“*TIf you do not leave the room before I 
finish this beer I will break the glass over 
your head,’ 

“The man did not go. Bismarck emptied 
his glass slowly sip by sip. He arose, 
walked deliberately over to the man who 
had spoken insultingly of the royal family, 
and smashed the glass on his head. The 
man fell howling to the floor. Bismarck 
turned to the waiter and asked what the 
glass cost, paid the bill, and walked out 
slowly to the street. Yet at this time he 
was a man of political position and the 
recognized leader of the Conservative party. 
True to his principles, however, he took the 
offensive, attacking his opponent with the 
first weapon that came to hand. 

“The begging letters received by Bis- 
marck were to be counted by the thousand, 
When he was sick {n Varzin al] the letters 
which were not strictly private were sent 
back to Berlin to be opened and answered, 
The majority of them were found to contain 
requests for money from ‘ most obedient 
servants,” not one of whom had the slightest 
claim on Bismarck’s assistance. One of the 
officials, a particularly Systematic man, 

kept a record of these letters and the 
amounts requested by the writers. The 
sum total was 10,000,000 marks. When this 
was related to Bismarck he did not show a 
sign of a smile, but shrugged his shoulders 
and gave a look of bitter scorn. So it came 
that, seeing the meaner side of human na- 
ture, he became generally misanthropic. He

It Continues Its Career of Ex- 
pansion on All Sides. 


LABOR IN GOOD DEMAND. 


Mining, Manufacturing,and Com- 
merce Fast Increasing. 


EMIGRATION IS FALLING OFF 


AGASBAKI, Sept. 27.—Japan, the Great 

Britain of the Pacific, with 43,000,- 

000 inhabitants, is still a prosper- 

ous country—if not the most pros- 

perous, still one of the most prosper- 
ous nations of the world. It continues its 
career of expansion in all directions. Prices, 
generally speaking, have gone up by strides 
during the last few years, and wages have 
accompanied this advance, making the in- 
creased cost of living felt in every direction, 
For skilled and unskilled labor there seems 
a steady demand, and this demand has 
checked the emigration tendency and the 
colonization enterprises that have been in 
the air for the last few years. The emigra- 
tion schemes to southern Brazil have been 
stopped, and the grand coffee plantation 
scheme in Mexico ts still more or less in the 
air. Our sentimental! friends who are anx- 
ious about the Japanese laborers in the 
Hawalian Islands have no need to be so 
concerned, for employment is ready for them 
when they choose to return to their native 
country. As military colonists they may 
be useful to Japan in Hawali; as ordinary 
skilled and unskilled laborers they are need- 
ed at home. 

With the scarcity of labor in places come, 
as a natural sequence, strikes, and in this 
vicinity these have given rise to much trou- 
ble among the coal mines that abound in 
this Island of Kinshiu. In fact, so much 
trouble has been caused that at least one 
mine owner has imported coolies from 
Corea as being more tractable and equa!ly 
industrious. The Corean coolle is getting 
a good name as a sober, industrious fellow, 
and the reports from those engaged upon 
an American enterprise—the railway from 
GChemulpho to Seoul—speak well of his in- 
dustry and fidelity. Similar statements 
come concerning the Corean coolie at work 
in Russian Siberia. 


Commerce Is Increasing. 


Japan, which has discarded the silver 
standard and adopted the gold standard, the 
Same as the rest of the civilized world, is 
expanding in mining, manufacturing, and 
commerce. She lacks development in ber 
fron industry, but though the ore is said 
to exist in abundance it is not well placed 
as to its necessary coal and flux. Shipbuild- 
ing is undertaken to a considerable extent, 
but all of the material, plates, frames, riv- 
ets, etc., come out via Suez from England 
already tested and framed. 

Freights are wonderfully low, both by 
steamer and sailing vessel, so that this 
is not so much of a handicap as one may 
suppose. The government is also resuming 
shipbuilding, and there is at least one large 
cruiser laid down at Tokuska, the principal 
naval station. The increase of shipping 
owned in Japan is almost marvelous, I 
am well in bounds when I say that the ton- 
nage and number of mercantile vessels 
have doubled within the last three years. 
Orders for vessels of large size are being 
constantly placed in Great Britain, while 
the yards of Japan are busy upon vessels, 
from the little coasting steamer that is found 
in numbers upon the inland sea to the large 
deep-sea steamers for the lines that carry- 
the Japanese flag to London, Antwerp, Mel- 
bourne, Bombay, and Seattle. 


Improvement in the Navy. 


The navy is being expanded in all direc- 
tions, but principally in battleships and 
cruisers. Just at this moment the United 
States has naval supremacy on the Pacific 
Ocean. In a few months, or weeks it may 
be, the arrival of the Fuji and her sister 
ship will shift that superiority to Japan, 
and in two years the completion of two of 
the largest class of battleships yet designed 
will confirm that superiority. With no trans- 
isthmian canal and with the demands of 
the Atlantic seaboard, the United States 
requires two naval forces of fleets, one 
upon the Altantic and the other upon the 
Pacific, and, barring Hawaii and its needs, 
with the growth of our Pacific coast this 
need becomes more and more evident.. Fcr 
every two ships built on the Atlantic one 
ship should be built for and on the Pacific, 
the source of naval supply for the Aslatic 
station as well as for its own waters. 

Japan has entered into a novel phase 
politically, which its friends hope is but 
temporary. The party in power is securing 
its ascendancy by the spoils system and 
other more defensible means of corruption. 
This extends even to the granting of the 
subsidies, which are large enough to make 
the foreign lines profitable and are not ai- 
ways secured by creditable means. The of- 
ficials of Japan, which has an internal ad- 
ministration patterned somewhat after 
France, are many in number, are poorly 
paid, and the greatly increased cost of living 
affects them. As a result, corruption and 
embezzlement have increased very greatly, 
and the integrity of its official life, to which 
the Japanese used to point so proudly and 
in contrast to China, no longer exists in the 
same way as in past years. This paucity 
of income to officeholders will be a serious 
matter as prices rise and as the foreigner 
becomes subject to the new and somewhat 
experimental judicial system of Japan. 
This danger is not unknown to the rulers of 
Japan, and an increase of salary, with a 
combination of civil and criminal] jurisdic- 
tion to the Judge to reduce the number of 
the judiciary, is in contemplation. 


To Comply with Native,Forms. 


The approach of the day when the for- 
eigner is placed under the Japanese civil 
and criminal judicial system is viewed 
with fear by many foreigners fre- 
siding in Japan. The system in 
vogue in Japan has no trial by jury; but 
that is met with in continental HBurope. 
There are no Christian oaths required; but 
still, perjury exists at home. What seems 
more particularly dangerous is the want of 
weight given to the character of evidence, 
the shading and credibility due to the stand- 
ing of a witness. In civil cases the well- 
known low commercial morality of the Jap- 
anese merchant will be a serious matter 
until the merchant finds that as a matter of 
policy it will be necessary to be honest and 
faithful to his word, or he will perpetuate 
the foreign middieman in his dealings with 
the outside work. 

Formosa is still undigested by Japan, and 
this rich island bids fair to be a colonial task 
that will call for the best efforts and ad-

Second Paper, Deprecating Puablic Cir- 
culation of Their Petition to Lady 
Managers, States That the Young 
Women Are Satisfied with Their 
Treatment and That They Are Much 
Pieased with Their Surreandings— 
Signed by 145 Members. 


PAPER has been drawn up and signed 
by 145 of the permanent boarders at 
the Young Women’s Christian asso- 
clation’s home, 288 Michigan avenue, 
to the following effect: 

The young women boarding at 288 Michigan 
avenue are indignant because of the erroneous 
impressions that have been given to the public 
through various newspaper articles within the 
last few days. We wish to state that the petitivn 
signed by forty of the boarders was never intended 
for puBlication, and was given to the press without 
our knowledge or consent. 

We are boarding here because the location is 
delightful and convenient of access; because we 
have a fine new building with all modern improve- 
ments and conveniences, with clean rooms and 
wide corridors well ventilated with pure lake air; 
because we have an independence here not enjoyed 
in many boarding places. 

We consider that we are self-supporting in 
every sense of the word, and not In any sense 
objects of charity, nor in need of public eympethy 
as *‘ hungry girls.’ . We pay the price asked for 
board by the management, realising that it is as 
cheap as we can live elsewhere, exclusive of the 
convenience of access and the advantages offered 
in the cheapness of admission to the fine lecture 
courses, the gymnasium, the different literature 
and history classes, the opportunities for music 
practice, and the use of the library. 


Proper to Practice Economy. 


We realize that In order to make this institution 
possible the management assumed a heavy in- 
debtedness, and that it behooves them to practice 
economy in order to meet expenses and pay the 
indebtedness. We wish to state that we, as board- 
ers, can see that the management cannot afford to 
pay nurses to take eare of the sick among #00 
women, but that when we are in need of atten- 
tion, we gladly and in all sympathy wait upon 
one another. No transient guest, coming in un- 
acquainted, need suffer, for a maid enters every 
room at least twice a day, to whom the occupant 
can make her wants known, and there are always 
friendly hands ready’ to do all that can be done. 
and the superintendent sees that a physician and 
medicines are supplied night or day when needed. 

This is not a hospital, nor a reformatory, nor a 
place where all who are out of funds may remain 
indefinitely. It is a boarding place {. se.f-sup- 
porting women of good character, This being the 
design @f the ladies in erecting the building, they 
cannot fill the rooms intended for the above class 
of women with those who cannot pay their board 
and whose character is questionable, Nevertheless 
there ts constantly a number of those who are 
being allowed to remain from a few days to sev- 
eral weeks. or until the superintendent has good 
reason to inform them that they cannot be kept 
longer. Every boarding-house and hote! i obliged 
to do the same. Women who act suspicious.y are 
not encouraged to enter.or to remain with us. 
Many people from other towns and States send 
their daughters here while they are attending the 
art and music institutes, because they feel that 
they are secure as to association, etc,, and the 
reputation of the place must be sustained for this, 
as well as many other reasons. 


Place Is Self-Supporting. 


In erecting the building, the ladies of the 
board solicited subscriptions to the building and 
furnishing funds, and the public generously re- 
sponded. The relation between the managers of 
the institution and the boarders is of the nature 
of a business transaction. Many people have the 
impression that the subscriptions to this institu- 
tion are used to help support the bearders-—the fact 
being that the place tn self-supporting. 

That the dining-room service has been in- 
adequate, all admit; also that the cooking has not 
been at all times such as we feel it ought to be— 
but we have too much self-respect and too great 
an interest and pride in the institution to make 
public complaints, the object of the much d‘s- 
cussed petition being to bring our desires before 
the ladies of the. board, believing that the slight 
improvement requested would be willingly made, 
We did not know that at the time the petition was 
started a change. of cooks had already been ar- 
ranged. 

In conclusion we desire to state that we are 
hera from preference and enjoy being here. If 
anyone is inclined to accept statements that have 
been printed, we cordially invite them to visit 
our dining-room at the dnner hour, 6:30 p. rm. 
They will see about 250 animated young women, 
are and music students, school teachers, kinder- 
gartnera, elocutionists, stenographers, and book- 
keepers, and the merry din of conversation drown- 
ing all other sounds, would convince the observer 
that the Board of Managers has been wronged in 
recent reports.

rifling than lead. This projectile is forced 
through a barrel from twenty to twenty-four 
inches long, the rifling of which has about 
one turn to every eight inches. The great 
objection raised by experienced hunters to 
such an arm as this is that with the long 
range one never knows where the bullet is 
likely to bring up once it has left the gun. 
A few years ago a hunter fired at a deer at 
a distance of 183 yards, as measured-after 
death. The animal was standing at the foot 
of a slight bluff of loamy sand, in which not 
a stone or rock was to be seen. The rifle 
was fired and the deer fell, the bullet hav- 
ing gone clear through the heart and missed 
the ribs on both sides. Immediately after a 
hail was heard from a point about 200 yards 
back of the shooters, and an angry man was 
heard asking where in thunder they were 
shooting, as the bullet had just skimmed 
over his head. A close examination showed 
graze and leaf holes four feet above the 
heads of the other party of hunters, and it 
would seem that the bullet had traversed 
two sides of a triangle, from the rifle to the 
quarry, and back from the quarry to the 
other base corner of the triangle. If such 
a thing is possible with an ordinary rifie, 
sighted to 100, 150, 300, and 500 yards, what 
would be the possible result with the copper- 
sheathed bullet, low trajectory, and 2,200 
yard range in a wooded district? 

In still another case a well-known hunt- 
ing writer from the West, now residing in 
New York, chancéd upon a moese feeding

about 200 yards‘awey, and, with the idea of 
taking the second shot himself, told his 
companion, an amateur, to try the first shot. 
The bullet was seen to strike the ground 
nearly four feet in front of and about six 
feet short of the moose. When an exam- 
ination was made it was found that there 
had been twe moose feeding within a hun- 
dred yards of each ofher and that on the 
trail of the far one was blood. Following 
the trail the moose was eventually bagged, 
and it was found that the bullet had entered 
at the lower side of the stomach and was 
lodged in the fat of the hump, showing 
clearly that the animal had been hit by the 
ricochetting missile. An examination of the 
spot where the turf flew showed a flat piece 
of rock, an inch or so under the surface, 
which the bullet had hit and glanced from. 
Many similar stories might be related of the 
vagaries of glancing bullets, and the possi- 
ble dangers are making a number of hunt- 
ers very chary of going out with these new 
rifles, which, whatever advantages they may 
have in other places, are not believed to be 
suitable for deer shooting in the Hastern 
States. Apparently, English sportsmen are 
also entertaining similar fears, for a prom- 
inent big game shot recently advocated a 
restriction in the matter of the rifling. 
Both English and American hunters ap- 
pear to hold the idea that the wound inflict- 
ed by the metal-sheathed bullet fired from 
the exceedingly long-range rifle is not of the 
type best calculated to stop the game, bu 
that the, bullet will, rather, pass complete!

Transporting Men and Supplies— 
plans for Equipment Which Are 
on a Most Generous Scale. 


One of the most perfectly equipped expedi- 
tions that have ever set out for the Klondike 
gold fields will leave Chicago early next Feb-

freighted to the Yukon River, where it will 
be put t r, and the trip up the river 
begun. The boat is 61x20 feet and is a stern- 
wheel affair. It is constructed of white oak 
and ash, and is put together entirely with 
rivets and bolts. Cabin accommodations for 
twenty persons are arranged, while the en- 
gine-room and store-rooms are models in 
their way. 


Has a Combination Dynamo. 


A combination dynamo will furnish elec- 
tric light to the vessel, while thyoughout it 
is to be heated with steam. A bathroom and 
a dining-room are among the featires of the 
boat. The -hold has a capacity of thirty tons, 
and provisions for the party sufficient to last 


eighteen months can be stored beneath the 


decks. The upper deck is arranged for liv- 
ing purposes, the lower deck being devoted 
to the boiler and engine-room, and black- 
smith shop. 

A blacksmith shop, a portableesawmlll, 
seve sets of tools, a dozen electrical drills, 
, & miniature drug store, a centrifugal 
dredge, and a five-stamp mill are also in- 
cluded in the equipment. The boat can be 
éasily taken apart, and when packed for 
freighting over the trail the heavicst piece 
will not weigh more than 275 pounds. The 
total weight of the boat and its equipment 
will be less than eighty tons. A rapid fire 
gun and a sma®& arsenal are to be arranged 
in the pilot house. 

The Gypsy Queen, unlike other steamers 
now in the Klondike waters, will not rely 
upon the forests for fuel. On the contrary, 
a perfect little coal mining plant is part of 
the equipment, and coal, which is said to be 
found along the banks of the Yukon River 
in great abundance, will be mined as needed. 
With the aid of the sawmill and blacksmith 
shop any number of extra barges can be 
turned out, and three of these, with a capac- 
ity of twenty tons each, loaded with coal, 
can be easily pushed or towed by the Gypsy 
Queen. Two tons of steel will also be car- 
ried. This steel will be used in replacing 


any part of the machinery of the boat or 


mining outfit that may become broken. Any 
in fact, nearly an entire engine 
ean be built from this supply of extra metal, 
the blacksmith shop being practically a 
miniature machine shop. 


Crew Has Been Selected. 


P. D. Whitehead, President of the com- 
pany, has selected his crew for the trip. 
Captain Percy Stout will be chief engineer 
of the expedition, but the names of the other 
members of the party are withheld for the 
With the exception of Mr. White- 
head every member of the party is a prac- 
tieal miner, and has at one time in his life 
been in or near the Klondike region. 

The destination of the party is kept secret, 
but the officers of the company intimate that 
they have in view a heretofore partially ex- 


plored section of the gold fields where the 


yellow metal can be found in plenty. Ac- 
cording to the plans, after reaching its des- 
tination, the party will construct several 
light draft launches, the engine for whici 
will be carried in the. hold of the Gypsy 
Queen, and the creeks tributary to the 
Yukon River will be worked.

The munificent bequest contained in the 
will of the late George M. Pullman for the 
founding and maintaining of a free school 
of manual training for the children of resi- 
dents of Pullman or persons employed there 
entitles the donor to a place in the grati- 
tude of the people of Chicago beside those 
occupied by two other liberal and public- 
spirited citizens—Walter L. Newberry and 
John Crerar, While Mr. Pullman’s gift is 
not so large in amount as those of the found- 
ers of the Newberry and Crerar Libraries 
it is based upon conditions that will insure 
results no less far-reaching and important, 
as it contains provisions looking to its per- 
petuity and is destined to prove a constantly 
accumulating force for good to the class 
for whose benefit it is designed. The influ- 
ence of such an institution will not be iimit- 
ed to those who receive instruction and 
training within its walls, but will extend to 
other fields and indirectly affect many lives 
in ways which neither the founder nor any 
one of the present generation can foresee.

Early last week Chief of Police Kipley 
dismissed summarily over 400 policemen.

Such fortunes as theirs are possible 
only in a new country developing suddenly 
and rapidiy, and that development in the 
United States is near its close. Just asthe 
pioneers in the Klondike who are picking 
great nuggets of pure gold from the top of 
the ground will be followed by miners who 
will find nothing but rocks, from which the 
precious metal can be extracted only by 
hard labor and in small quantities, so the 
pioneers of industry will be followed by men 
who will have to be content with the re 
fractory ores of commercial enterprise. 


THE TORRENS LAW, 

The Torrens land transfer uct of 1895 was 
declared unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Court. The law was reénacted last spring 
with that feature of it stricken out, on which 
the Supreme Court based its adverse opin- 
ion. The constitutionality of the amended 
law was challenged at once. The question 
has been argued before the Supreme Court, 
and a decision may be looked for any time 
after the beginning of December. 

In one respect this law differs from nearly 
all those whose validity the court has to 
pass on. While most acts have simply a 
legislative indorsement, the Torrens law 
has also the indorsement of the voters of 
Cook Cuunty. The question whether they 
wanted the Torrens land transfer system 
has been submitted to them directly twice. 

They voted in November of 1895 by a ma- 
jority of 70,000 to put that system in opera- 
tion, They reaffirmed that vote last sum- 
mer when the question was submitted to 
them for the second time. So there can be 
no misunderstanding as to their sentiments. 
They are on record as being for the Tor- 
rens law. 

Therefore it cannot be claimed that the 
act whcse validity is now under considera- 
tion is one which is adverse to the inter- 
ests of the people, as they understand their 
interests. It cannot be charged that it is 
the work of a handful of'men who have 
devised a scheme to deprive real estate 
owners of their property and who have 
‘managed to smuggie it through the Legisla- 
ture without the approval of the people. 

This fact that the principle of the Torrens 
system has been indorsed twict by the 
voters of Cook Connty canziot fail to have 
weight with the Judges of the Supreme

Opinien Divided as to Whether the 


Line Will Increase or Lessesn the 
Value of Realty in the Central Busi- 


mess District—Question Is Consid- 
ered in a Partition Appraisal— 


Transfers Last Month Increase 
$2,299,931 Over October, 1896. 


" Owners of central business property and 
Gealers are watching with great interest the 
effect of the union loop on realestate. Since 
the project was first announced there has 
been a vigorous discussion of this matter. 
Opinion seems about evenly divided among 
dealers as to whether it will prove a benefit 
or a detriment to the property immediately 
along the right of way. There is an almost 
‘unanimous belief that the buildings within 

the loop, but not on the streets occupied by 
the elevated structure, will be considerably 
enhanced in value when the traffic is thor- 
oughly established. 

A change in the line of travel has been 
noticed since the three elevated roads have 
begun to use the loop.

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WEW SAINT ANTHONY HOSPITAL. 
Will Be Built at Nineteenth Street and 
Douglas Boulevard. 


The Most Reverend Archbishop Patrick 

A. Feehan will lay the corner stone for the 
new St. Anthony Hospital, at the corner of 
West Nineteenth street and Douglas bou- 
levard, next Sunday. When completed it 
will be one of the finest hospitals in the 
city. The building will be in modern Ger- 
man renaissance style of architecture, exe- 
cuted in buff Bedford stone, ornamented 
with a light-colored pressed brick, and with 
a tile roof surmounted by_a@ tower of the 
same material. The building will be 114 
feet long by 50 feet deep, four stories and 
basement high. It will be absolutely fire- 
proof, with all modernimprovements. Henry 
J. Schlacks, the architect, who has made 
this kind of work a specialty and is the 
architect of the new St. Paul’s Church, the 
corner stone of which will be laid today; has 
spent. considerable time studying the differ- 
ent hospitals of the country to secure new 
ideas, which have been used in this build- 
ing. 
Special attention has been given to the 
operating department, and also to the sani- 
tary equipment. Among the commendable 
features are the elevator service, the broad 
iron staircases, the splendid porches on the 
rear court, the isolation of the opérating 
departments, the system of ventilation, and 
the cheerful appearance of the facade, with 
its covered carriage entrance. 

This building is the property of an asso- 
ciation of Franciscan Sisters of the Sacred 
Heart of Joliet, Il. Mother Superior Anas- 
tasia, O. S. F., is the President of the cor- 
poration, which is well known. for its 
charitable work. These sisters originally 
founded a hospital in Avilla, Noble County, 
Ind. From there the mother house was 
transferred to Joliet, Ill., August, 1882. the 
house at Avilla being maintained as an old 
people’s home. Since then they have es- 
tablished branch hospitals in Danville, IIL; 
La Sallie, Ill; San Francisco, Cal.; and 
Freeport, Ill. The branch in Chicago, of 
which the present buikiing is an outcome, 
was ctarted in December last year at 691 
South Halsted street, with Sister Superior 
Lioba in charge. Sister Lioba, with the 
active codperation of Sister Bridgett, supe- 
rior of the Joliet hospital, has overcome all 
obstacles to the present enterprise. 

The corner stone will be laid in the after- 
noon. All the societies of the different 
Catholic parishes have been invited. They 
will march in uniform as escort to his Grace 
the Rev. Archbishop P. A. Feehan. Prepa- 
rations are being made to accommodate the 
large crowd which is expected will be pres- 
ent to witness the ceremony and hear the 
speakers. There will be short addresses in 
four different languages.

F there are cities on the playets it may soon become possible for the people of | 


the earth to see them. These are the duys of scientific surprises, when the impos- 

sible of yesterday becomes the actual of today, and this, according to Dr. Elmer 

Gates of Washington, D. C., is the latest of these new possibilities. 

Four weeks ago Dr. Gates made known a wonderful invention, by which the 
power of the microscope had been increased so as to extend its field so far beyond the ' 
scope of the ordinary microscope as that instrument went beyond the visual power of 


_ 


the naked human eye. 


Dr. Gates has succeeded in applying the same principle to the telescope, obtaining 
results with the small instrument used by him which indicate the most astonishing pos- 
sibilities when his method is applied to a great telescope like the Lick or the Yerkes. 

On Oct. 21, little more than a week ago, the Yerkes telescope, that great instru- 
ment which promises to make Chicago one of the most important points of astronom- 
ical observation in the world, perhaps the most important, was formally presented by 


its donor to the University of Chicago. 


Inthe light of this fact Dr. Gates’ invention 


possesses for Chicagoans a peculiar interest, for, if his claims are true, it opens up 
vast possibilities to the University of Chicago through its newly acquired instrument. 

With the Gates telemicroscope—so the doctor designates his new instrument—as- 
sisted by a novel method of photomicrography, which the inventor has evolved—a suc- 
cess, he would be rash who would attempt to limit the scope of future astronomical ob-

I removed from the eye piece of the 
the front lens and adjusted my 
Microscope so as to focus upon the focal 
fourth inch objective and a one inch 
to my great pleasure and sur- 
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prise, I distinctly saw the separate pine 
needles upon a single twig. Four persous 
besides myself saw the experiment and were 
pleased with the new telescope. 

The hazy condition of the atmosphere and 
the dancing of the light waves, however, 
prevented best’results when looking at very 
distant terrestrial objects. A_ scientific 
friend suggested as a test for the new tele- 
scope that I photograph a nearer object, 
so as to eliminate these obstructions. Ac- 
cordingly I focused the telescope upon the 
lines on a distant house, and.the result was 
as shown in figure 1. Then I removed the 
front lens of the telescope, inserted the one 
inch objective of the microscope with a 
two inch-ocular, adjusted the camera, and 
the result was as shown in figure 2. It will 
be secn that the telemicroscope gives with 
its lowest powers at least twenty-five times 


the greater magnification! 


What the Instrument Can Do. 


But this is a meré trifle to what the new 
instrument can do. A sixth inch lens for 
the objective of the microscope instead of 
the one inch, and the magnification be 
comes more than 500 times greater, and 
to this there is no limit except the capability 
of the art of photomicrography to pro- 
duce a picture by exceedingly faint 
light. Now, the main feature of my new 
microscope is the method by which I have 
been able to photograph with light many 
thousand times fainter than has hitherto 
been deemed possible. But the new tele- 
scope does more than merely magnify—it 


resolves or makes visible details that can- 


not be seen by the old method. And this 
is a matter of great importance, and must 
be demonstrated. This is especially neces- 
sary because the true nature and significa- 
tion of my invention of the double micro- 
scope does not seem: to have been grasped 
from my too brief description. 

It has been stated by a esp 
rofessor that every one acqua.nt 
prrepeoe knows that it is not diiticult 
to get greater magnification, but the trouble 
is to get enough light and definition. He 
hints that I have acquired a reputation for 
discovering impossible things, and the infer- 
ence is that I am still drowsily ignorant of 
the most: elementary facts in optics. mint 
the fact is that it is'this very definition ” 

increased light that I get by the new me 
time I can photograph 
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. thousand times less light than 
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immersicn lens, full tube length, one-inch 
ocular, and then, with two low-power 
lenses of large aperture, 1 wil! show details 
in that same object that cannot be seen 
with the sixteenth. And that demon- 
strates that I get better resolving power. 


Where Photomicrography Aids. 

Now to my point. I said that I must 
prove that the new telescope will resolve 
lines or details that the old telescope cannot. 
Figure 3 is the test object used for the dem- 
onstration. It consists of a checkerboard 
arangement of black and light-colored 
squares, in which the light squares consist 
of black lines closely ruled. ‘This was taken 
such a distance away from the telescope 
that with its greatest magnifying power 
these lines could not be seen. Then, to 
make it donbly sure, the card was remcved 
to a still greater distance, and then -the 
microscope was applied to the telescope, and 
these lines were not only easily seen, but 
looked as large as the stripes on our Ameri- 
can flag. 

If such excellent results can be achivved 
with a $50 two and a half inch telescope 
and a microscope with a two-third-inch 
objective, what may we not expect witha 
larger telescope and higher microscope ob- 
jective? 

“ But, halt!” cries a voice from the Pa- 
cific coust. “ You may get magnification, 
but the trouble is about the light!”’ 

Now, that is just precisely where the 
trouble was found.at the very beginning of 
my studies of the microscope, more than 
twenty years ago, and that is just. where 
the new method of photomicrugraphy comes 
to our aid, and it is just this fact which 
was made clear in my former article, and 
which I will now proceed to explain. 


Minute Quantity of Light Effective. 
In the first place, all high powers in both 
the double microscope and the telemicro- 


scope require the aid of photography to ren- 


der their images visible. Beyond a sixth 


on a sixth in the double microscope and be-- 


yond a sixth-inch objective on the te)cmi- 
croscope the human eye cannot hope to see 
the image, and I have never attempred to 
make it do so.. What I have accomplish is 
the power to photograph with such an in- 
finitesimal] quantity of light that in all for- 
mer methods of photomicrogfaphy there 
would not be the slightest trace of an image 
produced. 

All details less than the ‘ten-thousandth 
of a millimeter apart in the image wil! not 
be photographed; hence I use>a‘ second 
microscope to-separate these details to a 
greater distance before . photographing 
them. 7 

But when with a single microscope we u 


lenses of high power the aperture for the 
admission of light becomes so smal! that 


only a faint image is produced, and when a 
second microscope is applied to the first this 
light becomes. less still. .Before I achieved 
my recent results photographs had been 
made with a magnification of at least 10,000 
diametérs? that means 100,000,000 times 
the area of the object—that is, any given de 
tail in the image was produced with but the 
one-hundred millionth as much light as 


| comes from an equal area of the object. 


This seems a very faint light already. 


’ graph with only 
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of that much light, because I did not use a 
lens of small aperture, like a sixteenth, the 
hole in which is not larger than one of the 
periods with which this article is puncfuat- 
ed, nor a seventy-fifth, the hole of which 
is still smaller, but instead I used large 
sixth-inch objectives in each microscope, 
and got a magnification far beyond that 
which any single objective has ever made. 
When the hole for the passage of light 
through a lens—that is, when the aperture 
becomes too small, it acts like a pinhole or 
a very narrow slit or scratch. . It defracts 
the light and breaks it up into various col- 
ors, thus interfering with the formation of 
a good image, and wasting light that other- 
wise would act chemically on the sensitive 


plate. 


How to Use Less Light. 

There is a way to use still less light than 
the one thirteen-hundredth of the one hun- 
dred-miilionth of the intensity of the ob- 
ject—namely: to take the dust and vapor 
out of the camera and microscope. These 
particles not only waste the rays by inter- 
cepting them, but they defract them, and 
thus each particle gives various colored 
rays in all directions, impeding the rays 
which should form the image and thus in 
two ways wasting the light. These par- 
ticles also reflect light on the sensitive plate, 
and photograph themselves faster than the 
image~is being photographed. 1 find by 
several tests that elimination of dust and 
vapor permits of the use of at least one- 
hundredth less ltight—that is, with the one- 
hundredth of.the one thirteen-hundredth of 
the one hundred-millionth of the intensity 
of the light .which comes from the object. 
This is equal to a magnification of three and 
a half million diameters, or an are of twclve 
trillion, and I have made one photograph— 
a very poor one—of such a magnificatoon. 

But there is another still more important 
obstacle to. photomicrography with very 
faint light—namely: the leakage of ex- 
‘traneous actinic rays into the cnmera and 
‘microscope* tubes through the joints and 
walls of wood and leather. These rays 
may leak in and act on the sensitive plate 
more rapidly than the image rays;-but even 
if the light from leakage is not as strong 
as the very faint light from the image, it 
serves to cloud the picture. : 


How to Prevent. Leakage. 

If there ‘is no leakage of light the plate 
can be exposed. for. hours, and even days 
and weeks, allowing the rays.to act cumu- 
latively. If only one-tenth less light could 
be used,:if there were'no leakage, that 
would make possibly from ten to thirty 
million diameters. Hence, I inclose the 
microscopes and camera within a room or 
box $0 constructed with different sub- 
stances in its walls that no actinic rays can 
enter. 

.. Then I also shield from light all that space 
between the condenser and‘the first object- 
ive, thus eliminating much waste of light 
by interference at these points. ‘This still 


| further extends the limit of faintness at 


which photomicrography is possible. 
Then, again, I propose to use one-colored 
light for highest powers, and to build the 
microscope especially for that particular 
wave length. It is well known that the 


all fall at the same plane several other 
lenses. are introduced to correct what is 
called chromatic aberration. These lenses 
are not aids to magnification or resolving 
power, but are introduced to correct for 
these rays of different color. Now, I am 
building a microscope especially for one- 
colored light, and so far as I know it will 
be the first of its kind. It will need correc- 
tion for spherical aberration only. Being 
less thickness of glass across the path of 
the rays, there will be tess loss of light. 
There will also be lese loss resulting from 
interference between different colored rays. 
This still further extends the limit of faint 
light. photography. 

By using one-colored light a much greater 
quantity can be focused on the object with- 
out danger of the condenser acting as a 
burning glass to destroy what is being 
examined. I am arranging to use large 
prisms, so as to get a large area of one-col- 
ored light, and’ then, by condensing and 
parallelizing lenses, I desire te reduce it 
to a beam several] hundred or a thousand 
times less than its original area. I can, 
judging from some former experiments, put 
at least 100 times more than the usual 
amount of light through the microscope, 

New Art of Photography Evolved. 

It must be evident that by these improve- 
ments there arises a new art of photogra- 
phy, and that faintness of image is no detri- 
ment to the new microscope, but makes it 
possible. The limit is doubtless far beyond: 
three and a half million diameters, and is a 
photochemic limit. We may imagine that 
when the rays become too weak they will 
fail to dissociate the silver salt, no matter 
how long they act. Even this limit can be 
extended by heating the plate. But the 
photochemic limit is far, far beyond ten 
million diameters. , 

All this explanation has been necessary 
to show how the new telescope expects to 
photograph with faint images. The prin- 
ciples of the double microscope are all ap- 
plicable to the telescope, requiring but lit- 
tle further invention and technique. 


Third Microscope Employed. 

I may remark that I have applied a third 
microseope to the, double microscope with 
the results conformable,to the laws goyern- 
ing the two in combination. 

I regret that I have not the facilities to 
follow out the further improvement of the 
telescope. To do so I would need a some- 
what better telescope—say. a six'or eight 
inch—and a siderostat. I would gladly de- 
vote more time also to the perfection of the 
microscope and to building an entirely new 
instrument throughout. . ; 

The first special use which I shall make of 
the double microscope will be in the study of 
cellular psychology, to determine what 
structural and metabolic changes result 


from each kind of mental activity in the.

we may hope better to 


how best to regulate and apply each of the 
mental! functions. 

The mind alone can enjoy and suffer, and 
it is the mind that discovers the sciences and 
applies the arts. The mind includes all there 
is of intellection, emotion, action and moral 
and aesthetic life. To get more mind and 
to learn how to use it is the secret of Ife. 
Therefore I am happy in the knowledge that 
we have an instrument which will extend 
our knowledge of mind, and an instrument 
which will extend our acquaintance with 
that larger whole, the cosmic universe, in 
which we are functional parts. 


Practical Results of the Discovery. 


To sum up and point out the practical 
value to astronomers of the new method: 

“A ten-inch telescope magnifies about five 
hundred to six hundred times and brings the 
moon from one thousand miles to five hun- 
dred miles from the earth, and ‘an object 
half a mile wide could be seen, because such 
an object would subtend an angle of forty- 
three hundredth seconds of longitude, which 
is near the limit of visibility. . If the object 
were a long line or streak a somewhat less 
diameter would be visible. With larger tele- 
scopes the power, under favorable condi- 
tions, can be carried at least twice as high, 
and with the Yerkes telescope .probably 
three or four times as high, and it is with- 
in the limits of possibility that the present 


form of the refracting telescope could be ' 


made to magnify from six thousand to ten 
thousand diameters. 

“Fig..4 is a picture as seen in ordinary 
telescopes of the Archimedes and the Apen- 
nines range of mountains on the moon, 
showing distinctly the wonderful craters 
and the shadows cast by the mountain 
peaks. : 

. “Fig. 5 is the picture of a normal lunar 
crater, as seen in an ordinary telescope. So 
much for the revelations in regard to what 
the refracting telescope has taught us about 
the lunar surface. 

_ “Now what may we expect to accomplish 
in.advance of this by means of the new tele- 
microscope? The illustrations today pre- 
sented prove conclusively that with the low- 
est and cheapest of microscopic objectives 
and with a toy telescope the power of the 
instrument has been augmented at least 
twenty-five times.’ If no further improve- 
ment could be expected by the new method 
this would mean that a ten-inch telescope 
can be made to magnify twenty-five thou- 
sand diameters, which is by far beyond the 
range of the. best existing instruments. If 
thenew method be applied to the best of ex- 
isting instruments and if we expect only 
such results as we have already obtained 
it will augment their power twenty-five 
times. 

“This means that we can see an object 
upon the moon, through a ten-inch tele- 
scope, with a width of one twenty-fifth of a 
half mile; that is, we, have reached the 


ry &, 


like a habitation if we had any reason to ex- 
pect to find any form of life upon the moon. 
But as the moon has no atmosphere we need 
not expect to make such a discovery, A 
study of the physiography of the moon’s sur 
face, made with this instrument, would be 


of the highest interest to science. It must 


be remembered that these calculations are 
based ngt upon what we expect the new in- 
struments might do,. but upon proofs of 
what magnification it has actually accom- 
plished, and that better results have already 
been obtained in the Chevy Chase labora- 
tory than twenty-five diameters. If in- 
stead of a two-third inch vbjective upon a 
microscope we use a one-sixth inch, the 
magnification will be at least four hundred 
times greater. This means that quite small 
objects may perhaps be photographed. I 
have given proof that a new method of pho- 
tography has been discovered which makes 
it possible to photograph with at least the 
one hundred-thousandth part of the amount 


of light that has hitherto been deemed nec-* 


essary. . 
“Mars has recently come into more inter-

the surface. Perciva] Lowell, in his recent 
book upon Mars, has given interesting evi- 
dence which tends to show that these canals

sible. I have shown experiments to a num. 
ber of people in my laboratory wherein I 
secured a magnification at least two hun- 
dred times greater! It must be remem- 
bered that even this lies at the very thresh-

Neither side has a 
monopoly of the talking or of the argu- 
ments. It is the biggest question which has 
arisen on the wheeling horizon since the 
introduction of the pneumatic tire. 

The arguments in favor of the new gearing 
are many and varied. It is claimed that a 
bicycle provided with the mechanism will 
go faster and further with less effort than 
a chain driven wheel; is much easier to keep 
clean; has no lost motion or “ back lash = 
to its pedals and machinery; has its driv- 
ing parts always thoroughly lubricated and 
protected from dust and water; will not 
catch and tear the clothing of the rider, and 
improves in ease of running with use. Put 
in a few words, this means that the gear Is 
inclosed and has less friction. 

On ‘the other hand, the opponents of the 
new gearing declare it possesses more fric-

any that have played the position. He 
gets down under kicks with remarkable 
rapidity and seems able to judge the exact 
spot where the” ball is falling. Dickson 
has not had, owing to his injury, a chance 
to do his regular playing this year, but his 
record is first-class. Hedges, who replaces 
him, is more than twenty pounds lighter, 
but is a hard worker and a good tackler. 
Naturally he can not break up interference 
as Dickson did. 

The great question that naturally presents 
itself to Pennsylvania adherents is just how 
this year’s team will compare with Har- 
vard. Today the Pennsylvania team out- 
classes the Cambridge men. The type of 
game they play is far higher and their form 
is much better. Individually, Cabot is a 
better man than Boyle, Dickson, Hedges, or 
Weeks. Moulton, while not up to Cabot, 


‘fs fairly matched with the other Penneryl- 


vania ends, the scales turning a little in fa- 
vor of Dickson or Boyle, but 
Hedges or Weeks. When it comes to tack- 
les Harvard cannot match up with Outland, 
Goodman, or Carnett. Wheeler is big 
enough, but slow, Donald is quick enough, 
but lamed, and unless Haughton should be 
put up Mills, Swain, or Lee are not up to the 
men they would meet. 


Harvard’s Guards Better. 


At guards, with Shaw and Bouve in their 
prime, Harvard has a little the call, especial- 
ly in experience. The game these two men 
put up last year against Princeton was bet- 
ter than Hare and MeCracken are likely to 
show this season. But these men are not in 
first-class condition, and neither Jaffray, 
Haskell, nor Wheeler, if moved in to guard, 
is up to the Pennsylvania standard. The 
Pennsylvania men are the more active, per- 
haps, but all the advantage of experience in 
big games is with the Harvard guards. At 
center Doucette is a stronger man than 
Overfield, but he has more weight to carry, 
and cannot possibly make himself as ubiqul- 
tous as his rival. Both get the ball back 
with fair regularity. Doucette is stronger 
against plays directed at the center of the 
line, and, although the Harvard's method 
of defense differs from Pennsylvania’s in the 
play of the center men, I am inclined to 
think that Harvard will hold her own there 
better than at some other points. 

In quarter backs neither teAm has as yet 
stopped experimenting. Garrison seems to 
be the latest choice at Cambridge, and he 
compares fairly with either Hedges or 
Weeks, and is certainly as good as For- 
tescue, so far as they have been tried out. 
Cochran is not as strong, but has a lot of 
pluck, and would fight till he dropped if he 
were put in. Physically he is not as strong 
as Hedges. In the half backs there will be 
a singular contrast if both teams go on as 
they are now tending. In such an event 
Harvard will have Dibblee and Sawin, two 
brilliant runners—the former especially so 
in an open field, but up to this point fairly 
suffocated by the slow Harvard interfer- 
ence, which has not yet quickened up to 
anything like the pace required by such a 
runner. He is only at home when he shoots 
out from behind the muffler with an open 
end run. Sawin is more adapted to follow- 
ing the interference, but he, too, is fast for it. 


Penn’s Quick Interference. 


The Pennsylvania interference, on the 
other hand, is traveling rapidly and swings 
the half backs along in good style. Good. 
hard smashing into that interference would 
be more likely to upset the runner than the 
same defense employed against Harvard, 
but it will be‘ hard matter to smash it, just 
the same, at its present rate of speed. Mo- 
rice and Jacksen are much sturdier that 
Dibblee, Sullivan, and even than Sawin or 
Cozzens, although Sawin is pretty well put 
together. On the defense both teams count 
strongly upon their line work, but if it 
really comes to meeting runners after they 
have passed the line the weight and strength 
of Pennsylvania should be an advantage. 
Minds or Walker, both of them, at presert 
are putting up a steadier, more reliable 
game than Haughton, and Warren ts com- 
paratively untried. 

It is said that at Cambridge every one is 
saying *“*‘ We must at any rate defeat Penn- 
sylvania this year.” That feeling and its 
effect upon coaches and team means that 
Harvard will put in “an awful brace *’*bo- 
tween now and the time of leaving for Phila- 
delphia, but it will be needed if Pennsylva- 
nia goes on with her development. Taking

tion than the present chain mechanism. 
They insist that if the frame of the bicycle 
springs in the least out of line on account 
of the jarring on heavy roads, for instance, 
it is bound to cause the greatest amount 
of entanglement among the cogs and re- 
sult in serious difficulty in running. Bar- 
ring the fact that they fear the new wheel 
will not run as easily as the old, they recog- 
nize considerable improvement in the use 
of the chainless gear. 


Use Will Show. 


The question which comes up therefore 
ts merely an issue of fact. Nothing but prac- 
tical trials of the new wheel will convince 
either side, and it is by thia method, as in 
ihe case of the safety wheel and the pneu- 
matic tire, that the new wheel must stand 
or fall. And this coming season of wheel- 
riding is going.to give every opportunity for 
tne test, for several makes of the new 
ehainless wheel are already on the market 
tor 15898, 

lt has taken several years to produce a 
chainiess bicycle which is good enough to 
enter the ring with the present standard 
make. In 1885 the first patent on the ap- 
plication of a bevel gear to a bicycle was 
tuken out, and now there are over 300 pat- 
ents for direct gearing in the United States 
and England alone, to say nothing of 
France and Germany. Thus it is evident 
that many mechanical minds have been at 
work on the problem in that time, and that 
varying degrees of success have been ob- 
tsuned. Here are some of the constructions 
emplcyed to get rid of the use of a chain: 

A leather belt. 

A metallic band with holes to engage 
sprockets. 

Pneumatic and hydraulic transmission. 

Toggle joint and crank combination. 

A wire rope, with or without projections. 

Cranks and connecting rod. P 

Double crank, with shifting connecting 
rod. 

A combination of cams and rollers. 

Lever and crank, with or without oscillat- 
ing fulcrum. 

A row of spur gears between driving cen- 
ters. 

Some form of clutch or ratchet with lever. 

A train of balls engaging sockets in the 
eprockets. 

Balis working in spiral grooves on axles. 

Combination of spur gears and friction 
roller. 

Pin-wheel gearing. 

Shaft and bevel gears. 

Of all these schemes tried by the bicycle 


| 
inventor the last two now seem to be the 


ones selected to lead the fight against the 
chain. One of these possesses three ordi- 
nary gear wheels, the other a revolving 
shaft and two sets_of bevel gears. Both of 
them own almost similar advantages over 
the chain and sprocket machines, and both 
are to be on the 1898 market for the judg- 
ment of the public. 

People who rode the bicycle four years 
ago in Chicago remember a chainless geared 
wheel which appeared here at that time. A 
fairly large number of them were sold and 
were tried on the road by numerous riders 
who desired novelties. The result was not 
extremely unfavorable to the opponents 
of the chain, but the company manufactur- 
ing the wheels falled*and their production 
was stopped. Some few of these first bevel- 
geared machines are still running and have 
done well. They were the forerunners of 
the army of chainless bicycles which the 
cycling men say is going to invade the coun- 
try next spring. ‘ 

The construction of the bevel-geared 
wheel is simple theoretically, but has been 
found to be a matter of greatest nicety in 
actual practice. At the pedals, where the 
ordinary sprocket wheel is located on a 
chain bearing wheel, is a small bevel-geared 
wheel, turning another at right angles to 
it and fastened to the end of a small steel 
shaft. The shaft runs through the center 
of a hollow piece of the frame tubing to 
the axle of the rear wheel, to which a re- 
verse pair of gears transmits the motion 
of the pedals. This little shaft is mounted 
at each end on a ball bearing of latest con- 
struction and minimum friction. Gear 
wheels, shaft, and all are inclosed in a wa- 
ter and dust proof case, which is filled with 
oll to make the running easy. 


About Bevel Gears. 


At first thought this construction appears 
most simple and practicable. But there 
were a dozen difficulties in the way of mak- 
ing it which presented themselves as soon 
as the building was attempted. The first 
matter of cutting the gears so that they 
would fit-exactly and prould roll into each 
other without any slipping or friction has 
proved to be extremely difficult. Special 
machines had to be made for the purpose, 
and experiments by the hundred conducted 
to get the exact form of the teeth tn each 
wheel determined and reproduced. Then, 
when this was accomplished so that the 
chain of gearing would run smoothly, it 
was found that the least variation of align- 
ment caused a tremedous amount of fric- 
tion, and undid all the work of producing 
the perfect cogs. 

To remedy this difficulty the first bevel- 
geared wheels were made with an unusual 
strength of tubing in.the back portions of 
the fork, making them weigh as high as 
thirty-eight pounds. This has since been 
avoided to a large extent by the use of nickel 
steel in the tubing, which gives rigidity 
without a greatly increased weight. Still 
the new machines are open to this criticism, 
made by their opponents—that all side 
strains and heavy jars of rough road riding 
tend to make a binding of the gear, and 
hence greatly increase the friction, 

Another problem which presented itself 
after bevel-geared machines were being rid- 
den experimentally was the wear on the 
toothed wheels. This was found to be small 
where they were perfectly made, but it 
necessitated hardening the gearing until it 
was practically wear-proof. For this was 
required fine work in tempering the gear 
wheels after they were cut, since the opera- 
tion, unless conducted with the greatest 
nicety, is likely to warp and shrink the steel 
casting and throw the teeth out of true. 
Special devices are required for this work, 
and many gear wheels are ruined in the 
process of cooling. 


Neater than Chains. 


When the wheel is completed it makes an 
unusually neat appearance, since the chain 
is entirely absent and the driving mechan- 
ism inclosed and hidden. There is no danger 
of catching clothes or fingers in the chain 
and no necessity of cleaning the moving 
parts after each muddy ride in the country. 
More than that, it is claimed that the longer 
these gears are used the more perfect the 
bearing surfaces of the teeth become, and 
consequently the easier the wheel runs. In 
the chain and sprocket gear it is well known 
the reverse of the case is true, since, as 
the links and rivets of the chain wear down, 
the distance between links, or the “‘ pitch,’’ 
changes and ceases to fit the teeth of the 


one, which reaches nearly to the rear axle, 
and the third is on the rear axle itself, The 
large middie wheel ts hollow in the center 
and is supported on a row of balls around 
the entire inside, giving an extremely easy. 
running bearing. This train of gears is all 
inclosed in a water and dust proof casing 
filled with oil. The appearance of the bicy- 
cle when finished is not quite so prepossess- 
ing as in the case of the bevel-geared ma- 
chine on account of the large middle gear 
wheel, but it is more attractive than the 
chain wheels in use. The arguments ad- 
vanced in favor of one type of chainless 
bicycle apply in general to the other. 

In practice the chainless wheels have been 
used to some considerable extent abroad, 
but in this country it will require another 
season to demonstrate their worth. Wheel- 
men on this side of the water are eagerly 
getting opinions from the foreign users of 
the new machines, in consequence, to get an 
idea of the possibilities In the type. The 
most encouraging report which has come 
from there lately is the account of the re- 
markable ride made by the French 
rider Constant Huret on the asphalt 
track at the Pare de Princes, 
Paris, last August. He rode a chainless 
wheel with a bevel gear made in France 
and broke all records from 100 miles up to 
550 miles, and for twenty-four hours’ rid- 
ing. His total distance for the twenty-four 
hours was 564 miles, 1,510 yards, breaking 
the world’s record held by Rivierre nearly 
thirty-one miles. During the first hour 
of this ride Huret rode at a two-minute clip, 
falling but 300 yards short of thirty miles. 


Victory in America. 

The one notable victory which the chain- 
less wheel has scored on this side of the 
water was the award made to it at the 
American Institute Fair in New York City 
this month. Professors Woolson and Fried- 
man of Columbia College gave a bevel- 
geared machine there the first premium, 
pronouncing it the ‘* bicycle of the future.” 

The latest phase of the agitation over the 
new type of wheels is a threatened attack 
on the patents controlling their manufac- 
ture. In the United States one company has 
secured the majority of these patents and 
is attempting to control the output of the 
machines through its own factory and 
a few licensed competitors. The rest of 
the large manufacturers of bicycles aré 
threatening to combine to break the pate 
if possible, and it is likely a start : 
war will follow on the subject. In either 
case the public is likely to be ampl 
plied during 1898 with the new wheels, the 
only difference being that in case the 
united manufacturers succeed in avoiding 
the patents the price of ths machines will 
be much lower than at present.

R. EDWARD GERMAN, whose 
“Henry VIII.”" dances made him at 
once popular with American audi- 
ences, has had played in the recent 
Birmingham festival a viet _ 
oem. ‘*‘ Hamiet.’’ This work, as 
= ggedlg of the many preceding it, has met 
omefth marked approbation and will likely 
in due course receive a hearing in the Chi- 
Orchestra programs. 
“For all the popularity of this young English 
composer and the immediate acceptance 
granted his compositions here but little is 
‘Jenown of him personally. He is vrimarilya 
worker, modest and sincere, and lets his 
work stand for him, which, in a way, May 
account for the meager detail that has found 
its way into print regarding him. 
One of the most prominent figures in the 
sturdy national movement in English music, 
Mr. German shows in each succeeding work 
that he puts forth the quality of genius not 
exhausted in the single effort. While his 
“Henry VIII.’ dances were the medium of 
ar cotseauotion in orchestral concerts in this 
country he had written much prior to their 
ce. 
wt sng es 1885, five years after his entry 
as a student at the Royal Academy, that 
Mr. German received his first encourage~ 
ment as a composer, being granted a medal 
- at that institution for the best setting of the 
“T. Deum Laudamus ”’ for organ and chor- 
us. In the two years succeeding this the 
most important work done by him was an 
opera de salon in two acts entitled “ The 
Two Poets”’ and duly presented by his 
academy fellow-students, and a symphony 
full orchestra. 
ss German left the academy in 1887, being 
elected an associate and taking with him six 
als and as many certificates. His first 
encouragement in embarking on a profes- 
sional career came from the American 
actor, Mr. Richard Mansfield, who, on the 
advice of Sig. Randegger, appointed him 
musical director at the Globe Theater, of 
which he then held the tenancy. 
it was for the production of “ Richard 
-JIL.”’ at this theater that Mr. German com- 
the attendant music, which first 
ceht him into general notice. In due 
course the overture to the tragedy found 
its way into the Philharmonic and Crystal 
Palace programs. Following this came a 
number of orchestral works.

An Italian review has recently published 
an account by M. Valeri of his researches 
concerning the beautiful mistress of Raph- 
ael. The story of the love of the painter for 
his model is familiar, but littie is known of 
the woman who permitted him to realize the 
type of beauty which appears in the Sistine 
Madonna, Transfiguration, and other mas- 
terpieces, beyond the fact that she was 
called La Fornarina or bakerwoman, and 
that her beauty first led the artist to choose 
her as a model and later took up a marital 
existence with her. It is known that this 
liaison prevented his marriage to the noble, 
virtuous, and probably beautiful Maria 
Bibiena, the niecé of a Cardinal, who was 
his patron. This young woman had the 
patience to wait for six years after their 
betrothal, and when Raphael finally seemed 
decided to marry her she died, and her epi- 
taph mentions the fact that she was the

ment in the choice of subjects, there are 
qualities of sureness of touch and solidity 
in his painting and brilliancy in his color 
which place his works among the best in the 
collection. 

*“The Road to Nice” is a larger work, 
equally well executed, but the subject lacks 
the charm of the quiet river scene. In tho 
other pictures in the group a variety of sub- 
jects is treated, farm yarcs, landscapes, 
mountains, and bits of quaint architecture. 

Few figure subjects in the collection can 
compare with the charming domestic scene 
flepicted by J. H. Hatfieldgin his picture 
“ After the Bath,’’ a picture which won him 
the second Hallgarten prize in the National 
Academy. The two nuce children playing 
about an old carved chair furnish a motive 
which is particularly pleasing and the color 
and technical qualities leave little to be 
desired. 

Charles Sprague Pearce shows in his 
picture, ‘‘ La Dinette,’’ the joys of life inthe 
open air as it is experienced by the peasant 
girls who labor in the fields of France. 

William T. Smediey has chosen a subject 
which contrasts with the picture by Mr. 
Pearce by showing one of the ways in which 
young women in this country enjoy out-of- 
door life. Itshows a young woman ina light 
summer dress reclining beneath the huge 
trees of what appears to be the grounds of 
a summer residence on the high banks of a 
river, presumably the Hudson. She is alone 
and reading with apparently no other pur- 
pose than to pass the time. 

Among the marine subjects there is none 
of greater importance than the ‘“ Surf” by 
William T. Richards; who may now be con- 
sidered the dean of American painters of the 
sea. 

In portraiture one of the most sympathetic 
figures is that of an old woman with silvery 
white hair with the light falling upon her 
from the side. The painting of this work is 
skillful and unaffected, and there is none of 
the formality of posefwhich mars the work 
of so many portrait painters. 

In the works by Hermann Simon and J. 
H. Dolph there is a certain similarity both 
of treatment and choice of subject. 

In the *“‘ Tug of War’”’ and ** Not in Our 
Set’’ there is a suggestion of humor ex- 
pressed in the title when it is seen that pup- 
pies ‘and kittens and not the struggles or 
ambitions of humanity furnish the subjects. 

There is an abundance of good landscapes. 

Birge Harrisson has one of a gray and 
brown effect which is peculiarly subtle. 
Charles Warren, Eaton has several which 
are pleasing for the color schemes he has 
wrought out in them. J. Francis Murphy 
and EF. H. Barnard are creditably repre- 
sented. 
Among the landscapes by Western artists 
those of T. C. Steele and J. Otis Adams 
of the “‘ Hoosier Group,” and of F. C. Pey- 
raud, Arthur Dawson, and C. F. Browne of 
Chicago should be noted. Alexis Fournier 
of Minneapolis sends two landscapes which 
show a delicate appreciation of color anda 
fondness for detail in masses of grass and 
foliage. 

Edwin D. Connell exhibits a creditable 
cattle piece painted in a style resembling 
that of Thompson. 

F. V. Dumond is represented by a charm- 
ing composition of the holy family grouped 
in the house of Joseph. The figures are 
delicate and refined in type and the concep- 
tion original. — 

Louis Loeb has sent his admirably painted 
“Femme aux Payots,” which won him a 
medal in the Paris Salon this year. 

F. H. Richardson has a.“ Flight .into 


‘Egypt”’ which has: good qualities. 


Impressionist pictures are few, but they 
are of the rankest sort. Childe Hassam and 
Philip Hale furnish some of the milder ones. 

Charles Hopkinson has a low toned im- 
pression of a Breton fisherman, which sug- 
gests that his model was an English or 
American art student. 

Frederick W. Freer’s * Nursery Rhymes ” 
is one of the most Interesting among the 
works from the artists of Chicago. It shows 
a young girl in yellow, holding her baby 
sister on her knees, while she reads to her 
from a book cf children’s poems.

The papal messenger sent to the deathbed 
of Raphael discovered his mistress in his 
chamber giving expression to violent grief, 
and refused to deliver the benediction of St. 
Peter, which he brought, until Raphael had 
sent her from the-room. 

Three houses in Rome are pointed out as 
the home of the Fornarina. Of one it has 
been proved that it was not built until sixty 
ears after the death of the'artist. The 
tyle of another seems also to indicate a 
later period of architecture.” The third, M. 
Valeri. has discovered from the records of 
a census of the city made in 1518, was in- 
habited by a baker named Francisco. This 
is the house, 48 Via del Governo-Vecchio., 
near the Vatican, where Raphael had his 
studio. 

M. Valeri has also discovered that four 
months after the death of Raphael a cer- 
tain “‘ Marguerita, daughter of the late 
Francisco Luti of Sienna,’’ was received in 
the conservatory of St. Appolina of Trans- 
tevere. Marguerita is qualified as a widow 
on, the register of the convent, which was 
known to be a refuge for repentant young 
women, and consequently the title of widow 
may have orily served to indicate that she 
was not a stranger to marital life. The fact 
that the mistress of Raphael was called 
Marguerita seems to be shown by a manu- 
script note beneath the page treating of the 
portrait of the Fornarina in the copy of the 
“Lives "’ of Vasari in the library in Flor- 
ence., She is here referred to as “‘ Mar- 
garita, donna di Rafaello.”” M. Valeri ac- 
cordingly concludes that the name of the 
Fornarina was Marguerita Wuti. 

The sale at auction of the Johnson collec- 
tion of paintings was commenced last week 
at 186 Wabash avenue and will be concluded 
tomorrow and Tuesday. The collection con- 
tains the work of many European artists of 
note and several of the paintings were pur- 
chased directly from the last Paris Salon. 
Among the names in the catalogue are those 
of Alfred Stevens, Grolleron, Piot, Perrault, 
Ziern, Luigi Loir, Beraud, Jeannin Haquette 
Hagbourg, Japy, De Thoren, Bruck-Lajos, 
and many others equally as well known. 

One of the most remarkable works tech- 
nically is that by Meisel showing Louis X VI. 
led to execution. It is painted with great 
minuteness Mm detail and the texture of the 
satin and silk in the dresses of Marie An- 
toinette and her attendants recalls the work 
of Terbourg. It is said that the Prince Re- 
gent of Bavaria contemplated purchasing it. 

By Mariano Barbasan, a pupil of Fortuny, 
there isan evening effect in the mountains, 
with groups of peasants in the foreground, 
painted in a manner worthy of the artist's 
great master.

A striking battie subject is ‘‘ The Charge ”’ 
by Grolleron, which figured in the Salon of 
this year. It shows the rush of a body of 
French infantry and chasseurs-a-pled 
through the streets of a village. 

Other military subjects by Berne-Bellc- 
cour and Beauquesne are shown. 

A solitary horseman riding over the Hun- 
garian steppes in the hazy twilight is the 
subject of a pleasing work by Otto de Tho- 
ren. 

A large picture by Jules Lubin illustrates 
the “ Blecksmith’s Strike,”” a poem by 
Francois Coppée. 

Another canvas of large dimensions is 
the Sunday Rest, a picture by Henri Cain, 
shown at the World’s Fair. 

Other interesting pictures are the interi- 
or of a library by Professor Burlando, the 
dogs and hunting scenes by Gelibert and 
Von Schuten, and the figure by Bruck- 
Lajos, the pupil of Munkacsy. 
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The meeting of artists called to confer 
with representatives of the Federated Wom- 
an’s Clubs resulted in the carrying through 
of the plen proposed by the wonmien several 
days befcre the meeting. The few artists 
who were present were divided upon the 
question as to whether prize giving or pur- 
chasing of pictures should be confined to 
‘a single exhibition at the Art .

A. H. Griffith, director of the Detroit 
Museum of Fine Arts and chief of the art 
department of the Omaha Exposition, has 
written to commend the stand taken hy THE 
SUNDAY TRIBUNE in favor of the purchase of 
pictures and statuary in preference to 
prize giving. ‘‘ Buy the products of the 
artist,” he says, ‘‘and you encourage the 
artist and aid in the development of art. I 
have urged the Executive committee of the 
exposition at Omaha to set aside or create a 
fund for the purchase of paintings instead 
of awarding prizes or medals.”’ 

The buying of pictures has a twofold 
value—it puts money directly into the hands 
of the artist, enabling him to pursue his work 
and study and keeps the picture before the 
people, as it often finds a resting place, at 
least for a time, in some public exhibition, 
either permanent or transient. 

Twenty-six paintings in oil and pastel by 
Svend Svendsen will be shown at Thurber’s 
Gallery for two weeks, beginning tomorrow. 
Part of these are the results of the artist’s 
recent sojourn in Norway, the catalogue 
says.. Some of the others suggest that the 
artist has not gone outside of his studio 
for his inspiration. Several are repetitions 
of thesesame themes which the artist has 
painted better before. 

An artist should not be blamed for paint- 
ing subjects which he knows by experience 
will sell so long as he maintains or ad- 
vances the standard of his work, but when 


he makes perfunctory imitations of his suc- 
cessful works the public will soon lose in- 
terest in his performances. 

There are several effects of sunlight on 
snow, some marines, a village street, and a 
moonrise on a fjord which beaf close resem- 
blance to pictures, showing more study, feel- 
ing, and sincerity, which were shown by this 
artist in an exhibition held last winter. 

His most important work, ‘‘ The Tranquil 
Morn,” contains many excellent qualities, 
particularly in the purely landscape portions 
of the picture. ‘‘ A Bit of Shore "’ isa pleas- 
ing subject, though the painting is somewhat 
lacking in effect. ‘‘ The Surf” seems to be 
an innovation as far as color is concerned 
and shows study of wave motions. Perhaps 
the best of his shore scenes are ‘“‘ The Last 
Glow’’ and the “ Village Street.’ ‘* The 
Village,” a night scene, would have more 
the effect of moonlight if the shadows in the 
foreground were warmer. 
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Albert Roullier has on exhibition on the 
Athenz#um Building a dozen smal! water- 
color views of Venice and other places near 
by. He has also several fine impressions of 
some of the standard engravings of Albert 
Durer. Among these there are an excellent 
impression of ‘“‘ The Effects of Jeulousy,”’ 
one of the “‘ Knight and the Lady,’’ printed 
on paper bearing the rare watermark of a 
bull’s head, two impressions of the ** Hostess 
and the Cook,” ‘“‘ The. Peasant and His 
Wife,’ and a fine print of “ The Coat of 
Arms with a Cock,” which was formerly in 
the collection of the Earl of Aylesford. 
From the same collection there is an original 
of Durer’s “ Virgin with the Infant in 
Swaddling Clothes,’’ with a reversed copy by 
Weenix attached. Prints of “‘ Thé Virgin of 
the Monkey ”’ and ‘‘ The Virgin Crowned ” 
are shown with copies by other artists.’ Mr. 
Roullier has also several of the etched por- 
traits by Van Dyke, among them those of 
Erasmus and the artists Franck and Breu- 
gel, and the more modern portraits of Dr. 
Heaviside in mezzotint, by Richard Earlom; 
Dr. Haighten in stipple, by J. Kennedy; and 
Herbert Spencer and Carlyle in lithograph, 
by D. C. Fabronius.

HARD TIMES IN AFRICAN MINES. 


White Men Now Eager to Work for 
the Wages Formerly Paid to 
Negro Kaffirs. 


Cape Town, Sept. 30.—The Acting Deputy 
Administrator has published a statement 
warning people from going into Rhodesia 
before the railway is opened in November. 
This is one of the most momentous warn- 
ings given by a high official in many years. 
Large numbers of people have looked toward 
Rhodesia as the place where they could 
make their homes. Thousands have gone up 
only to find that it is a land of tragedy. 
Work has been scarce and the cost of living 
enormous. 

The warning, however, is not an admission 
of failure on the part of the officials of the 
Chartered company. The excessive cost of 
transport has simply prevented any work 
being carried out. With the opening of the 
railway all this will be changed, and then 
Rhodesia will be the land for the pioncer. 
The opening of the railway will be an object 
lesson to the whites and blacks of South 
Africa. What would Speke and Grant and 
Mungo Park think if they could know that 
in the early days of November “ the puffing 
billy ’’ will run through a savage land? 

Coming a little lower down the country to 
the Transvaal, the South African story of 
the week is still a very gloomy one. Only 
one piece of information gives a little hope. 
There is a record gold output for August. 
During the month 259,603 ounces of gold 
have been mined.in Johannesburg alone, 
making the total output for the eight months 
of this year 1,890,512 ounces. And yet during 
the whole of this year the situation has been 
going from bad to worse, until Johannesburg 
is now one of the worst places in the world 
for respectable people to live in. Despite its 
marvelous climate and its enormous yield of 
gold, there are probably more starving peo- 
ple in Johannesburg than in any other city 
of its size in the world. The average profit 


3 per cent only, owing to the appalling bur- 
dens placed upon the industry by the gov- 
ernment of the Transvaal. So gigantic are 
the impositions that many of the largest 
mines have been closed down as “‘ non-pay- 
able.’”’ The consequence is that large num- 
bers have been thrown out of employment. 
There is a miniature reign’ of terror on the 
Rand today. Every man’s hand seems to be 
against his neighbor’s. Burglaries, assaults, 
daring robberies, audacious swindles are 
the rule rather than the exception. Educat- 
ed white men are taking the work which a 
year ago was not considered good enough for 
decent Kaffirs at wages running between 
8s 6d and,4s a day. The government has 
been compelled by the force of circum- 
Stances to start relief works, and a large 
number of white men have been compelled 
by the power of hunger to accept the pit- 
tances offered. 

An industrial commission has beer sitting 
for a long time, and {ft has drawn up a series 
of reforms which it declares to be absolutely 
necessary if the Rand is to be saved from 
desolation. These include a heavy reduc- 
tion of the duties on dynamite, the lowering 
of railway rates, and the restriction of mo- 
nopoliés. Whether the government will face 
the situation and try to secure its own salva- 
tion as well as the salvation of the country, 
is one of the many mysteries which time 
alone can solve.

During the year the 
exports from New York to South Africa 
amounted to £2.00. , which is nearly 
double the amount r-gistered for the previ- 
ous year.

which give the book an additional value 
and rounds it out, as the letters alone could 
not do. I may say at once that I have found 
the book, reading the advance sheets, of 
absorbing interest. The early hours of the 
morning caught me pouring over its pages. 
1 could not lay it down, and I think that 
gil Browning lovers, whether it is Robert 
or Elizabeth they love, will have the same 
experience. 
Mr. Kenyon writes a somewhat apologetic 
e in which he defends the publication 
of the letters, though he cannot deny¢hat 
it would be offensive to both Mr. and Mrs. 
Browning. The letters were collected from 
the persons to whom they were written by 
Mr. Browning after his wife's death, and 
Mr. Kenyon believes that his “* primary ob-, 
ject was to prevent publications which would 
have been excessively distressing to his 
-feelings; but the letters, when once thus col- 
lected, were not destroyed (as was the case 
with many of his own letters), but carefully 
rved, and so passed into the possession 
of his son, Mr. R. Barrett Browning, with 
whose consent they are now published,” also 
that of Miss Browning, the poet’s sister. Of 
course the public is the gainer by the publi- 


T 


- tation of these letters, which, while they 


gre very intimate, contain nothing to give 
the slightest offense to the living or the dead. 
The only effect they have is to bring the 
Brownings nearer to us and to show us that 
one literary marriage, at least, was a happy 
one. 

The correspondence !s arranged in chrono- 
logical order, forming an almost continuous 
record of Mrs. Browning's life, from the 
early days in,Herefordshire to her death in 
Italy in 1861 at the age of 55 years. 


Poems of Her Childhood. 


Like Tennyson, Mrs. Browning wrote verses 
at an early age, 8 years, and even younger. 
“I could make you laugh,’’ she wrote to R., 
H. Horne in 1843, “by the narrative of 
hascent odes, epics, and didactics crying 
aloud on obsolete muses from childish lips. 
The Greeks were my demi-gods and haunted 
me out of Pope’s Homer until I dreamt more 

Agamemnon than of Moses, the black 
pony. And thus my great ‘ epic’ of 11 or 12 
years old, in four books, and called ‘ The 
Rattle of Marathon,’-and of which fifty 
copies were printed because papa was bent 
upon spoiling me—is Pope's Homer done 
Weagain, or rather undone; for, although 
&@trious production for a child, it gives 
idence only of an imitative raculty and 
@ ear, and a good deal of reading in a pe- 
Culiar direction.” 

Of these fifty copies only five are known to 

exist, none of which is in the British Mu- 


Seum,; only a reprint made in 1891 is there. 


At 15 her days of invalidism began and 
lasted till her death: Her son, Mr. R. Bar- 
rett Browning, states that the injury to the 
spine was not discovered for some time, but 
was afterwards attributed not toa fall but 
to a strain while tightening her pony’s 
girths. 

A large number of the letters in this book 
are addressed to Miss Mitford, for whom 
Mrs. Browning had a warm affection, and to 
Mrs. Martin, an old friend. To the latter she 
wrote: 

“* No! I was not at all disappointed in 
Wordsworth, although perhaps I should not 
have singled him from the multitude as a 
great man. There ts a reserve even in his 
countenance, which does not lighten as 
Landor’s does, whom I saw the same even- 
ing. ~His eyes have more meekness than 
brilllancy; and in his slow, even articula- 
tion there is rather the solemnity and 
calmness of truth itself, than the animation 
and energy of those who seek forit. As to 
my being quite at my ease when I spoke to 
him, why, how could you ask such a ques- 
tion? I trembled both in my soul and body. 
But he was very kind, and sate near me and 
talked to me as long as he was in the room— 
and recited a transiation by Cary of a sonnet 
of Dante’s—and altogether, it was quite a 
dream!’’

Friendship Grew to Love. 


The acquaintance thus begun ripened al- 
oe immediately into something coronas 
or the seed had been planted and the ground 
was fertile. Browning knew that she was 
an invalid. Indeed, he thought her more 
of one than she really was, but that did not 
quench the ardor of his love or make him 
any the less inclined to marry her. The 
only obstacle in the way was Mr. Barrett, 
hang had a strange idea that his children 

ad no right to marry, that they belonged 
to him, and that in giving themselves to 
another they forfeited all claim upon his 
affection or respect. He simply shut the 
door in their faces. Stich ingrates were 
dead to him. To Browning the man he 
had not the slightest objection, but against 
Browning, the suitor of his daughter, he 
had a bitter prejudice. 

So the two poets,. knowing what would 
happen if Mr. Barrett was taken into their 
confidence, arranged matters between 
themselves, though they did let two of Miss 
Barrett's sisters into half of the secret. It 
was agreed that the lovers should take the 
matter into their own hands, and so on Sept. 
12, 1846, accompanied only by her maid, 
Wilson, Miss Barrett slipped from the house 
and was married to Robert Browning in 
Marylebone Church, not &8t. Pancras, as 
Mrs. Southerland Orr has it. 

It was not till a week later that Mrs. 
Browning left her father’s roof. His anger 
was deep and unforgiving. From that mo- 
ment he cast her off and disowned her. He 
would not read or open her letters. He 
would not see her when she returned to 
England. Even the birth of her child 
brought no relenting. He expressed no 
Sympathy or anxiety; he would not look 
upon its face. He died, as he lived, unrelent- 
ing, cut off by his own unbending anger 
from a daughter who could with difficulty 
bring herself to speak a harsh word of him, 
even to her most intimate friends. And it 
was so with every member of his family, 
sons or daughters, it made no difference to 
this extraordinary man. 


Love Story of the Poets. 


Mr. Kenyon gives a letter from “Mrs. 
Browning to her friend Mrs. Martin which 
tells the. whole story. It is too sacred to 
print, but now that it is given to the world 
in book form a little more publicity is not 
out of place. It was written from Pisa: 

** And now I will tell you. Itis nearly two 
years ago since I have known Mr. Browning. 
Mr. Kenyon wished tq bring him to see me 
five years ago, as one of the lions of London 
who roared the gentlest and was best worth 
my knowing; but I refused then, in my blind 
dislike to seeing strangers. Immediately, 
however, after the publication of my last vol- 
umes, hs wrote to me, and we had a cor- 
respondence which ended in my agreeing to 
receive him as I never had received any other 
man. I did. not know why, but it was ut- 
terly impossible for me to refuse to receive 
him, though I consented against my will. 
He writes the most exquisite letters possible, 


mand haé’a way of putting things which [ 


have not, a way of putting aside—so he 
came. He came, and with our personal ac- 
quaintance began his attachment for me, a 
sort of infatuation call it, which resisted the 
various denials which were my plain duty at 
the beginning, and has persisted past them 
all. I began with a grave assurance that I 
was in an exceptional position and saw him 
just in consequence of it, and that if ever he 
recurred to that subject again I never could 
see him again while I lived; and he believed 
me and was silent. To my mind, indeed, it 
was a bare impulse—a generous man of 
quick sympathies taking up a sudden in- 
terest with both hands! So I thought; but 
in the meantime the letters and the visits 
rained down more and more, and in every 
one there was something which was too 
slight to analyze and notice, but too decided 
not to be understood; so that at last, when 
the ‘ proposed respect’ of the silence gave 
way, it was rather less dangerous. So when 
I showed him how he was throwing into the 
ashes his best affections—how the common 
gifts of youth and cheerfulness were behind 
me—how I had not strength, even of heart, 
for the ordinary duties of life—everything I 
told him and showed him. ‘ Look at this— 
and this—and this,’ throwing down all my 
disadvantages. To which he did not answer 
by a single compliment, but simply that he 
had not then to choose, and that I might 
be right or h® might be right, he was not 
there to decide; but that he loved me and 
should to his last. hour. He said the fresh- 
ness of youth had passed with him also, and 
that he had stufied the world out of books 
and seen many women, yet had never loved 
one until he had seen me. That he knew 
himself, and knew that, if ever so repulsed, 
he should love me to his last hour—it should 
be first andilast. At the same time, he would 
riot tease me, he would wait twenty years if 
I \pleased, and then, if life lasted so long for 
both of us, then when it was ending per- 
haps I might understand him and feel that 
I might have trusted him. For my health, 
he had believed when he first spoke that I 
was suffering from an incurable injury of 
the spine, and that he never could hope to see 
me stand up before his face, and he appealed 
to my womanly sense of what a pure at- 
tachment should be—whether such a circum- 
stance, if it had been true, was inconsistent 
with it. He preferred, he said, of free and 
delibevate choice, to be allowed to sit only 
an hour a day by my side, to the fulfillment 
of the brightest dream which should ex- 
clude me, in any possible world. 

‘Tt tell you so much, my ever dear friend, 
that you may see the manner of man I have 
had to do with, and the sort of attachment 
which for nearly two years has been drawing 
and winning me. I know better than any 
in the world, indeed, what Mr. Kenyon once 
unconsciously said before me—that ‘ Robert 
Browning is great in everything.’ Then, 
when you think how this element of an affec- 
tion so pure and persistent, cast into my 
dreary life, must have acted on it—how lit- 
tle by little I was drawn into the persuasion 
that something was left, and that still I 
could do something to the happiness of 
another—and he what he was, for I have 
deprived myself of the privilege of praising 


him. . - 
Tells of Their Happiness. 

_ Browning’s health improved greatly 
aner the effect of Italy’s bright skies and 
perfect happiness. “I never was happy be- 
fore in my life,” she wrote Mrs. Martin.

No wonder, with all this care, all this hap- 
piness, that Mrs. Jameson found her not im- 
proved, but transformed rather. To Miss 
Mitford she wrote: 

“Robert and I are deep in the fourth 
month of our wedlock; there has not been a 
shadow between us, nor a word (and I have 
observed that all married people confess to 
words), and that the only change I can lay 
my finger on in him is simply and clearly 
an increase of affection.”’ 


Sonnets from the Portuguese. 


It was durjng their stay in Pisa that Mrs. 
Browning showed her husband the “ Son- 
nets from the Portuguese,” written during 
the course of her courtship. They were in- 
tended for his eye alone, but in the first 
instance not even for his. Fortunately for 
all those who love true poetry, Mr. Brown- 
ing judged rightly of the obligatfon laid upon 
him by the possession of these poems. “I 
dared not,”’ he said, ‘‘ reserve to myself the 
finest sonnets written in any language since 
Shakspeare’s.’’ Accordingly, he persuaded 
his wife to commit the printing of them to 
her friend, Miss Mitford; and in the course 
of the year they appeared in a slender vol- 
ume, entitled “ Sonnets, by E. B. B.,’’ with 
the imprint “ Reading, 1847,’ and marked 
**Not for publication.” It was not until 
three years later that they were offered to 
the general public, tn the volumes of 1850. 

The birth of her son, Robert Barrett 
Wiedeman Browning, was the crowning 
happiness of Mrs. Browning’s life. He was 
named Wiedeman after one of Mr. Brown- 
ing’s maternal ancestors and was called by 
that name during his babyhood. Later his 
parents dropped into the pet name of Pen- 
nmi, afterwards abbreviated to Pen, and 


it is as Pen Browning that he is still known 
' to his. particular friends. 


Mrs. Browning seems to have had a warm 
feeling; tewards America and Americans. 
America raqognized from the first the genius 
of Mrs. Browning, and for a large part of 
her life some of the closest of her personal 
and literary connections were with Ameri- 
cans. The same is true in both respects of 
Robert Browning. A bookseller at Philadel- 
phia had announced “’ The Drama of Exile ”’ 
for publication—he intended to take it up 
when the English edition reached America; 
‘‘but,’’ writes Mrs. Browning, *‘ upon its 
being represented to him that the New York 
publisher had proofsheets direct from the 
author and would give copy money, he 
abandoned his intention totheother. Icon- 
fess I feel very much pleased at this kind 
spirit—the spirit of eager kindness indeed— 
with which the Americans receive my 
poetry. It is not wrong to be pleased, I 


hope.”’ 
Her Liking for America. 


Later she wrote: ‘‘ For my own part, I 
have every possible reason to thank and 
love America. She has been very kind to 
me, and the visits we receive here from de- 
lightful and cordial persons of that country 
have been most gratifying to us. The 
American Minister at the court of Vienna, 
with his family, did not pass through Flor- 
ence the other day without coming to see 
us—GenerAl Watson Webb—with an air of 
moral as well as military command in his 
brow and eyes. He looked, and talked, too, 
like one of our dignities of the old world.” 
Margaret Fuller, too, she knew and admired 
and thought her much superior to her books. 
“The husband,’ she wrote, “is a Roman 
Marqui®?, appearing amiable and gentle- 
manly, and having fought well, they say, 
at the siege, but with no pretension to cope 
with his wife on any ground appertaining to 
the intellect. She talks and he listens. I 
always wonder at that species of marriage; 
but people are so different in their matri- 
monial ideals that it may answer some- 
times.’’ Mrs. Stowe she met and grew fond 
of, and describes as *‘ very simple and gentle 
and with a sweet voice. ... Never did 
a lioness roar more softly.” 

In Paris Mrs. Browning met George Sand, 
whose books she admired much and whom 
she was particularly anxious to meét. 

*“ Her usual costume,” writes Mrs. Brown- 
ing, ‘‘ is both pretty and quiet, and the fash- 
ionable waistcoat and jacket (which are a 
spectacle in all the Ladies’ Companions of 
the day) make the only approach to mascu- 
line wearings to be observed in her. She 
has great nicety and refinement in her per- 
sonal ways, I think, and the cigaret is really 
a feminine weapon if properly understood. 
Ah, but I didn’t see her smoke. I was un- 
fortunate.”’ 

Think of the gentle poet defending the 
cigaret as “‘ really a feminine weapon ae 

Mrs. Browning describes Tennyson's read- 
ing of ‘*‘ Maud ”’ with much humor: 

“One of the pleasantest things which has 
happened to us here [London] is the coming 
down on us of the laureate, who, being in 
London for three or four days from the Isle 
of Wight, stent two of them with us, dined 
with us, sraoked with us, opened his heart 
to us (and the second bottle of port), and 
ended by reading ‘Maud’ through from 
end to end, and going away at half past 2 
in the morning.

That’s 
very tender. How beautiful that is!’ Yes, 
and it was wonderful, tender, beautiful, and 
he read exquisitely in a voice like an organ, 
rather music than speech,”’

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TELESCOPE HATCHES FOR SHIP. 


An Invention of an Old Sea Captain 
from Which Much Is Ex- 


pected. 

New York, Oct. 27.—Captain G. A. Chad- 
dock, F. R. G. 8., a Liverpool navigator of 
thirty years’ experience in both steam and 
sailing craft, has invented an appliance 
which ought to be of immense value to ship- 
owners and their crews all the world over 
in saving both life and property. The pres- 
ent wooden hatches, laid on from above, are 
easily forced up by the inrush of water 
consequent upon a hole being knocked in the 
bottom of a vessel, the results being that 
she rapidly tips and sinks. The telescopic 
iron . hatches, which constitute Captain 
Chaddock’s invention, are so arranged that 
the pressure of water from below would, in 
such a contingency, bind them more tightly 
in their places, precluding the possibility of 
the water rising above the first deck, which 
forms a platform or horizontal bulkhead, 
preventing the ship from sinking and water 
from reaching the cargo from above. The 
improvements give more effective ventila- 
tion to prevent cargo heating and sweating, 
and are also capable of being hermetically 
sealed, so as to neutralize fire, and, gener- 
ally speaking, water-tight compartments 
are doubled, the consequent seaworthiness 
of a vessel being vastly increased. Besides 
these essential advantages there are many 
others, as, for instance, more speedy manip- 
ulation and no risk of injury by careless 
handling; bad smells from cargo do not 
reach the passengers; the vessel] would bea 
salvage appliance in herself in case of 
stranding, and last, but not least, the 
hatches are particularly suitable for deep- 
water ballast tanks. The practical effect of 
Captain Chaddock’s improved hatches will 
be to multiply the water-tight divisions of 
a ship in proportion as the number of decks 
are to the bulkheals. Thus a ship with eight 
bulkheads, and three decks would at pres- 
ent have only nine water-tight compart- 
ments with wooden hatches, but with the 
improved hatches and water-tight decks 
the same ship would have twenty-five com- 
partments; an increase of sixteen extra 
compartments. Captain Chaddock’s im- 
provements have been submitted to the 
leading shipowners, underwriters, marine 
engineers, and other practical] men, both in 
Europe and the United States, and they have 
spoken of them in the highest terms.

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WF Story of the Rise and 


Great Union Pacific

Development of the 
Railway Scheme, Its 


Realization, and Its Steady Decline to 
Bankruptcy and Disorganization. 


RN and dismembered by the excisior. 
of many of its former valuable 
pranch and auxiliary lines, the Union 
Pacific railway will be disposed of 
to the highest bidder in Omaha tomorrow 
with scant ceremony that ill befits the 
trainsfer of @ property of such great mag- 
nitude. In‘this way will be closed a chap- 
ter of railway history extending over a 
period of thirty-four years and unapproach- 
able in magnitude and diversity of inter- 
ests. At the same time will be written the ' 
opening events of a new epoch—the success 
or failure of which is of vital importance 
to the country at large. 
Every tie on the main line of the Union 
Pacific road between Omaha and Ogden 


_ has its story—a story of wild adventure, of 


romance, political intrigue, shrewd finan- 
ciering, feats of expert engineering. For- 
tunes were made and lost in the construc- 


tion and operation of-the road, public men 


pushed up and down the ladder of fame, 
and human life sacrificed. Nowhere an all 
“the world is there a counterpart for the his- 
tory of the Union Pacific railway, except, 
perhaps, in that furnished by the attempted 
construction of the Panama Canal and the 
fall of De Lesseps. 

But the record is not entirely a bad one. 


It is enlivened in many places by touches 


of pathos and humor, bright incidents, 
which tend to partly dispel the cloud in 
which the property has been enveloped. 
Men have done good deeds as well as bad 
ones while connected with the Union Pacific 
There were times when the 
spirit of Christian love and charity ruled 
triumphant over greed, and hate, and 
treachery, but these were few and far be- 
tween. 

It was George Francis Train, even then 


> eccentric, but full of daring and resource- 


ful power, who engineered the construc- 
dion of the road so that the men interested 
made millions out of the enterprise. The 
building of the Union Pacific in 1863-69 
was a sort of government necessity. A 
railway from the Missouri to the Pacific 
coast was needed for the development of 
the country, transportation of supplies, and 
easy handling of troops. To secure it Con- 
gress voted money aid ranging from $12,000 
to $64,000 a mile, according to the nature 
of the country through which the road was 
to be built. It is thie loan, now amount- 
ing to about $53,000,000, which is to be 
paid by the purchasers of the property. 
Bven as far back as 1863 the process of 
“financing a road” was pretty well un- 
derstood, and there was an issue of stock 
and first mortgage bonds aside from the 
government loan. There was no prospect 
that the road would be an immediate pay- 
ing investment, and the men who got con- 
trol of it sought to recoup themselves by 
the profits of constructi Just how to 
do this without raising a scandal they did 
not know, smart as they were, and it was 
while this part of the program was under 
discussion that George Francis Train came 
into the deal. Mr. Train suggested the 
formation of the Credit Mobilier, an insti- 


tution which, he said, was shaped after 
the Credit Foncier of France. He ex- 
plained how this could be made to serve 


as a clearing-house to secure construction 
profits, and the plan was adopted. It 
served its purpose, according to history, but 
finally ended in a scandal which shook the 
United States from one end to the other. 


Scheme to Increase Mileage. 


From Omaha to Ogden, es the crow flies, 
is a distance of 900 miles, but the Union Pa- 
cific has a mileage of 1,034 miles between 
these cities, and most of this extra stretch 
of roadbed was secured by twisting the 
line about like an oxbow. Thus the gov- 
ernment subsidy on an additional one hun- 
dred miles or more of trackage was se- 
eured. Clever engineers have since de- 
clared that the aggregate increase of mile- 
age caused by the topography of the coun- 
try need not exceed thirty-four miles, leav- 
ing the plotters a handsome profit on the 
useless bends. 

As originally laid out Omaha was to have 
been the eastern terminus of the Union Pa- 
cific road., For a time the road was ope- 
rated from that town, the crossing of the 
Missouri being made at St. Joe, to which 
point the Chicago railways thenran. One 
day Mr. Train suggested that there would 
be money in making Council Bluffs the 
actual end of the road, as it would enable 
the insiders to build-a bridge and collect 
big tolls on all traffic crossing the river. 
This required a Supreme Court decision. 
It was secured and later the man influen- 
tial in securing it was made the counsel for 
.the road and came into possession of a big 
block of the stock. Eastern lines construct- 
ed extensions to the Iowa town, the Union 
Pacific Bridge company put a $2,000,000 
structure across the river, and the business

How Gould Was Outgeneraled. 


For years after Jay Gould secured con- 
trol of the Union Pacific his intimate friend 
and legal adviser was Judge Sidney Dillon. 
In time the latter became a heavy stock- 
holder in the company, and he and Gould 
worked together in directing its affairs. 
At last there came a time when they dif- 
fered over some trivial matter—at least Jay 
Gould thought it was trivial, and gave it 
little attention. The “wizard of Wall 
street ” had his way and wascontent. Not

and auxiliary lines, in pursuance of a well- 
defined object. Inspection of the com- 
pany’s route and connections will show 
that branches have been so placed as to 
make a network of tracks, which could be 
readily joined by the building of a few 
miles of links here and there, and in this 
way, in case of emergency, a trunk road 
independent of government claim and su- 
pervision might be readily established. If 
well-informed men are not mistaken, there 
was at one time an intention to let Uncle 
Sam take possession of the main line and 
Kansas Pacific divisicn, leaving the Gould 
party in control of a valuable system of 
tracks, reaching from the Missouri River 
to the Pacific at Portland, Ore. 

These incidents form only a small part 
of the history of the Union Pacific. Vol- 
umes could be written of the struggles and 
privations of the men who surveyed the 
route and constructed the road; of their 
fights with hostile Indians, and adventures 
with even more savage and bloodthirsty 
white renegades—experiences in which 
General Fremont, the avant coureur of the 
line, and, later, “ Buffalo Bill,” who won 
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Platte River was the most practicable. In 
June, 1857, a number of distinguished gen- 
tlemen from various portions of the United 
States visited Omaha and conferred with 
parties having in view the construction of 
the Pacific road by way of the latte Val- 
ley and South Pass. The visiting party 
consisted of Colonel Orr of South Carolina, 
General Robinson, John Covode, and Mr. 
Bradshaw of Pennsylvania, Judge Barber 
of Wisconsin, Colonel] Curtis of lowa, Mr. 
Hosmer of Ohio, Mr. Pierce of Indiana, and 
others. They united in a rccommendation 
to Congress that such a reasunable grant 
of land and other aid be contributed as 
would prove sufficient inducement to build 
the road, and they also recommended the 
Platte Valley route. The project of a Pa- 
cific railroad was agitated at every session 
of the Nebraska Territorial Legislature, 
and it became one of the most cherished 
hopes of this new country. 


Early Efforts at Legislation. 


During the session of the Thirty-sixth 
Oongress a Pacific Railroad committee, 
through Senator Gwin of California, re- 


who had the name of Augustus Kountze 
inserted in the original charter, Mr. 
INountze afterwards becoming one of the 
government directors of the road. In ad- 
dition to the persons above named the bill 
provided for the appointment of fire com- 
missioners; also for the laying.out and 
constructing of a continuous railroad and 
telegraph line from a point on the 100th 
meridian between the Republican River and 
the north margin of the Flatte Valley, in 
Nebraska, to the western boundary of Ne- 
vada; and for the amount of the capital 
stock, for the appointment of commission- 
ers and other officers, the election of di- 
rectors, right of way, donations of alternate 
sections except mineral! lands, the convey- 
ance of lands upon completion of every forty 
consecutive miles, and the issue and pay- 
ment of bonds therefor, the designation of 
the route, the time of completion for the 
main line being 1876. The land grant 
amounted to 12,000,000 acres, or 19,000 
square miles, on each side of the road and 
along its entire length.

so Dillon, who remained quiet, sulking in 
defeat, and watching his opportunity to 
get revenge. This was presented when 
Charles Francis Adanis of Boston sought 
to get control of-the property in 1884, Dil- 
lon quietly sold his stock to the Boston 
man, and the latter promptly got into the 
saddle and rode over Gould, ejecting his 
representatives, and taking complete pos- 
session of the road. Mr. Gould was aston- 
ished. H~ had given little attention to pur- 
chases of stock on the open market for 
the account of the Adams party, well 
knowing they could not secure a majority 
interest so long as Dillon stood firm, and 
the idea of his confidant and legal adviser 
selling out never entered his mind. But 
Dillon did sell out, and. Adams got the 
stock, and it was years before Gould could 
again get control of the road. 
Evidence of Gould’s Peculiarity. 

Back in the early 80’s, during the Gould 
régime, the freight agent of the Union Pa- 
cific was E. P. Vining, who, in addition 
to being an expert in freight matters, was 
a master hand at translating knotty ciphers. 
In some manner a telegram written in 
cipher came into Mr. Gould’s possession. 
He was anxious to knew its purport, but to 
his disgust and annoyance his personal at- 
tachés were unable to work it out. In this 
dilemma Mr. Gould sent for Vining, and the 
latter solved the mystery inside of two 
hours. As a reward Gould placed an order 
with his stock broker for Viaing’s senefit, 
telling the freight agent to remain in New 
York for a couple of days. On the second 
day Vining got a notice to call on the 
broker, and there he received a check for 
$10,000, representing the profit on the deal. 
Filled with hopes of being on the high 
road to fortune, and having an open se- 
same to Mr. Gould’s stock-jobbing knowl- 
edge, Vining called upon his employer, fully 
expecting to receive a valuable tip. 

“ What shall I do next, Mr. Gould?” was 
Vining’s query. : 

“ Get back to Omaha as soon as you can, 
and attend to your duty,” was Mr. Gould’s 
chilling reply. Vining returned to Omaha 
on the neat train.

Road’s Influence on the West. 


The country from the Missouri River 
west is inevitably bound up in the history 
of the Union Pacific. The history of one 
is the history of the other. They have 
grown up together. As the country de- 
veloped the railroad company waxed fat 
and wealthy. From the very inception of 
the enterprise to the present that section 
of the West has fluctuated in a commercial 
way with the success or failure of the en- 
terprise. 

While the project of a railroad to the Pa- 
cific Ocean from Omaha did not originate 
in Omaha, it was given more substantial 
assistance from that city than any other 
one locality The energies of the new city 
gave the great scheme impetus. The project 
had long been agitated in a vague and indefi- 
nite way until 1850, when Senator Becn- 
ton of Missouri introduced in Congress the 
first Pacific railroad bill. The idea was 
probably suggested to him by his son-in-law, 
John C, Fremont, who in 1542 had ex- 
plored the South Pass. Following this 
there were several other expeditions 
through the vast West, and Fremont sur- 
veyed a route for a great road from the 
Mississippi to San Francisco. After the 
close of the war of the rebellion he occupicd 
himself to a great extent in forwarding the 
interests, of the Southern Transcontinental 
railway. 

Incidentally it might be mentioned that 
had not the war of the rebellion occurred 
the first transcontinental railway would 
likely have been a southern route, probably 
starting from St. Louis. In 1851 the Hon. 
S. Butler King submitted a plan which was 
universally approved. It was to the effect 
that the government should guarantee to 
any company or persons who would under- 
take and complete the road a net dividend 
of 5 per cent for fifty years or 100 years, the 
road to be constructed under the super- 
vision of an engineer appointed by the gov- 
ernment, the cost of the road not to exceed 
a certain sum, and the guarantee not to be- 
gin until the road was completed and 
equipped for operation. In 1853-54 nine 
routes were surveyed across the continent 
on various parallels, under the supervision 
of Jefferson Davis, then Secretary of War. 
With each returning session of Congress the 
benefits and peculiarities of these several 
routes were submitted, and the results were 
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ported a bill which proposed to locate the 
eastern terminnus of the road at some point 
between the Big Sioux and Kansas Rivers. 
The bill provided for the donation of alter- 
nate sections of land on each side of the 
rdad, and $12,500 per mile, the same to be 
advanced upon the completion of every 
twenty-five miles, until $25,000,000 should 
be reached; the amounts thus advanced to 
be returned in mail service and transporta- 
tion of men and munitions of war; 5 per 
cent of the stock to be issued; the President 
of the United States to receive bids and lo- 
cate the road. The bill; however, was 
killed in the Senate. Another effort was 
made at the session of 1859-’60, when a new 
bill was introduced by Mr. Curtis of lowa, 
which met with more favorable considera- 
tion, but with no better results. 

On the evening of Jan. 29, 1859, a meet- 
ing of citizens of Omaha was held in the 
Pioneer Block, at which a memorial was 
adopted which had been prepared at a 
previous meeting by a committee consisting 
of William A. Gwyer, G. C. Monell, and A. 
D. Jones. This memorial was forwarded 
to Washington. 

Thus the matter rested until Feb. 5, 1862, 
when Mr. Rollins of Missouri by unanimous 
consent introduced a bill to ald in con- 
structing a railroad and _ telegraph line 
from the Missouri River to the Pacific 
Ocean, and it was referred to the Pacific 
Railroad committee.. It was substantially 
the same as that introduced by General 
Curtis at the previous sesssion. On May 
6, 1862, the bill, with various amendments, 
was passed by the House by a vote of 79 to 
49, and was then sent to the Senate for con- 
currence. . 

Decisive action was delayed until June 
20, when, by a vote of 35 to 5, the bill was 
adopted and sent back to the House. The 
bill, as amended by the Senate, was then 
adopted by the House by a vote of 104 to 
21. The bill was approved July 1, 1862, 
when it became a law. The bill provided 

‘among otber things that quite a large num- 
ber of persons, whose names were given, 
should be created into body corporate 
and politic, in law and deed, by the name, 
style, and title of “ The Union Pacific 


| Tuesday in September, 1862, the object 
being to complete the organization and open 
books of subscription to the capital stock. 
The meeting was accordingly held, General 
Curtis of Iowa presiding and Robert Fin- 
ney of Pennsylvania and J. B. Robinson of 
Califorttia acting as secretaries. There 
were seventy-three commissioners present. 
The permanent organization of the con- 
vention was effected by the election of W.

project was thoroughly discussed and a 
committee of thirteen was appointed to ad- 
vise and codperate with the officers. 

The formal organization of this national 
enterprise was projected Oct. 20, 1863, in 
New York. , 


Beginning of the Construction. 


When the enterprise regched this stage 
Omaha was so excited that it was decided 
to break ground at once for the great un- 
dertaking. On Dec. 2, 1863, this was done 
amid a ceremony in which the whole West 
participated. George Francis Train was 
the principal speaker. The road was com- 
pleted May 10, 1869. The company was 
early controlled by the Pennsylvania com- 
pany, and in March, 1871, Thomas A. Scott 
of that company was elected President of 
the Union Pacific. Later the Goulds se- 
cured the property, and 8. H. H. Clark, 
the present managing director, took con- 
trol. He has since practically directed the 
great property, except the three years in 
which the Charles Francis Adams régime 
of Boston was in control. 

In 1893, when the road went into the 
receiver's control, it was not a surprise, 
for it was known that the vast sums repre- 
sented by the watered stock could never be 
paid. ‘ 

During the four years of the receivership 
of the Union Pacific that once great and 
powerful railway system, through the 
forced segregation of the branch lines, has 
dwindled from a system that comprised 
7,700 miles of railroad and about 3,000 
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ever stirred Western railroad circles. A 
dispute arose between the Union Pacific 
on the one hand and with the Oregon Rail- 
way and Navigation company and with the 
Oregon Short Line on the other hand as to 
the division of revenues derived from 
through traffic over the three lines. The 
differences were accentuated by the open- 
ing of “the Ogden gateway ” to the rail- 
roads east of Ogden other than the Union 
Pacific, and the fight reached its climax a 
short time ago, when all through tariffs on 
both freight and passenger business on the 
roads involved in the dispute were annulled 
and the interchange of business between 
practically stopped. Previous to this cul- 
mination of the difficulty, however, the 
Union Pacific had ignored its time-honured 
route to Portland and other Pacific coast 
points, and thrown all its business for that 
section of the country to the. Southern 
Pacific, via Sacramento. 


Whether the lines that were once a part 
of the Union Pacific and during the receiv- 
ership have become independent properties 
will under the reorganization of the parent 
road d@gain become a part of the great 
“ Overland route” is a much mooted ques- 
tion not only in railway circics but in 
every place where the hope is entertained 
that the Union Pacific may recover its lost 
prestige and become the leader among trans- 
continental lines.

All the roads are of 
the narrow gauge variety and some of them 
are so narrow they resemble a child's toy. 
The greatest width of track is three feet six 
inches, this being the gauge of the British 
lines. From this it runs down through vary- 
ing stages to two feet six inches, which is the 
gauge used by the Belgians. 


How the Trains Are Run. 


People accustomed to railway travel in 
the United States, England, or on the Euro- 
pean continent, will find South African 
methods and schedules rather slow and anti- 
quated. The Beira road, for instance, runs 
from ‘Béira on the east coast, to Fontesvilla 
and thence to Chiomlo, through Mashona- 
land. The distance from Fontesvilla to 
Chiomio is 118 miles, and if there is no delay 
the trip can be made by train in two days— 
a similar journey in this country would take 
about four hours. There is one through 
train each way once a week, and these trains 
are the only ones which‘have ordinary pas- 
senger coaches; passengers who ride on way 
trains must go in open.truck or common box 
freight cars. All trains stop every ten miles 
for water. There are four telegraph sta- 
tions on the line; one at each terminus and 
two at the forty-eight-mile marks.

Work on the.Buluwayo ex- 
tension was pushed with vigor and today the 
snort of the locomotive is heard in the place 
where only five years ago the shrieks of 
Lobengula’s victims filled the air, and 
where, eighteen months ago, a little band of 
whites was beseiged and almost conquered 
by savages. With the coming of the rail- 
way the town is said te be putting on a 
metropolitan aspect. Business blocks of 
considerable pretension are being put up, 
there are “* hotels,”’ and stores with respect- 
able stocks of goods, and the residences are 
growing in number. 

This is the Buluwayo to which Henry 
Stanley and the party of British capital- 
'rts now voydging to Cape Town will be 
taken as the guests of Cecil Rhodes and 
the Bechuanaland railway company. It is 
In a differents part of Africa from that 
which has hitherto received the attention 
of Stanley, and the luxury of his présent 
passage is in odd contrast to the hardships 
and sufferings which attended his former 
travels in the dark continent, but he can 
brave the satisfaction of knowing that, in 
a manner, he blazed the way for those who 
are reaping the financial fruits, and made 
possible for them the present harvest. He 
made the name of Africa ring in the ears of 
all the world; those who went there found 
gold, and when this is reached..the rest 
comes easy. 


Railway Mileage in Africa. 


Railway building and operation in Africa 
ls in queer shape wherever the roads are 
not under British control—and sometimes 
when they are. It will surprise the tender- 
foot to learn that there is already more 
than 4,000 miles of railway in active use 
in south Africa alone, but the expanse of 
territory is so immense that the country ap- 
pears to be comparatively trackless. The 
mileage in Ca Colony, all of which is 
owned and operated by Englishmen, is 2,500, 
including the Bechuanaland line. In the 
Orange Free State the mileage is 850, control 
being in the hands of the Dutch, with head- 
quarters in Blomfontein. The Dutch, or, 
more properly speaking, the Boers, handle 
from Pretoria 40 miles of road in the Trans- 
vaal and are adding to the mileage. In 
Natal there is 400 miles of road, and in the 
Congo Free State, connecting Natal with 
Stanley Pool, the. Belgians have some 240 
miles of railway. Thus it will be seen that 
a big start had been made-in the raflway 
business in south Africa before the building 
of the Buluwayo line,-but to none of the 
ether ventures does so much interest at- 
tach, as the Rhodes line outshines them all 
in political and commercial importance. 


Conflict in Track Gauges. 


There is one great drawback to railroad- 
ing in the dark continent. The country is 
held by too many nations with conflicting in- 
terests. Six powers are contending there 
for the trade of Africa and: the situation is

Trains run in the day time only and 
seldom make more than eight miles an 


hour, including stops. At night refuge from 


possible attack by savages is takenin strong- 


ly built.stations. 
It is on the Congo road from Matadi to 
Stanley Pool, however, that the ache of dis- 


comfort, delay, and oddity is reached. The 


engines are badly crippled and cannot be 
moved faster than a man can walk lest they 


come to’ pieces; the cars are dirty and with- 


out seats or conveniences of any kind; there 
are no conductors, the engineer halting and 
starting according to his own whim, Such 
signais as are used are given with a bugle 
and the few stations along the line are run 
by Belgian missionaries. When a man is 
taken with a desire to travel he beats It off if 
possible; if the impulse is too strong he goes 
to ene of the missionary agents and makes a 
bargain for a ticket, the price being fixed 
only after much haggling, as the agent gets 
his sole income in the overcharge he is able 
to make. There is no one on the train to vise 
or collect ticket@, so the traveler retains his 
fare receipt until he reaches his destination 
and then surrenders it to the station agent 
at that end of the run as evidence that he has 
not defrauded the Company. 


Linking Cairo to Cape Town. 


On the British roads the trains average 
12% miles an hour, ai.d run with commend- 
able regularity. The time schedule is being 
improved, and the conveniences are rather 
better. than one would naturally expect to 
find in that far-off land. Slowly but surely 
the fron tracks are being laid to the north, 
and every day brings Cairo, Alexandria, and 
the continent af Europe within closer reach 
of South Africa. When Stanley makes his 
congratulatory speech on the occasion o6f the 
opening of the Buluwayo division he may 
well remind those in attendance that it will 
not be long before the depot of the Bechua- 
naland railway in Cape Town will resound 
with the startling cry of: 

“All aboard for Cairo and’ Alexandria. 
Through sieeping and dining cars via Bulu- 
wayo and Khartoum.” 

And what historic lands will the man who 
makes such a journey go through. Every 
mile of the-road has its story of fierce war, of 
nature's. wonders, of biblical interest, or 
fairy fable. From Cape Town north 
through the famous gold fields, on through 


the bloody battle.grounds of Buchuana, Mat- }. 


abele, and Mashonaland, past the pictur- 
esque Victoria Nyanza, which Stanley strug- 
gied to reach on his search for Livingstone; 
up through the storied valley of the Nile, 
and the pyramids, into new scenes of recent 
carnage in the Soudan. This is the route 
from Cape Town to Cairo. .

Two Pretty Street Dresses. 


Two charming street costumes are shown 
in one of the illustrations, and are sketched 
after the models of a Rue de Castiglione 
firm, which supplies the Czarina of Russia 
with her cloth gowns and jackets. 

One is of steel blue cloth, the color of a 
cadet’s coat, and it is trimmed with black 
braid, small black silk nailheads, and com- 
bined with dark Oriental red silk, let into 
the bodice. 

The skirt fits closely over the hips, and 
has the fullness at the back laid in box plaits 
and thrown out over a bustle. It is lined 
with Oriental red silk and trimmed about the 
bottom with several rows of the narrow 
braid, with lines of the nailheads between. 

The bodice is somewhat in blouse fashicn, 
and. is slit up the front from waist to shoul- 
der, showing the red silk between, and hav- 
ing straps of the cloth buttoned across. The 
edges of the slits are finished by rows of 
nailheads, and the buttons on the straps are 
of black silk. The back has two seams run- 
ning straight up to the shoulders, each out- 
lined with a row of nailheads set on by 
hand separately. 

The belt is of the cloth and is drawn in 
tight and fastened with a small strap with 
buttons. Beyond this belt is a short basque 
faced with the red silk. The stock is a 
straight close band of the steel blue cloth 
edged with nailheads and finished at the 
top with a ruche of white gauze. The 
sleeves are small and close and flare over 
the hands with narrow black braid trim- 
ming. 

The hat completing the rig is of dark red 
felt of the hairy variety. It is cocked up at 
one side in the popular rakish fashion, and 
is trimmed with a long gray ostrich plume 
which entirely surrounds the crown, anda 
standing tip in black. Under the side which 
is tipped up is a mass of rosettes formed of 


white velvet. 


French Tailor-Made Costume. 


The other costume is in tailor style—the 
French tailor style, I should have said, 
which differs essentially from the English 
tailor style. It is of golden brown cloth with 
a bias strap of black broadcloth stitched 
about the edges for trimming. It has a 
waistcoat of yellow broadcloth, buttoned 
with small ball buttons in white pearl, and 
is worn with a white linen shirtfront and 
collar, the tie being of black satin wound 
about the neck in folds like an old-fashioned 
stock, tying in front with a small bow. 

The skirt is trimmed down the seams with 
ornaments of the black broadcloth stitched 
on, and a band Or strap of the same borders 
the bottom of the skirt. It is lined with 
yellow taffeta silk, and has the seams over- 
lapped and stitched down. It has two side 
geres, an apron breadth, and straight-back 
breadths, gathered closely into the binding. 

The bodice is in the form of a jacket in 
front, but is fitted at the back. The fronts 
hang off loosely from the figure; and are 
lined with yellow silk. There is a high 
standing collar, which extends into revers on 
each side.

ASHION’S decrees as to what men shall 
wear during the fall and winter 
months have been sent forth. In 
most particulars the changes from 
the styles of last year are not great; 

in some they are pronounced. This year, as

bination and the other the fashionable long 
bodice which has appeared this autumn as 
a leading mode. 

The first gown is of dark blue cloth, made 
up with brilliant green velvet, coffee- eolored 
lace over violet silk, black satin for stock 
and ceinture, black silk nailheads, white 
silk braid, gold braid, and black tulle for 
the neck ruche. Only an intelligent artist 
could put ‘these together and have them ap- 
pear tasteful and beautiful. 

The skirt of the gown is of the blue cloth. 
The two front seams are outlined with gold 
and white braid, and about the immediate 
bottom is a fold of green velvet the size of 
one’s finger. It is(lined with green silk. 

The bodice is made in blouse fashion, and 
has a.square piece cut away in front to 
show coffee-colored lace over violet silk. 
The remainder of the bodice is made partly 
of green velvet and partly of the blue cloth, 
all the edges being outlined with the gold 
and white braid, and the green velvet sewn 
all over with black nailheads. 

The black satin ceinture is drawn tightly 
about the waist, and the stock to match Is 
high and close and quite plain, with Its fin- 
ishing ruche of black tulle above the top. 
The sleeves are small and have long wrists, 
half covering the hands. The hat is of black 
velvet in the form of a soft turban, crushed 
up at one side, with a jeweled ornament 
holding a curled bird of paradise plume in 
green, 

The other costume does not show so many 
colors, but is equally rich and dressy in ef- 
fect. The skirt is of slate-colored, cloth, 
the long bodice of pinkish magenta velvet 
of the finest silk quality shading richly, 
while the vest is of lavender silk with rings 
of black beads sewn over it. The stock and 
ceinture, wrinkled closely, are of black 
satin, and ‘the edges. of the velvet coat have 
lines of narrow black silk braid running 
around them. 

The skirt has a slight dip at the back and 
shows a noticeable bustle effect. The skirt 
is trimmed only with a milliner’s fold of the 
cloth laid about the bottom. The coat has 
double skirts, one being longer than the 
other. It is cut open in front to show the 
vest of lavender, and is slightly bloused by 
the tightly drawn ceinture. 

The hat is one of Verot’s masterpieces, and 
is of magenta felt with a broad brim and 
flat crown. It is trimmed with a large black 
bird, and two immense stone gray ostrich 
plumes are on each side, drooping over the 
hair at the back. 

In the remaining sketch are two chic rigs 
in simple yet elegant style. 

The first is of heliotrope cloth braided 
elaborately in seal brown and having seal 
brown velvet sleeves. The skirt is plain ex- 
cepting for two milliner’s folds of brown 
velvet laid about the bottom. It has the 
usual dip and bustle effect, and is lined with 
the same shade of taffeta silk. 4 

The bodice is a simple blouse with a saucy 
little basque, and fastens down the center of 
the front with invisible hooks. It is com- 
pletely covered with braiding in a decorative 
design, and is tightly drawn in by a belt of 
whitecloth. The sleeves are small and close, 
and are of the velvet with wrists cut in 
square slashes. 

The hat is a truly Parisian affair of deep- 
est orange velvet in the form of a soft turban 
crushed in in front by an ornament of cut 
steel holding two black paradise plumes. 

The other costume is of pearl gray cloth, 
trimmed with time-stained valenciennes 
lace, and belt and stock of bluish copper 
green velvet. The bodice is a handsome 
blouse, with deep, lace-trimmed revers and 


often in years before, the fashionably 
dressed man will be known rather by the 
minor details of his attire than by any de- 
cided differences from less careful dressers. 

One of the most pronounced changes has 
been made in the outer clothing. Over- 
coats, and to a.certain extent all coats, are 
being cut with broader shoulders, thus giv- 
ing a square set.

edge.

Frock Coats Most Fashionable. 


Double-breasted frock coats are the 
height of fashion, and the tendency is to ad- 
here to a close-fitting waist with full skirts. 
The ends of the latter should reach to the 
bend of the knee. Two rows of three but- 
tons Is all that the new style allows, and the 
lapels are faced with silk to within about an 
inch from the edge. 

The sack coat, although not affected by 
good dressers, is nevertheless a convenient 
and comfortable style for business. The 
most popular sack will have three buttons, 
and will be cut high enough to allow the 
lower button of the vest to show. 

The four-button cutaway frock and double- 
breasted sack will also be popular during 
business hours. The latter will be cut so 
that the skirts fall to within three or four 
inches of the knee. All shades of brown 
homespuns, tweeds, cheviots, and worsteds 
will be in demand, while the patterns will 
be either stripes or refined ptaids. 

The double-breasted waisfgcoat is of course 
the proper garment from now on. They are 
of medium length with well-peaked lapels, 
and the buttons, four in number, though 
five are sometimes worn, will be on the left 
side, thus allowing the vest to button on the 
right. The single-breasted waistcoat will 
have five buttons, with broad, close-fitting 
collar. Double-breasted white vests for full 
dress are correct and gradually becoming 
more popular. These have two rows of three 
buttons, always pearl, and fasten on the 
right.

Puchero is the national soup of Spain, 
eaten by rich and poor alike, and is one 
of the few soups made there. It is made 
as follows: 

Put in an earthen kettle two pounds of 
lean beef, the giblets of a fowl, six 
ounces of salt pork, and three handfuls 
of Garbanos or chick peas. Fill the kettle 
nearly full with cold water; stand it over 
a slow fire. When it comes to the boiling 
point skim it well. Stand the kettle back 
and let the soup simmer for two hours; 
then add two leeks, a bunch of chervil, a 
sprig of mint, and a large carrot cut in 
pieces. After another. hour add half a 
pound of little pork sausages called by the 
Spaniards cherizos. Let the soup simmer 
another hour; then season with a little salt 
and strain the soup through a sieve into 
a tureen. Take the leeks and carrot from 
the sieve and garnish the meat with them. 
Serve the meat an an entrée, if liked. 

Spanish crusts are made like this: Stamp 
out six round slices of white bread two 
inches in diameter and one-eighth of an 
inch thick. Fry these in oll and drain them 
on a cloth. Stone six large Spanish olives 
with a tube cutter and fill them with stiff 
tartar sauce. Put a little of the sauce in 
the center of each and place an olive on 
each. Curl an anchovy fillit round each 
olive, garnish the sides with finely chopped, 
hard boiled egg and chopped parsley in 
alternate disks. Keep them in a cool place 
till ready to serve.

CHURCH WOMEN ON A STRIKE. 


Methodist Sisters in Nebraska, Led by 
Mrs. Caroline Woodward, Begin a ~ 
Boycott for Their Rights. 


Lincoln, Neb., Oct. 30.—[Special.]—One of 
the most unique boycotts in the history of 
the world is just at present maturing in 
Nebraska. It is being participated in ex- 
clusively by women and the purpose is re- 
ligious emancipation. It has developed as a 
result of the determination of the Nebraska 
women members of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church to have some voice in the adminis- 
tration of their denomination commensurate 
with the labor performed by the women of 
the religious oragnization. 

The plan was promulgated by Mrs. Caroline 
M. Woodward of Lincoln. The leader in this 
queer strike for women’s rights is a woman 
of great mental vigor and religious zeal. She 
is prominently connected with the National 
Woman’s Christian Temperance union and 
has long been identified with the Methodist 
Church in Nebraska. 

She has steadily struggled for ten years 
to secure recognition of the rights of the 
women of the church from the officials of 
that denomination, but without success. At 
the last Genearl Conference of the church 
Mrs. Woodward appeared before that body 
and made a strong plea for the women, ex- 
plaining in detail the work they perform in 
the church and the fact that the membership 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church is two- 
thirds women. After briefly considering the 
subject the Bishops quietly told Mrs. Wood- 
ward that she and other advocates for equal 
rights in the church government for the 
woman members were wasting their ener- 
gies, since the conference was opposed to 
them, and even the constitution of the 
church would prohibit the plan even though 
the conference favored the idea. 

But Mrs. Woodward was not discouraged. 
She declared with considerable vigor that 
the constitution was man made and could 
be revised by man with especial regard for 
the advancement of the church and civiliza- 
tion. Then she came back to Nebraska and 
put herself in communication with other ad- 
vocates of her sex along these lines. lt was 
finally detcrmined to inaugurate a strike— 
in other words, to have the women vf the 
Methodist Church in the State practically 
boycott the church. Later it is inten:ied to 
have the strike exterded to other States, 
and thus force the next General Conference 
to take steps to grant the wishes of the 
women. 

In discussing the subject Mrs. Woodward 

said: ‘** Yes, I took up this boycott subject 
and have just issued a kind of general proc- 
lamation to the sisters in the State, advis- 
ing them to cease active codperation in the 
church work of their respective communities 
until the officials of the denomination come 
to their senses. We propose to continue this 
strike until the rights of the female members 
to participate in the administration of 
the organization are conceded by a change 
in the constitution and Book of Discipline 
or the removal cf any other obstacle in the 
pathway of the conference to secure that 
ultimate end. 
. “ Certainly, if even one-third of the women 
of the church abide by the rules of the boy- 
cott it would shake the fabric of the church 
to its very foundation. I have written hun- 
dreds of letters, and the movement is al- 
ready beginning to have its effect. Many 
localities are reporting a big decrease in the 
attenlance of women, and I am assured that 
the condition will become so alarming that 
that the ministers who are against us will 
soon see the necessity of conceding our 
rights. Then it will be carried to other 
States. In fact, 1 am in correspondence with 
many leading women of other States now, 
and it will be but a short time until we ex- 
tend the strike to the adjoining States. All 
the organized plan that is necessary is to 
see that the women let the church work 
alone awhile. 

*“*I estimate that three months will be 
sufficient to show the General Conference the 
power of the women of the Methodist 
Church. There is no religious denomination 
in existence where the membership of the 
women predominate so largely as in the 
Methodist Church, and there is no denomi- 
nation in which the latitude permitted wom- 
en in the administration of the fundamental 
church government is so small as in our 
church,”’

Their combined capital is $128,000,000. To- 

they owe the United States $110,- 
and they owe outsiders enough to 
make their total indebtedness $244,000, 000. 

Can the reader conceive the stupendous 
task contemplated in the construction of this 
line of steel track over and beyond the Rocky 
Mountains, or estimate the value of the suc- 
cessful completion and operation of the road 
to the commerce of the nation and the na- 
tions of the world? Can it be that Editor 
Dexter in his most radiant hopes ever 
pictured Chicago and San Francisco only 
seventy hours apart? Did he ever dream of 
the wheeled palaces which roll over the 
mountains and glide through the awful 
gorges of Colorado? 


» Postal Earnings Held Back. 


The Pacific railroads are the only big mail 
G@iriers in the United, States that are not 
Peamitted to receive the large amount of 
y which they annually earn for carry- 
Uncle Sam’s mail bags. They earn near- 
$1,600,000 a year, but they never see a 

mt of it! “In accofdance with an act of 4 
Congress the earnings are all applied on 
their indebtedness to the government. 

There is an: interesting history connected 
with this provision of the law. The man- 
agement of the roads spent much time and 
money in an effort to have the law repealed 
or so changed that they could draw at least 
@ portion of the money earned. The act 
of July 1, 1862, stipulates that the full 
amount shall be withheld; but in July, 1864, 
@ law was passed authorizing only one-half 
to be applied to the government debt. An- 
other bill passed in 1878 allowed one-half to 
go to the credit of the bonded indebtedness 
and the other half to apply on the interest 
of the bonds. However, in the suit of the 
United States versus the Central Pacific the 
Supreme Court decided that the three acts 
are in pari materia and to be construed to- 
gether, and so construed the act of 1878 
restores the provisions of the act of 1862 re- 
’ ppecting retention of compensation for serv- 


United States which had been changed by 
the act of 1864, and requires the Treasury to 


withhold all payments for services. 
Union Pacific Mail Train. 


Notwithstanding these facts the earnings 
of the Pacific roads have been increasing 
nearly $100,000 a year, and on the Union Pa- 
cific, between Couricil Bluffs and Ogden, is 
run one of the finest fast mail trains in the 
world. The line between Council Bluffs and 
Ban Francisco earns annually $1,108,596. 
In connection with the Burlington it hauls 
all the transcontinental mail handled by 
the steamships of the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans. 

There is still another feature with which 
the general public is not familiar. Were it 
not for the fact that the Pacific.roads are 
not ‘paid in cash for what they do for Uncle 
Bam, the annual deficit of the Postoffice de- 
partment would be a matter of nearly ten 
millions of dollars. The last reported deficit 
was $8,127,084.44.. Had the earnings of the 
Pacific people been figured. in the disburse- 
ments the deficit would have been $9,787,984.
